I  would  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  the 
Committees  concerned,  the  Chief  Officials  of  the  Corporation,  and  all  the  members 
of  the  staff  of  the  department  for  their  valuable  co-operation  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  his  efforts  to  preserve  the  public  health  during  1931.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 


Meteorology.  Meteorological  records  are  kept  by  the  Parks  Superintendent 
and  Mr.  Henry  Knight,  at  a  Climatological  Station  in  Pearson  Park.  Readings 
are  taken  twice  daily,  at  9  a.m.  and  9  p.m.  Hull  has  a  lower  rainfall  than  most 
parts  of  England,  and  in  1931  it  was  again  low,  though  it  was  higher  than  in  1930 
by  3T6  inches,  being  31-02  inches.  There  were  1,293  hours  of  bright  sunshine 
compared  with  1,291  in  1930  and  1,462  in  1929.  The  number  of  days  on  which 
rain  fell  was  244  ;  there  were  285  sunny  and  80  sunless  days.  The  prevailing  wind 
was  from  the  south-west. 


There  was  more  rain  in  1931  than  in  the  previous  year,  particularly  in  the 
third  quarter.  As  regards  sunshine  the  total  was  the  same  as  that  for  1930. 

Particulars  of  the  meteorological  readings  will  be  found  in  Appendix  1,  pages 
157  and  158. 


Population.  At  the  Census  taken  on  the  26th  April,  1931,  the  number  of 
persons  enumerated  in  the  City  was  313,366  (152,534  males  and  160,832  females)  ; 
this  is  the  provisional  Census  figure,  and  is  accordingly  subject  to  correction. 
The  estimated  population  at  mid-year,  1931,  was  given  by  the  Registrar- General 
as  315,200,  an  increase  of  3,400  over  his  estimate  for  the  preceding  year.

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STATE  OF  EMPLOYMENT  AND  AMOUNT  OF  POOR  LAW  RELIEF. 

Unemployment.  The  Manager  of  the  Employment  Exchange  has  kindly 
furnished  me  with  information  which  shows  that  unemployment,  as  recorded  by 
his  Department,  was  more  prevalent  in  Hull  in  1931  than  in  1930.  The  average 
number  of  persons  registered  as  unemployed  in  one  week  of  each  month  during 
1931  was  18,751,  compared  with  an  average  of  16,208  in  1930.  The  average 
number  of  unemployed  men  was  15,774  in  1931,  compared  with  13,641  in  1930. 
The  numbers  of  women  and  juveniles  in  1931  were  2,161  and  816  respectively, 
against  1,709  and  858  in  the  previous  year.  The  “peak”  period  in  1931  was  in 
March,  when  the  total  was  19,783  ;  the  highest  number  in  1930  was  in  October, 
when  the  total  was  17,343  ;  the  highest  total  in  1929  was  in  December,  when  it 
was  15,012.  The  lowest  totals  in  each  of  the  last  three  years  have  been  17,444, 
August,  1931  ;  15,211,  August,  1930,  and  10,582,  August,  1929. 

Poor  Relief.  The  number  of  persons  in  receipt  of  poor  relief  on  the  26th 
December,  1931,  was  17,974  :  1,772  were  receiving  indoor  and  16,202  outdoor 
relief.  The  total  in  receipt  of  relief  was  1,861  more  than  at  the  end  of  1930. 

The  average  number  of  persons  in  receipt  of  relief  per  10,000  of  the  population 
during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  was  574  ;  that  considerably  more  relief  was 
required  in  Hull  than  in  other  places  is  shown  by  the  corresponding  figures  for 
England  and  Wales  (275),  and  County  Boroughs  (361).

Marriages.-  The  number  of  marriages  solemnised  in  the  City  was  2,774, 
compared  with  2,924  during  1930.  The  marriage  rate  was  17-6  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  compared  with  18-8  in  1930  and  17-9  in  1929. 


Births.  The  births  registered  numbered  6,040  ;  this  includes  the  births  of 
the  children  of  Hull  parents  which  occurred  at  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home 
or  at  places  outside  the  City,  and  excludes  those  of  children  born  of  mothers  who 
were  resident  in  Hull  only  temporarily.  The  6,040  births  are  equal  to  a  birth-rate 
of  19-2  per  thousand  of  the  population,  which  compares  with  20-3  in  1930  and 
1929  respectively.  The  birth-rate  for  the  previous  five  years  (1926-30)  was  20-7. 
The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  :  1931,  15-8  ;  1930,  16-3,  or  a  decrease 
of  0-5.  The  Hull  rate  for  1931  was  IT  less  than  in  1930. 

Of  the  total  births  in  Hull,  3,177  were  of  males  and  2,863  of  females.  The 
births  were  spread  over  the  year  as  follows  : —

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that,  with  the  exception  that  in  1930, 
when  the  rate  was  0-3  above  that  for  1929,  the  birth-rate  continues  to  show  a  slow 
and  steady  decline.  The  rate  for  1931  is,  as  already  stated,  IT  below  that  for  1930. 

There  were  274  illegitimate  births  ;  this  is  4-5  per  cent  of  the  total,  compared 
with  5-0  per  cent  in  1930  and  1929  respectively. 
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Deaths.  There  were  4,168  deaths,  equal  to  a  rate  of  13-2  per  1,000,  compared 
with  12-4  in  1930  and  15-2  in  1929.  The  death-rate  of  England  and  Wales  was 
12-3  in  1931  and  1T4  in  1930.  The  total  deaths  in  Hull  in  1931  was  335  more  than 
in  1930.  In  1931,  however,  there  were,  compared  with  1930,  decreases  in  the 
numbers  registered  in  some  of  the  causes  of  death,  those  principally  concerned 
being  measles  (30)  and  cancer  (21).  The  diseases  mainly  responsible  for  the  increased 
total  of  deaths  in  1931  (the  additions  being  the  figures  within  brackets)  were  : 
influenza  (58),  broncho-pneumonia  (122),  bronchitis  (83)  and  heart  disease  (101).

(including  typhus,  enteric  and  typhoid)  was  255,  or  an  increase  of  33  on  the  total 
for  1930.  From  the  table  hereunder,  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the  period  under 
review  there  was  a  decline  of  30  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  measles,  but  an 
unfortunate  increase  of  47  deaths  from  diphtheria,  compared  with  the  mortality 
from  the  same  causes  in  the  year  1930.  The  zymotic  rate  for  1931  was  0-81  per 
thousand  of  the  population  against  0-72  in  1930  and  1T2  in  1929.

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Full  particulars  as  to  the  mortality  amongst  infants  and  children  under  five 
years  of  age  appear  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section  of  this  report. 
(See  pages  134  and  135). 


Age  Distribution.  Only  1,483  deaths,  or  approximately  one-third  of  the  total, 
were  of  persons  aged  65  years  and  upwards  ;  there  were  802  deaths  under  the 
age  of  5  years  ;  155  of  school  children,  that  is,  between  5  and  15  years  ;  200  of 
adolescents  between  15  and  25  ;  476  died  in  the  prime  of  life  from  25  to  45  years, 
and  1,052  in  middle  life,  from  45  to  65.  These  figures  show  increases  in  all  the  age 
periods,  those  in  two  of  the  four  groups  between  5  to  65  years  being  comparatively 
slight.  Of  the  two  remaining  groups  the  greater  increase  is  121  under  the  age  of 
5  years.  In  the  other  case  last  year’s  figures  are  above  those  for  1930  by  110  in 
the  period  of  65  years  and  upwards. 

Ward  Statistics.  Appendix  2,  page  159,  gives  the  vital  statistics  for  the  whole 
City  from  1925  to  1931,  and  Appendix  3,  page  160,  gives  the  ward  statistics  for 
1931.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  complete  returns  of  the  1931  Census  are  not 
yet  available.  Since  the  1921  Census,  a  large  number  of  removals  have  taken  place, 
due  to  extensive  building  operations,  etc.  Further,  in  April,  1930,  the  City  was 
extended  and  the  old  ward  boundaries  altered.  Consequently  only  very  rough 
estimates  of  the  ward  populations  are  possible  ;  and  it  is  only  fair  to  point  out 
that  it  is  on  these  estimated  figures  that  the  birth  and  death,  etc.  rates  in  the  wards 
have  been  calculated.  From  the  figures  as  given  it  will  be  seen  that  the  highest 
birth-rates  were  in  Myton  (35-0)  and  East  Central  (30-8)  Wards,  and  the  lowest, 
Newland  (7-3)  and  Park  (10-8)  Wards. 

The  highest  death-rates  were  in  Myton  (27-6)  and  Paragon  (17-7)  wards. 
In  these  wards  are  included  the  oldest  parts  of  the  City.  From  this  point  of  view 
the  healthiest  wards  were  University  (6-7)  and  Marfleet  (6-9). 

Appendix  4  (page  161)  compares  Hull’s  vital  statistics  for  1931  with  those  of 
England  and  Wales  :  both  the  birth-rate  and  the  death-rate  of  Hull  are  higher 
than  those  of  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Causes  of  Death.  Appendix  5  (page  162),  gives  the  principal  causes  of  death, 
divided  into  certain  age  groups  and  into  the  wards  where  the  deceased  resided. 
To  take  first  the  two  extremes  of  life,  “Old  Age’’  caused  113  deaths,  and  congenital 
debility  and  prematurity,  174.  The  lung  diseases,  bronchitis  and  pneumonia, 
were  responsible  for  652  deaths.  Heart  disease  caused  746  deaths  ;  tuberculosis 
426,  and  cancer  393.  Cirrhosis  of  the  liver,  generally  the  result  of  alcoholism, 
was  recorded  as  the  cause  of  death  in  12  instances.  There  were  45  suicides,  and 
143  deaths  from  violence. 
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COMPARATIVE  STATISTICS. 

The  following  table  compares  the  vital  statistics  of  Hull  with  those  of  England 
and  Wales,  the  aggregate  figure  for  the  107  Great  Towns,  and  the  individual  figures 
of  the  seventeen  largest  towns.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  comparisons  that  in  six  towns  the  infantile 
mortality  is  in  excess  of  that  for  Hull,  whilst  in  seven  of  such  towns  the  crude 
general  death-rate  at  all  ages  is  higher  than  that  for  the  Third  Port.  Liverpool 
is  again  the  only  town  in  the  table  that  has  a  higher  birth-rate. 


Male  and  Female  Deaths.  There  were  2,235  deaths  of  males  and  1,933  of 
females  :  the  death-rates  being  14-6  per  1,000  of  the  male  population  and  11-9 
per  1,000  of  the  female  population.  The  diseases  with  heavier  incidence  in  males 
were  :  pneumonia  (255  males,  194  females)  ;  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  (204  males, 
154  females),  and  bronchitis  (103  males,  100  females).  On  the  other  hand  the 
following  diseases  were  more  fatal  to  females  than  to  males  :  cancer  (219  females, 
174  males)  ;  cerebral  haemorrhage  (107  females,  92  males)  ;  and  senile  decay 
(57  females,  56  males).  The  incidence  in  the  case  of  heart  disease  was  equally 
divided,  being  373  males  and  females  respectively.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Hospital  Accommodation.  The  total  hospital  beds  available  for  Hull  people 
in  and  outside  the  City  number  3,087  ;  these  include  beds  at  General  and  Special 
Hospitals,  and  in  Public  Assistance,  Maternity,  Tuberculosis,  Fever  and  Mental 
Hospitals  ( see  Appendix  8,  page  166). 

The  new  38-bed  pavilion  and  the  10-bed  cubicle  block  at  the  City  Hospital, 
Cottingham,  were  almost  ready  for  occupation  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  were 
not  put  into  service  until  January,  1932.  Such  accommodation  is,  therefore, 
excluded  from  the  total  number  of  beds  in  use  at  the  end  of  1931.  Plans  are  in 
course  of  preparation  for  the  erection  at  this  Hospital  (at  which  112  beds,  apart 
from  those  just  mentioned,  are  available)  of  two  further  pavilions  each  to  contain 
26  beds.  The  complete  scheme  visualizes  a  hospital  of  374  beds  for  the  accommo¬ 
dation  of  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

In  1931,  35  beds  were  added  to  the  accommodation  at  the  Public  Assistance 
Hospitals.  Of  these,  31  are  in  a  block  at  the  Anlaby  Road  Institution  known  as 
"Hutton’s  West,"  a  portion  of  which  had  not  been  used  for  hospital  purposes  for 
some  time.  These  extra  beds  were  rendered  necessary  through  the  allocation  of 
an  increased  number  of  beds  in  another  part  of  the  Hospital  for  patients  to  be 
treated  by  radium.  The  remaining  four  beds  were  required  at  the  Beverley  Road 
Hospital  for  additional  cases  of  surgical  tuberculosis. 

Ont-patients’  Attendances.  The  attendances  during  1931  numbered  154,246 
at  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  31,038  at  the  Victoria  Hospital  for  Sick  Children, 
and  110,843  at  the  three  general  dispensaries. 

Insurance  Medical  Service.  The  approximate  number  of  insured  persons 
entitled  to  medical  benefit  was,  on  the  1st  January,  1932,  120,321,  of  whom  1,808 
were  deposit  contributors,  201  members  of  the  Navy  and  Army  Fund,  and  118,312 
of  approved  societies.  The  number  of  persons  on  the  lists  of  panel  doctors  was 
112,693,  and  those  on  the  list  of  the  Hull  Friendly  Societies’  Medical  Institution, 
1,795.  The  number  of  prescriptions  issued  was  526,434,  at  an  average  cost  per 
prescription  of  8-9d. 

Clinics.  Particulars  of  Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres  in  the  area  will  be  found 
in  appendix  6  (pages  163  and  164). 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Laboratories.  The  analytical  work  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  as  of  all  the  other  Corporation  departments,  is  carried  out  by  the  City 
Analyst,  A.  R.  Tankard,  Esq.,  F.I.C.,  at  the  City  Laboratories.  Mr.  Tankard  is 
also  responsible  for  the  bacteriological  work  of  the  Corporation,  except  the  V.D. 
work  and  that  requiring  a  vivisection  licence. 
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Mr.  Tankard  issues  an  annual  report  containing  details  of  the  work  done 
in  his  laboratory,  and  I  need  not  therefore  give  particulars  here  ;  let  it  suffice  to 
say  that  during  1931,  1,754  chemical  analyses  of  foods  and  drugs  and  246 
miscellaneous  samples  and  7,223  bacteriological  examinations  (including  patho¬ 
logical  specimens,  7,079  ;  milks  and  miscellaneous  samples,  144)  were  made  by 
him  and  his  staff. 

The  new  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Laboratories  on  a  site  at  the  corner 
of  Alfred  Gelder  Street  and  High  Street  are  nearing  completion  and  should  be 
available  for  occupation  early  in  1932. 

Local  Legislation.  No  addition  has  been  made  during  the  year  1931  to  the 
list  (on  pages  227  and  228  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1930)  of  enactments,  bye-laws 
and  regulations,  apart  from  the  general  law,  which  apply  to  the  City. 


PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE. 

The  Anlaby  Road  and  the  Beverley  Road  Institutions,  transferred  to  the 
City  Council  under  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  are 
administered  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Appendices  9  and  10  contain  reports  submitted  by  the  Senior  Medical  Officers 
which  show  the  number  of  patients  and  types  of  disease  treated  at  the  two  hospitals 
throughout  the  year,  and  furnish  detailed  information  supplied  by  the  Masters 
regarding  the  Institutions. 

Ambulance  facilities,  entirely  separate  from  those  provided  for  the  removal 
of  cases  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  are  utilised  for  Public  Assistance 
hospital  work.  A  second  ambulance  was  purchased  during  1931  and  a  satisfactory 
service  is  now  operating. 

Casuals.  On  the  1st  April,  1931,  the  Public  Assistance  (Casual  Poor)  Order, 
1931,  came  into  operation,  with  the  exception  of  Article  7  :  Article  131  of  the 
Public  Assistance  Order,  1930,  remaining  in  force  for  the  time  being.  Several 
amendments  to  the  regulations  hitherto  in  force  were  made  in  the  new  Order. 
Alterations  were  also  made  in  the  prescribed  dietaries.  Stonebreaking,  stone¬ 
pounding  and  corngrinding  are  no  longer  among  the  tasks  prescribed  for  casuals. 
Stonebreaking  had  been  abolished  by  this  Authority  during  the  previous  year. 
The  Minister  relies  on  all  Authorities  to  make  such  arrangements  as  will  enable 
them  to  satisfy  public  opinion  that  destitute  wayfarers  are  relieved  under  humane 
conditions,  and  are  given  opportunities  to  escape  the  dangers  of  a  vagrant  life. 
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On  the  recommendations  of  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  in 
order  to  comply  with  the  conditions  laid  down  in  the  new  regulations  above- 
mentioned,  the  casual  wards  at  the  Anlaby  Road  Institution  were  closed  on  the 
30th  September,  1931.  Several  improvements  were  made  to  the  wards  at  the 
Beverley  Road  Institution  to  enable  all  the  casuals  to  be  admitted  thereto  as  from 
the  1st  October. 

The  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  expressed  the  view  that  the  only  proper 
course  would  be  for  new  wards  to  be  built  near  the  City  boundary,  and  the 
Committee  requested  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  report  further  on  this  matter. 
This  question  has,  however,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Economy  (Special) 
Committee,  been  postponed  for  the  time  being. 

The  average  nightly  number  of  casuals  occupying  beds  was  12  at  Anlaby 
Road  during  the  period  January  to  September,  and  26  at  Beverley  Road  throughout 
the  year.  During  the  year  4,100  casuals  were  admitted  to  the  wards  at  Beverley 
Road,  compared  with  3,474  in  1930  and  4,219  in  1929.  The  number  at  Anlaby  Road 
for  the  period  during  which  casuals  were  admitted  (January  to  September)  was 
1,285,  compared  with  1,208  in  1930  and  1,076  in  1929.  Details  of  the  monthly 
admissions  of  casuals  to  these  institutions  are  given  in  appendix  9  on  pages 
167  and  168. 

In  1931,  105  casuals  were  transferred  to  the  “house”  at  Beverley  Road. 
Casuals  transferred  to  the  hospitals  as  patients  numbered  102  at  Beverley  Road 
and  10  at  Anlaby  Road. 

The  City  Council  are  members  of  the  Yorkshire  Casual  Poor  Assistance 
Authority. 

Anlaby  Road  Institution — House.  This  Institution  will  accommodate  210 
men  and  169  women.  The  number  of  persons  (excluding  casuals)  in  the  house  on 
the  1st  January,  1931,  was  245,  and  on  the  31st  December,  1931,  206.  New 
admissions  to  the  Institution  during  the  year  numbered  198,  compared  with  281 
and  391  in  1930  and  1929  respectively.  Detailed  particulars  of  the  admissions 
month  by  month  will  be  found  in  appendix  9  on  page  167.  The  daily  average 
number  of  inmates  in  the  House  in  1931  was  230,  and  the  aggregate  number  of 
days  during  which  they  were  resident  there  was  83,836. 

The  Corporation  were  responsible  for  the  burial  of  81  persons  who  died  in  the 
Institution  during  1931. 

Anlaby  Road  Institution — Hospital.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  545 
beds  available.  The  hospital  accommodation  was  increased  by  31  beds  by  utilising 
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a  portion  of  the  hospital  known  as  Huttons  West  ;  50  beds  in  another  part  of  the 
hospital  had  been  allocated  for  cases  requiring  treatment  by  radium,  and  Huttons 
West  was  requisitioned  for  cases  of  chronic  rheumatism  and  crippling  and  other 
conditions. 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  on  page  169  that  the  admissions  to  this  hospital 
in  1931  numbered  3,338,  compared  with  2,854  for  the  previous  year,  an  increase 
of  484  ;  821  operations  (566  major  and  255  minor)  were  carried  out  during  the 
year ;  this  is  142  more  than  in  1930,  when  the  number  was  679. 


The  daily  average  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  in  1931  was  484,  and 
the  aggregate  number  of  days  during  which  the  beds  were  occupied  was  176,660. 


In  the  year  under  review,  arrangements  were  made  whereby  the  cases  treated 
by  radium  were  re-examined  and  followed  up.  For  this  purpose  certain  patients 
were  re-admitted  to  the  hospital  for  examination  as  to  their  progress.  The  scheme 
for  interchange  of  supplies  of  radium  between  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  and  this 
hospital  has  continued  to  work  efficiently.  Very  satisfactory  results  have  so 
far  been  obtained,  particularly  in  cases  of  rodent  ulcer,  and  in  cases  of  cancer  of 
the  breast,  tongue  and  the  cervix  of  the  uterus.  There  is  no  doubt  that  many 
advanced  cases  have  at  least  obtained  temporary  relief  from  unpleasant  symptoms, 
and  possibly  time  will  show  very  gratifying  results  in  cases  where  the  disease  has 
been  treated  in  the  early  stages.  Frequently  the  combination  of  surgical  methods 
and  radium  treatment  is  found  to  be  most  efficient.  Unfortunately  an  X-Ray 
apparatus  for  Deep  Therapy  is  not  yet  available. 


From  the  date  of  the  inception  of  the  scheme  to  the  end  of  the  year,  45  persons 
have  been  treated  and  placed  on  the  records  ;  6  re-examinations  took  place,  and 
there  were  9  re-admissions  for  further  treatment.

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Beverley  Road  Institution — House  ( including  Margaret  Street  Homes).  This 
Institution  has  accommodation  for  309  men,  177  women  and  36  children.  On  the 
1st  January,  1931,  there  were  430  persons,  excluding  casuals,  in  the  Institution, 
and  on  the  31st  December,  1931,  402  persons  were  accommodated.  Included  in 
these  figures  are  15  and  11  persons  respectively  who  were  admitted  to  the  Institu¬ 
tion  from  districts  outside  the  City.  There  were  725  new  admissions  to  the 
Institution  in  1931,  compared  with  766  in  1930  and  1,061  in  1929.  During  1931, 
8  persons  were  admitted  from  the  area  of  other  Local  Authorities.  Forty-nine 
persons  were  transferred  to  Patrington  Institution  during  the  year.  The  number 
of  persons  in  the  Patrington  Institution  for  whose  maintenance  this  Authority 
was  responsible,  was  25  on  the  1st  January,  1931  and  14  on  the  31st  December,  1931. 
Detailed  particulars  of  the  admissions  month  by  month  to  the  Institution  are  to 
be  found  in  appendix  9  on  page  168. 

The  daily  average  number  of  inmates  in  the  House  in  1931  was  338,  and  the 
aggregate  number  of  days  during  which  they  were  resident  there  was  123,408. 


During  the  year  50  burials  took  place  from  the  Beverley  Road  Institution 
at  the  expense  of  the  Corporation. 

In  March,  1931,  the  Margaret  Street  Home  was  converted  into  a  Nursery  for 
healthy  children  under  the  age  of  three  years.  Suitable  children  from  Anlaby  Road 
and  Beverley  Road  Institutions  were  transferred  to  the  Home  together  with  the 
necessary  staff,  bedding,  &c. 


Beverley  Road  Institution — Hospital.  The  beds  available  at  the  hospital 
number  400,  an  increase  of  4  in  the  total  for  the  previous  year.  The  additional 
beds  are  for  cases  of  surgical  tuberculosis. 


The  number  of  admissions  during  the  year,  2,649,  showed  an  increase  of  52, 
compared  with  the  number  for  the  previous  year — 2,597  ;  508  operations  (334 
major  and  174  minor)  were  performed  as  compared  with  a  total  of  538  during  1930. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  in  thejlospital  was  376,  and  the 
aggregate  number  of  days  during  which  the  beds  were  occupied  was  137,240. 


Funerals.  On  the  expiration  of  the  contracts  for  the  provision  of  a  hearse  for 
indoor  funerals  at  the  Anlaby  Road  and  Beverley  Road  Institutions,  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  hearse  was  used  for  these  funerals.  This  service  commenced  on  the  1st  July 
at  the  Anlaby  Road  Institution  and  on  the  1st  September  at  the  Beverley  Road 
Institution. 
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District  Medical  Officers  and  Medical  Oat- Relief.  There  was  no  change  in  the 
personnel  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  and  the  scheme  for  the  re-allocation  of 
the  City  for  Public  Assistance  purposes  was  not  proceeded  with  during  the  year. 
The  district  served  by  each  District  Medical  Officer  was  therefore  the  same  as  set 
out  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1930.

The  dispensing  of  the  prescriptions  of  five  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  is 
provided  for  by  the  use  of  two  dispensaries  attached  to  two  of  the  Relief  Offices. 
The  prescriptions  of  one  of  the  other  District  Medical  Officers  are  dispensed  by 
two  private  chemists  under  contract.  The  other  three  District  Medical  Officers 
dispense  their  own  medicines,  the  drugs  being  supplied  by  the  Corporation. 

Surgical  Appliances,  Spectacles,  Dentures,  &c.  From  the  1st  January,  1931, 
the  provision  of  surgical  appliances,  spectacles,  dentures,  &c.,  was  embraced  in 
the  scheme  of  interavailability  of  the  clinic  services,  and  in  this  way  a  more  satis¬ 
factory  method  of  supplying  these  various  requirements  was  adopted.

In  addition,  repairs  were,  in  several  cases,  effected  to  spectacles,  surgical 
appliances,  &c.,  and  the  Committee  also  granted  payment  of  part  cost  of  dentures, 
&c.,  the  remainder  of  the  cost  being  provided,  in  most  cases,  by  some  Society 
from  which  the  applicant  was  entitled  to  benefit. 


SANITATION. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  W.  D.  Bingham,  Esq.,  the  City  Water  Engineer,  informs  me  : — 

The  source  of  the  City’s  water  supply  is  the  Yorkshire  Wolds.  A  proportion 
of  the  rainfall  percolates  through  the  ground  into  the  chalk  strata,  and  flows 
towards  the  sea  on  the  East  and  to  the  Humber  on  the  South. 

Wells  are  sunk  into  this  chalk  strata  at  the  Corporation’s  works,  and  water 
is  raised  by  deep  well  pumps. 

For  many  years  the  City  has  been  supplied  by  two  Stations  situate  at  Spring¬ 
head  and  Cottingham,  about  three  miles  west  and  north-west  of  the  City  respectively. 

A  third  Station  was  opened  in  October,  1931,  at  Dunswell,  about  three  miles 
north  of  the  City,  which  will  give  an  additional  yield  of  from  four  to  five  million 
gallons  per  day. 

Several  miles  of  new  supply  mains  have  been  laid  in  the  last  two  or  three 
years,  particularly  to  the  north  of  the  City,  where  in  addition  to  a  large  number 
of  houses  privately  erected,  the  Corporation  are  developing  an  extensive  housing 
estate. 

The  approximate  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  the  City  is  77,000,  and  these, 
with  a  few  isolated  exceptions,  are  all  supplied  directly  from  the  Corporation’s 
mains. 

The  average  number  of  gallons  consumed  per  head  per  day  during  1931  was 
35-42  for  all  purposes,  the  domestic  and  unmetered  trade  supply  being  26-50. 

The  water  is  analysed  by  the  City  Analyst  and  Bacteriologist  for  the  Water 
Department  every  quarter. 

Drinking  Water.  Five  samples  of  drinking  water  were  obtained  and  were 
submitted  to  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations.  Two  of  the  samples  were 
obtained  from  the  City  supply,  and  the  remaining  three  from  a  bore  supplying 
three  cottages.  All  the  samples  were  returned  as  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  following  particulars  are  submitted  from 
information  supplied  by  the  City  Engineer  : — 

In  view  of  the  imperative  necessity  for  the  extension  of  the  main  drainage 
system  of  the  City,  a  scheme  is  at  present  under  consideration  which  will  embody 
a  large  new  main  sewer  from  the  River  Humber  to  Dunswell,  and  in  connection 
with  which  four  agricultural  drains  will  be  absorbed. 
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Rivers  and  Streams,  etc.  A  statutory  notice  under  Section  54  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1925,  was  served  on  each  of  26  owners  in  respect  of  a  nuisance  arising 
from  a  water  course  (a  wide  ditch)  being  so  choked  or  silted  up  as  to  hinder  the 
usual  effectual  drainage  of  water  through  the  same.  The  nuisance  was  abated 
and  the  requirements  of  the  notice  were  complied  with. 

Scavenging.  The  Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse,  Street  Cleansing,  and 
the  Public  Lavatories  and  Urinals  in  the  City  are  controlled  by  the  Public  Cleansing 
Department.  A  separate  report  regarding  these  services  is  issued  by  the  Director 
of  Public  Cleansing,  by  whom  the  following  particulars  have  been  furnished  : — 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  During  1931  a  total  of  75,263  tons  of  domestic 
and  trade  refuse  were  collected,  namely,  dry  refuse  74,838,  nightsoil  362,  and 
waste  paper  63  tons. 

Of  the  74,838  tons  of  dry  refuse,  33,681  tons,  or  45  per  cent.,  were  disposed 
of  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Plant,  and  41,157  tons,  or  55  per  cent.,  at  tips. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  some  1,297  loads  (365  tons)  of  refuse  were  delivered 
to  the  Refuse  Disposal  Plant  by  private  traders,  and  1,956  loads  (2,174  tons)  to 
the  various  tips. 

The  whole  of  the  nightsoil  was  railed  to  farmers  as  soon  as  collected. 

Lavatories  and  Urinals.  There  are  5  Public  Lavatories  and  45  Urinals  in  the 
City.  During  1931  a  new  Ladies’  Lavatory  (containing  6  W.C.’s)  was  opened  at 
the  corner  of  South  Boulevard  and  Hessle  Road.  Further  accommodation,  for 
the  use  of  both  sexes,  is  in  course  of  construction  at  the  corner  of  Craven  Street 
and  Holdemess  Road. 


Disinfecting  Station.  The  following  figures  show  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
staff  attached  to  the  Disinfecting  Station,  Scarborough  Street,  during  the  past

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All  the  school  children  treated  at  the  Disinfecting  Station  during  1931  were 
cases  of  Scabies. 

1,257  disinfectant  baths  were  given  to  other  persons  suffering  from  Scabies, 
and  430  verminous  persons  were  treated  ;  8  others  were  contacts  with  cases  of 
infectious  diseases. 

Twenty-eight  Midwives  received  baths  and  had  their  clothing,  etc.,  disinfected 
after  contact  with  infection  prior  to  attending  further  cases. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  AND  PRIVY  CONVERSION  SCHEME. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1931,  39,478  conservancy  sanitary  conveniences  had  been 
converted  to  the  water  carriage  system.  The  Corporation,  in  default  of  the  owners, 
have  carried  out  more  than  35,000  of  the  conversions,  the  work  having  been 
done  by  contractors  engaged  by  them.  The  owners  have  dealt  with  the  remainder. 

The  total  loans  expenditure  incurred  by  the  Corporation  has  amounted  to  over 
£247,500  ;  of  this  sum,  over  £98,000  has  been  charged  to  the  owners  of  the  affected 
properties. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme  there  have  also  been  675  conveniences 
dismantled  by  owners.  In  some  instances  the  closets  were  dismantled  before 
notices  could  be  served.  Where  notices  had  been  served,  they  wrere  withdrawn 
after  the  closets  had  been  dismantled.  In  these  cases  the  properties  were  already 
provided  with  water  closets.  Some  conveniences  were  demolished  along  with  the 
properties  to  which  they  belonged. 

The  conversions,  apart  from  a  relatively  small  number  dealt  with  under 
Section  36  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  have  been  carried  out  under 
notices  served  under  Section  39  (4)  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
1907,  in  the  case  of  privies,  and  under  that  Section  of  that  Act  as  amended  by 
Section  20  (1)  of  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  Act,  1924  in  the  case  of 
pail  closets. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  118  conveniences  to  be  converted, 
practically  all  of  which  are  within  the  areas  which  were  added  to  the  City  on  the 
1st  April,  1930.  There  are  also  314  sanitary  conveniences  which  are  not  being 
dealt  with.  Two-hundred-and-nine  of  them  are  situated  in  unhealthy  areas  in 
respect  of  which  action  is  being  taken  under  the  Housing  Acts,  and  the 
conveniences  will  be  demolished  as  the  areas  are  dealt  with.  Action  cannot 
be  taken  regarding  the  conversion  of  the  remainder  of  the  conveniences  by  reason 
of  difficulties  connected  with  sewerage,  water  supply,  etc. 

In  the  period  under  review  190  conveniences  were  inspected  by  the  District 
and  Assistant  Sanitary  inspectors.  The  number  of  notices  served  was  8,  and  the 
inspections  of  drainage  and  other  works  in  progress  15. 
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The  following  gives  the  approximate  numbers  of  water  closets  and  privies 
and  pail  closets  in  the  City  at  the  end  of  1931.

Sanitary  Inspection  of  District.  The  total  number  of  inspections  carried  out 
by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff  was  21,139.  This  figure  shows  an 
increase  of  689  compared  with  the  number  of  inspections  during  the  preceding 
year. 

During  the  year,  7,473  informal  and  1,077  statutory  notices  with  regard  to 
the  abatement  of  nuisances,  &c.,  were  served  compared  with  7,526  informal  and 
1,386  statutory  notices  served  during  1930.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1,359  notices 
(1,029  informal  and  330  statutory)  were  not  complied  with. 

The  notices  reported  as  not  complied  with  at  the  end  of  1930  were,  with  the 
exception  of  22,  served  under  the  Housing  Act,  1925  and  1  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  complied  with  in  the  year  under  review.

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The  353  statutory  notices  served  under  Section  20  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1925,  were  in  respect  of  108  courts  and  passages  which  were  not  formed,  flagged, 
asphalted  or  paved  as  to  allow  of  the  effectual  drainage  of  the  subsoil  or  surface. 
Included  in  the  545  notices  complied  with  (referring  to  124  courts  and  passages), 
were  217  (87  courts  and  passages)  in  respect  of  which  the  works  were  carried  out 
by  the  owners  concerned.  The  works  required  by  the  remaining  328  notices 
(37  courts  and  passages)  were,  in  default  of  the  owners,  executed  by  the  Corporation. 


Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  4  cases  in  connection  with  notices  served 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  Two  summonses 
were  withdrawn  as  the  persons  responsible  had  taken  the  necessary  steps  to  comply 
with  notices  before  the  cases  were  due  to  be  heard  ;  whilst  in  the  other  two  instances 
orders  were  made  by  the  Court  for  the  work  to  be  done  in  21  days.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  the  notices  had  been  complied  with. 

Pigeons.  Under  Section  48  of  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  Act,  1930, 
the  Corporation  are,  for  the  purposes  of  abating  or  mitigating  any  nuisance, 
empowered  to  take  steps  to  reduce  the  number  of  pigeons  which  congregate  in  or 
upon  buildings  in  the  City.  In  pursuance  of  this  Section,  the  Corporation  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year  entered  into  a  contract  for  the  trapping  or  seizing  of 
pigeons  which  had  become  a  nuisance  on  certain  public  buildings. 

The  contractor  was  successful  in  catching  92  pigeons,  91  of  which  were 
destroyed  and  one  returned  to  its  owner. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  observations  (each  of  half  an  hour  duration) 
made  by  the  two  Smoke  Inspectors,  in  respect  of  emission  of  smoke,  etc.,  was  2,709  ; 
1,288  inspections  were  made  of  the  premises  concerned. 

An  analysis  of  the  2,079  observations  shows  that  in  1839  instances  smoke 
was  emitted  during  the  half  hour  observation,  but  was  not  in  sufficient  quantity 
to  be  regarded  as  a  nuisance.  In  240  cases  smoke  (89  black  and  151  dense)  was 
emitted  for  varying  periods  ;  of  the  89  black  smoke  emissions  74  were  for  periods 
under  two  minutes  and  15  for  periods  over  two  minutes  during  the  half  hour 
observations  ;  of  the  151  dense  smoke  (other  than  black)  115  were  for  periods 
under  two  minutes,  whilst  the  remaining  36  were  for  periods  above  two  minutes. 
During  the  whole  of  the  observations  recorded,  it  was  found  that  dense  smoke 
was  emitted  for  427  minutes  ;  the  average  being  an  emission  of  12  seconds  for  each 
half  hour’s  observation. 
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The  number  of  warning  letters  sent  out  in  the  more  serious  cases  was  69 
(including  15  follow-up  letters),  and  verbal  cautions  were  given  by  the  Inspectors 
in  124  instances.  In  addition  3  statutory  notices  were  served  with  regard  to  the 
emission  of  smoke,  one  of  which  was  complied  with  ;  the  two  remaining  had  not 
been  complied  with  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Altogether  174  nuisances  were  abated 
during  the  year  ;  and  as  a  result  of  representation  made  by  the  Inspectors,  45 
improvements  have  been  made  to  plant  in  order  properly  to  control  smoke  emission. 


Reference  in  another  section  of  this  report  has  been  made  to  the  mitigation 
of  smoke  nuisances  caused  by  the  locomotives,  &c.,  at  the  Fair  Ground. 


Deposits  of  Soot.  The  City  Analyst  has  examined  monthly  throughout  the 
year  the  contents  of  two  atmospheric  pollution  gauges  placed  (1)  in  the  garden 
at  the  rear  of  Kingston  Almshouses,  Beverley  Road  ;  (2)  in  the  grounds  of  the 
Northern  Cemetery.  The  detailed  results  will  be  published  in  the  City  Analyst’s 
Annual  Report.  The  total  deposit  of  solid  matters  (soluble  and  insoluble)  shown 
by  the  two  gauges  was  as  follows  : —

One  Ammoniacal  Liquor  Works  and  one  Knacker’s  Yard  are  also  regularly 
visited  by  Inspectors  from  the  Health  Department. 

Apart  from  applications  for  the  renewal  of  the  consent  which  had  been  given 
by  the  Corporation  in  a  number  of  cases  for  a  period  of  twelve  months,  two  appli¬ 
cations  were  received  for  permission  to  establish  offensive  trades — one  for  fish 
curing  and  the  other  in  respect  of  fat  melting.  At  the  request  of  the  Department, 
alterations  were  made  to  both  premises,  and  at  the  fat  melting  works  apparatus 
was  also  installed  to  control  noxious  emissions.  After  the  premises  had  been  made 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Byelaws,  the  Corporation  approved  the 
establishment  of  the  trades  for  a  limited  period.  The  business  of  fat  melting  and 
bone  boiling  has  been  discontinued  at  one  registered  premises  for  more  than  six 
months,  and  the  premises  are  to  be  deleted  from  the  register. 

During  the  year  plans  were  submitted  to  the  Department  of  further  extensions 
to  be  made  to  the  fish  meal  factory  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report.  The  plans 
were  approved,  and  additional  machinery  is  being  installed. 

All  the  premises  wherein  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  are  subjected  to 
systematic  day  and  night  observations.  The  total  number  of  inspections  made 
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in  1931  by  the  Offensive  Trades  Inspectors  of  these  premises  and  other  places 
where  nuisances  from  effluvia  might  arise  was  5,121,  comprising  4,181  day  and 
940  night  observations.  59  Informal  notices  were  served  with  respect  to  breaches 
of  the  Byelaws.  At  the  end  of  the  year  88  notices,  including  42  outstanding  at 
the  end  of  last  year,  had  been  complied  with  :  the  remaining  outstanding  notices 
are  being  followed  up. 

Pig  Keeping.  The  number  of  premises  registered  as  complying  with  the  City 
Byelaws  was  264,  provided  with  651  sties,  of  which  1,712  inspections  were  made 
during  the  year.  In  1931  there  were  seven  contraventions  of  the  Byelaws 
regarding  which  informal  notices  were  served  and  these  were  complied  with. 

In  addition  to  the  264  registered  premises  referred  to  above,  there  are  some 
50  premises  provided  with  149  sties,  in  the  added  areas  brought  within  the  new 
City  boundary  on  the  1st  April,  1930.  Whilst  the  existing  byelaws  do  not  apply 
thereto,  these  premises  are  periodically  inspected  pending  the  revision  of  the 
byelaws. 

Removal  of  Offensive  or  Noxious  Matter  or  Liquid.  Beyond  verbal  cautions 
it  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  in  regard  to  contravention  of  the  Byelaws  with 
respect  to  the  removal  of  offensive  or  noxious  matter  through  the  streets  of  the 
City  during  prohibited  hours. 

Common  Lodging  Houses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  14  registered 
Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  City  containing  172  rooms,  with  accommodation 
for  799  lodgers.  One  registered  Common  Lodging  House  was  closed  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  ;  the  premises  were  demolished  in  connection  with  the  new  street 
(Ferensway)  improvement. 

Three  houses  are  provided  with  cubicles,  and  there  is  accommodation  at  one 
house  for  seven  married  couples. 

During  the  year  1931  the  Inspector  made  693  day  and  44  night  visits.  Contra¬ 
ventions  of  the  Byelaws  were  found  in  97  instances  ;  22  letters  and  29  notices 
were  addressed  to  the  persons  concerned,  and  89  verbal  cautions  were  given  by  the 
Inspector.  The  close  of  the  year  found  all  requirements  complied  with. 

Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses.  There  were  22  of  these  houses  on  the  register  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  compared  with  24  in  1930.  Included  in  the  22  houses  above- 
mentioned  is  the  Victoria  Mansions  which  provides  accommodation  for  490  men  ; 
the  sleeping  places  consist  of  single  cubicles.  The  other  21  houses  contain  altogether 
115  rooms  or  cubicles  and  provide  for  297  seamen. 
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The  total  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Inspector  during  the  year  was  820 
(785  day  and  35  night).  There  were  41  contraventions  of  the  Bye-laws  and  31  letters 
and  two  notices  were  sent  to  the  persons  concerned.  In  addition,  38  verbal  cautions 
were  given  by  the  Inspector.  At  the  end  of  the  year  all  the  matters  had  received 
attention. 

Houses  Let-in-Lodgings.  There  has  been  a  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of 
houses  let-in-lodgings  registered  under  the  Byelaws.  The  total  at  the  end  of  the 
year  being  286  as  compared  with  291  at  the  end  of  1930  ;  the  reduction  was  due 
to  the  demolition  of  certain  properties  in  connection  with  slum  clearance  and 
other  improvement  schemes.  The  286  houses  contained  1,586  rooms,  of  which 
154  unfurnished  and  208  furnished  were  used  for  sleeping  purposes  only  ;  and 
576  unfurnished  and  648  furnished  were  used  for  living  and  sleeping  purposes. 
Owing  to  the  rentals  charged,  a  large  number  of  houses  let  off  in  rooms  do  not 
come  within  the  scope  of  the  existing  Byelaws.  When  the  proposed  new  Byelaws 
come  into  operation  it  will  be  possible  to  deal  with  these  houses  inasmuch  as  the 
new  provisions  disregard  the  amount  of  rent  to  be  paid  in  respect  of  rooms  in 
houses  let-in-lodgings.  This  will  result  in  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number 
of  houses  to  be  registered. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  to  houses  let-in-lodgings  was  5,555  ;  these 
include  797  visits  to  houses  exempt  from  registration  and  72  night  visits  ;  715 
notices  were  served  and  542  verbal  cautions  were  given  in  regard  to  various 
infringements  which  were  found.  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  one  instance, 
i.e.,  failure  to  provide  proper  dust -bin  accommodation.  The  summons  was  however 
withdrawn  on  payment  of  costs  as  the  person  concerned  took  the  necessary  steps 
to  comply  with  the  notice  before  the  case  was  due  to  be  heard. 

Detailed  information  as  to  inspections  made,  and  defects,  &c.,  found  at  houses 
let-in-lodgings  is  to  be  found  in  appendix  12  (pages  174  and  175). 

Factory  and  Workshop  Acts.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  1,090  work¬ 
shops  and  112  workplaces  on  the  register,  the  figures  last  year  being  1,058  work¬ 
shops  and  100  workplaces.  4,011  inspections,  including  947  re-visits,  were  made 
of  factories,  workshops  and  workplaces.  There  were  432  infringements  of  the 
Acts  found,  which  were  chiefly,  failure  to  carry  out  the  periodical  cleansing  of 
workshops,  failure  to  send  in  lists  of  outworkers  at  the  proper  times,  and  offences 
with  respect  to  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  352  notices  were  served, 
345  of  which  had  been  complied  with  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  a  number  of 
instances  the  necessary  work  was  carried  out  at  the  verbal  request  of  the  Inspectors. 

H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  forwarded  to  this  Authority  31  notices  of  matters 
which  needed  attention  at  factories  and  workshops.  Only  four  of  the  notices 
related  to  workshops,  and  of  these  one  could  not  be  upheld,  whilst  another  case 
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was  being  dealt  with  by  the  Department’s  officers  (for  details  of  the  notices  see 
Appendix  13,  page  180).  It  will  be  noticed  from  the  Appendix  that  13  notices 
had  regard  to  water  closets  which  either  were  not  screened  or  were  not  provided 
with  an  intervening  ventilated  space.  Owing  to  the  Sanitary  Accommodation 
Order  of  4th  February,  1903,  not  being  in  force  in  Hull  on  account  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890  having  been  adopted,  we  were  unable  to  compel 
these  alterations  to  be  made  to  the  sanitary  conveniences. 

H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  was  notified  of  19  workshops  in  which  either 
protected  persons  were  employed  or  the  required  abstract  was  not  affixed. 

Five  new  water  closets  have  been  provided  at  factories,  workshops,  &c.  during 
the  year. 

Bakehouses  are  dealt  with  in  the  Section  relating  to  "Food.” 

Outworkers.  There  were  296  persons  employed  as  out-workers.  The  employers 
number  97.  These  workers  are  principally  engaged  in  net  braiding  and  tailoring. 
Most  of  the  out-workers’  premises  were  visited  at  least  once  in  the  year  and  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  Appendix  13  (pages  176  to  179)  gives  the  details  required 
by  the  Home  Office. 

Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire.  Special  inspections  were  made  of  the  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire  at  54  factories  and  44  workshops.  Means  of  escape  were 
found  to  be  required  at  two  factories  in  each  of  which  more  than  40  persons  were 
employed.  The  necessary  means  of  escape  were  provided  in  one  case  ;  and  in  the 
other  case  the  firm  removed  to  more  suitable  premises.  In  addition,  23  fire  escapes 
were  found  not  to  be  in  order ;  17  were  put  into  a  satisfactory  condition  and 
the  others  are  receiving  attention. 

One  application  was  received  for  a  certificate  as  to  means  of  escape  in  case 
of  fire  at  a  factory  which  had  been  newly  erected.  After  certain  work  had  been 
done  to  bring  the  building  into  a  satisfactory  condition,  a  certificate  was  granted. 

New  Factories,  Workshops,  etc.  Twenty-three  plans  relating  to  factories, 
workshops  and  shops  were  received  and  examined ;  21  were  approved  after 
alteration  ;  2  did  not  show  secondary  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  and  approval 
of  these  two  plans  was  withheld  until  the  necessary  modifications  had  been  made 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Department. 

Factory  Steam  Whistles.  No  application  was  received  for  sanction  to  use  a 
steam  whistle.  There  are  74  registered  users  of  steam  whistles. 
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Shops  Acts.  There  are  6,878  shops  on  the  register,  at  which  are  employed 
4,796  males  and  3,959  females.  The  total  inspections  made  was  15,085  ;  307 
contraventions  were  found.  These  were  chiefly  failure  to  exhibit  the  required 
notices  ;  whilst  18  of  the  breaches  were  failure  to  allow  proper  intervals  for  meals 
to  shop  assistants. 

On  the  1st  January,  1931,  the  Hairdressers’  and  Barbers’  Shops  (Sunday 
Closing)  Act,  1930,  came  into  force.  Circulars  were  addressed  to  the  hairdressers 
and  barbers  in  the  City  calling  their  attention  to  the  main  provisions  of  the  Act. 
No  application  has  been  received  from  a  hairdresser  or  barber  of  the  Jewish  religion 
to  keep  his  shop  open  on  Sunday  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the 
Act.  The  inspections  of  hairdressers’  and  barbers’  shops  for  the  purposes  of 
enforcing  the  Act  are  included  in  the  total  inspections  of  shops  given  above. 
The  District  and  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  rotation  assist  the  two  Shops. 
Inspectors  with  the  Sunday  inspections.  In  two  cases  hairdressers  and  barbers 
were  found  contravening  the  Act  :  proceedings  were  instituted  for  one  offence, 
and  in  the  other  case  the  Town  Clerk  sent  a  letter  of  caution.  (For  details  of 
proceedings  instituted  under  the  Acts  see  Appendix  14  (page  182). 

Cinemas  and  Theatres.  The  Workshop,  etc.  Inspectors,  who  are  appointed 
as  Inspectors  under  the  Cinematograph  Act,  1909,  examined  the  sanitary  conditions 
and  ventilating  arrangements  at  all  the  cinemas  and  theatres  at  least  once  in  the 
year.  For  the  latter  purpose,  special  readings  were  taken  with  a  Kata  thermometer. 

There  are  5  theatres  and  25  cinemas  in  the  City,  and  3  places  of  worship  and  a 
dance  hall  which  are  licensed  under  the  Cinematograph  Act,  1909. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  was  196. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  was  satisfactory. 

Nine  tests  were  made  of  the  atmospheric  condition  in  9  cinemas,  and  the 
results  were  satisfactory. 

Rag  Flock  Act.  Twelve  samples  of  rag  flock  were  obtained,  and  were  submitted’ 
to  analysis.  Eleven  were  found  to  comply  with  the  fixed  standard  of  cleanliness. 
The  remaining  sample  contained  50  parts  of  soluble  chlorine  per  100,000  parts  of 
the  flock,  the  maximum  amount  permissible  being  30  parts.  Proceedings  were 
taken  against  the  person  in  whose  possession  the  flock  was  found,  and  he,  in  turn,, 
proceeded  against  the  firm  which  supplied  him  with  the  flock  under  a  warranty. 
Both  cases  were  heard  on  the  same  day  :  the  case  against  the  first-mentioned 
person  was  dismissed,  and  the  case  against  the  warrantors  was  dismissed  on. 
payment  of  costs. 
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Fabrics  ( Misdescription )  Act.  No  sample  was  taken,  as  the  Inspectors  did 
not  find  any  premises  where  declared  non-inflammable  materials  were  being  sold. 

Canal  Boats.  The  report  of  the  Canal  Boats  Inspector  is  printed  as  Appendix 
15  (pages  184  and  185).  Visits  of  inspection  numbered  1,100  ;  at  the  end  of  the 
year  particulars  of  863  canal  boats  were  on  the  local  register. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds.  Steps  were  taken  to  enforce  Section  45  of  the  Kingston 
upon  Hull  Corporation  Act,  1930,  which  provides  that  no  tent,  van,  shed  or  similar 
structure  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  human  habitation  shall  be  placed  or 
kept  on  any  land  without  the  previous  approval  of  the  Corporation,  and  that  no 
person  shall  without  the  approval  of  the  Corporation  let  or  permit  land  to  be  used 
for  occupation  by  tents,  vans  or  sheds,  &c. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  report  was  submitted  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  with  regard  to  40  vans  and  15  sheds  on  certain  land  within  the  City. 
These  vans  and  sheds  were  being  used  as  a  means  of  habitation  by  40  male  and 
38  female  adults  and  25  male  and  35  female  children,  making  a  total  of  78  adults 
and  60  children.  The  land  was  unpaved,  the  surface  drainage  was  unsuitable, 
the  sanitary  accommodation,  which  consisted  of  pail  closets,  was  inadequate,  and 
the  whole  site  was  in  a  very  insanitary  condition  ;  several  of  the  vans  appeared  to 
be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  On  the  instructions  of  the  Committee  letters  were 
addressed  to  the  occupiers  of  the  tents  and  sheds  and  to  the  person  having  control 
of  the  land,  drawing  their  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the  above-mentioned 
section.  Six  applications  for  the  approval  of  the  Corporation  for  vans  or  sheds  to 
remain  on  the  land  were  received  from  occupiers,  but  approval  was  not  granted 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  person  having  control  of  the  land  had  not  taken  steps  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  Section  45  in  regard  to  the  provision  of  roads  and 
sewers  and  an  adequate  water  supply.  At  the  end  of  the  year  only  two  vans 
remained  on  the  land,  and  the  question  of  instituting  proceedings  against  the 
occupiers  of  these  vans  and  the  person  having  control  of  the  land  was  under 
consideration. 

Twenty-one  letters  were  addressed  to  the  occupiers  of  certain  other  vans  on 
land  in  other  parts  of  the  City,  and  three  letters  were  addressed  to  the  persons  having 
control  of  such  land.  No  action  was  taken  by  the  occupiers,  or  the  respective 
owners  of  the  land,  and  the  question  of  instituting  proceedings  in  these  cases  is 
under  consideration. 

Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  ( Restrictions )  Acts,  1920  and  1923.  During  the 
year  two  applications  were  made  in  respect  of  houses  which  were  not  kept  in  a 
reasonable  state  of  repair.  In  one  instance  the  owner  carried  out  the  necessary 
work  before  the  certificate  could  be  issued.  In  the  other  instance  a  certificatf 
was  issued  to  the  tenant  of  the  house  ;  the  owner  subsequently  carried  out  the 
necessary  repairs. 
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Hull  Fair.  This  year  (1931)  there  were  292  vans  and  2  tents  on  the  fair  ground 
and  in  the  immediate  vicinity  ;  they  were  occupied  by  622  adults  and  207  children. 
A  total  of  1,812  visits  were  paid  to  the  vans,  &c.,  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and 
enquiries  made  as  to  the  health  of  the  occupants.  No  overcrowding  was  discovered. 

The  water  closets  and  urinals  already  on  the  fair  ground  were,  as  last  year, 
augmented  by  temporary  sanitary  conveniences  consisting  of  pail  closets,  and 
carts  were  provided  by  the  Authority  for  the  reception  of  refuse.  Arrangements 
made  by  the  Public  Cleansing  Department  allowed  for  the  removal  of  the  whole 
of  the  refuse  (including  road  sweepings)  by  eleven  o’clock  each  morning.  The 
conveniences  and  refuse  carts  were  disinfected  daily  after  the  removal  of  the 
contents. 

The  lodging  house  inspectors  visited  797  houses  in  the  streets  adjacent  to  the 
fair  ground  and  found  45  houses  in  which  lodgers  were  taken — 96  males  and  19 
females.  No  infringements  of  the  bye-laws  were  discovered,  the  houses  being  well 
conducted  and  clean.  Night  visits  were  made  and  it  was  ascertained  there  was 
ample  accommodation  for  lodgers. 

The  attention  of  users  of  solid  fuel  was  drawn  to  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  (Smoke  Abatement)  Act,  1926  :  136  inspections  with  regard  to  smoke 
abatement  were  made  ;  80  verbal  cautions  were  given,  and  in  12  instances  where 
effective  steps  were  not  being  taken  to  prevent  the  emission  of  heavy  smoke,  letters 
of  caution  were  addressed  to  the  persons  concerned. 

Complaints  were  made  to  the  Department  with  regard  to  the  inconvenience 
caused  by  exhaust  fumes  from  petrol  and  oil  driven  dynamos.  Although  there  does 
not  appear  to  be  any  statutory  power  to  deal  with  this  matter  it  is  desirable  that 
care  should  be  exercised  to  ensure  that  exhaust  fumes  are  not  discharged  in  close 
proximity  to  living  vans  and  stalls. 

The  Sampling  Officer  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act  took 
samples  of  bread  and  butter  in  and  within  the  vicinity  of  the  fair,  all  of  which 
were  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  of  satisfactory  character. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction.  One  rat  catcher  is  employed  upon  this  work : 
and  a  drainage  attendant  assists  him.  The  Authority’s  Sanitary  Inspectors  are 
appointed  as  officers  under  the  Act  of  1919,  and  they  enquire  into  all  cases  of  rat 
infestation,  and  where  necessary  give  advice  as  to  the  best  action  to  be  taken. 
The  total  number  of  rats  killed  was  4,973,  and  they  were  secured  by  the  following 
methods  : —

The  number  disposed  of  in  1930  was  3,749  and  in  1929,  3,606. 

A  total  of  164  poison  baits  was  laid,  and  119  of  these  were  taken. 

During  the  year  684  complaints,  mostly  from  occupiers  of  dwelling  houses, 
were  received  of  infestation  of  premises  by  rats.  These  were  investigated  by  the 
Rat  Officers,  and  information  as  to  methods  of  destroying  rats  was  given.  Where 
necessary,  action  was  taken  by  the  rat  catchers. 

Informal  communications  were  in  a  number  of  instances  addressed  to  persons 
whose  premises  were  rat  infested,  requesting  them  to  rid  the  premises  of  rats  and 
to  take  steps  to  prevent  infestation,  but  no  formal  action  was  taken. 

During  National  “Rat  Week”  held  from  2nd  to  7th  November,  this  Depart¬ 
ment  sent  copies  of  a  bulletin  and  advisory  leaflet  on  the  “Extermination  of  Rats,” 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  to  the  occupiers  of  a  number 
of  premises  which  were  thought  likely  to  be  infested  with  rats. 

The  local  newspaper  in  referring  to  the  “Week”  in  their  columns,  stressed 
the  need  for  continuous  as  well  as  special  action  for  the  destruction  of  rats. 

The  Corporation’s  rat  catcher  killed  230  rats  during  “Rat  Week,”  whilst  104 
poison  baits  were  laid  and  59  were  found  to  have  been  taken. 

Mosquito  Control.  As  the  result  of  a  comprehensive  report  prepared  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  1930,  the  Corporation  decided  that  an  anti-mosquito 
campaign  should  be  undertaken  during  the  year  1931  ;  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record 
that  the  campaign  was  carried  out  with  very  satisfactory  results.  The  first  step 
taken  was  to  chart  and  number  all  known  and  likely  breeding  places  in  the  City. 
These  were  periodically  visited  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  larvse  were  present, 
and  when  larvae  were  discovered,  the  places  (principally  ponds  and  ditches)  were 
sprayed  with  larvicide  or  anti-malarial  oil  when  necessary.  In  all  the  breeding 
places  mosquito  larvae  were  found  in  unprecedented  numbers  ;  this  is  probably 
accounted  for  by  the  abnormal  amount  of  rain  which  fell  during  the  early  months 
of  the  year.  It  is  known  that  the  mosquito  deposits  on  vegetation  large  numbers 
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of  eggs  which  do  not  in  ordinary  circumstances  hatch  out.  In  a  wet  season,  however, 
many  of  these  eggs  are  washed  down  into  pools  and  streams  and  subsequently 
hatch  out  during  the  warmer  periods  of  the  year. 


In  the  course  of  the  campaign  some  300  gallons  of  larvicide  and  360  gallons 
of  Anti-Malarial  Oil  were  used.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  no  complaints  were 
received  at  any  time  during  the  year  from  inhabitants  in  the  Marfleet  district — 
the  area  which  had  been  greatly  troubled  in  previous  years. 


A  number  of  charted  breeding  places  on  land  belonging  to  the  Corporation 
were  filled  in  during  the  year,  and  in  order  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  mosquito 
breeding,  owners  were  persuaded  wherever  possible  to  fill  in  open  ditches  in  the 
vicinity  of  dwelling  houses. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Corporation  to  carry  out  another  campaign  next  year. 


GENERAL  SANITATION. 

Open  Spaces.  From  a  return  prepared  by  the  City  Engineer,  it  appears  that 
there  are  in  the  City  and  immediately  adjoining  it,  507  acres  of  Public  Parks, 
Gardens,  Recreation  Grounds  and  open  spaces  owned  by  the  Corporation.  They  in¬ 
clude  four  parks,  a  golf  course,  six  large  playing  fields,  two  boating  lakes  and  various 
smaller  open  spaces  upon  which  children’s  playing  equipment  has  been  erected. 
Educational  Institutions,  including  the  University  College  and  Hymers  College, 
have  the  use  of  over  280  acres  of  ground  for  school  sports,  and  private  sports  grounds 
used  by  different  clubs  and  organisations  associated  with  places  of  worship  and 
large  manufacturing  firms  occupy  over  200  acres.  The  land  used  for  public  allot¬ 
ments  is  268  acres.  As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  importance  to  the  public 
health  of  developing  facilities  for  open-air  recreation,  cannot  be  over-rated. 


Public  Baths.  The  total  attendances  at  the  baths  during  1931  was  494,174. 


New  baths  are  being  constructed  in  Albert  Avenue  providing  accommodation 
for  137  adults  and  86  children. 

Public  Washhouses.  The  public  washhouses  are  being  used  to  the  full  limit 
of  the  plant.  The  erection  of  an  additional  washhouse  is  contemplated  in  the  near 
future  to  meet  the  increased  demand  of  this  service.  A  site  for  this  purpose  has 
already  been  acquired. 
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Vapour,  Electrical  and  Medicated  Baths.  These  baths  were  established  in 
1927  on  land  adjoining  the  Beverley  Road  Baths  :  the  entrance  is  in  Epworth 
Street.  Radiant  heat,  light  treatment,  vapour  baths,  and  brine,  sulphur,  alkaline, 
acid,  iodine,  chalybeate  and  other  medicinal  baths  have  been  provided  ;  provision 
is  also  made  for  ionic  medication  and  Schnee  Baths.  Certain  alterations  and 
extensions  have  been  made  giving  double  the  accommodation  originally  provided 
for  both  the  electric  and  the  light  sections.  A  Vichy  douche  and  an  Aix  douche  have 
also  been  installed,  and  better  lounge  and  dressing  accommodation  have  been 
provided. 


Mortuary.  The  public  mortuary  is  situated  in  a  disused  burial  ground  in 
Castle  Street.  Attached  is  a  properly  equipped  post-mortem  room  for  the  use  of 
medical  practitioners,  at  which  190  post-mortem  examinations  were  held  in  1931. 


There  is  no  Coroner’s  Court,  and  inquests  are  usually  held  in  a  room  at  the 
Hull  Royal  Infirmary. 


Dr.  John  Divine,  His  Majesty’s  Coroner  for  the  City,  has  kindly  furnished 
the  following  statistics  in  relation  to  inquests,  post-mortems,  etc.,  held  in  the

Deaths  from  Road  Vehicular  Accidents.  Coroners  ( Amendment )  Act,  1926, 
13  (2)  ( d ).  The  Coroner  has  also  been  good  enough  to  make  the  following  observa¬ 
tions  on  the  fatal  road  accidents  which  occurred  in  his  area  during  1931. 
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Inquests  with  jury  are  required  in  all  fatal  accidents  due  to  the  use  of  a  vehicle 
in  a  street  or  "public  highway.’’  During  1931,  47  such  inquests  were  held  as 
against  41  in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  total  in  the  year  under  review,  38  were  in 
respect  of  accidents  that  occurred  in  the  City,  and  9  in  regard  to  accidents  outside 
the  City  boundary,  the  total  for  1930  including  33  in  the  City  and  8  outside. 

A  summary  of  the  facts  established  in  the  38  local  cases  in  1931  is  as  follows  : — 

Pedestrians  (23) — 21  knocked  down  as  a  result  of  stepping  off  the  pavement 
or  running  across  the  road,  namely,  three  by  push  cyclists,  two  by  horse  drawn 
vehicles  and  16  by  motor  vehicles — cars  8,  motor  cyclists  4,  motor  ’buses  3,  motor 
rully  1.  Of  the  other  two,  one  fell  off  the  footboard  of  a  tramcar  and  on  to  the 
road  and  died  as  the  result  of  injuries.  The  death  in  the  other  case  was  that  of  a 
youth,  who,  in  an  accident  ten  years  previously,  had  dropped  off  the  end  of  a  horse- 
drawn  rully  and  run  in  front  of  a  motor  rully. 


Push  cyclists  (7) — Three  collided  with  motor  cars  and  three  with  motor  lorries 
and  one  (who  fell  under  a  motor  lorry)  with  another  push  cyclist. 

Motor  cyclists  (5) — One  collided  with  a  stationary  motor  van,  two  with  motor 
cars  and  one  with  a  motor  lorry,  and  one  ran  over  a  brick  on  the  road  and  was 
thrown  off. 

The  remaining  three  cases  were  a  horse  cab  driver  who  fell  off  his  cab  when  it 
collided  with  a  stationary  tram  car ;  a  horse  rullyman  who  fell  off  his  rully  when 
the  wheels  skidded  in  dock  railway  lines  ;  and  a  small  child  who  fell  from  a  peram¬ 
bulator  outside  a  shop. 

The  persons  killed,  etc.  numbered  27  males  and  11  females.  The  age  periods 
of  the  males  were  :  under  5  years,  4  ;  5  to  15  years,  3  ;  15  to  25  years,  2  ;  25  to 
45  years,  5  ;  45  to  65  years,  8  ;  65  to  80  years,  2  ;  80  years  and  over,  3.  The 
11  females  were  aged  15  months,  and  2,  19,  37,  51,  60,  65,  72,  74,  76  and  82  years 
respectively. 

Disposal  of  the  Dead.  The  City  Engineer  considers  that  with  the  additional 
accommodation  provided  by  the  new  cemetery  recently  opened  off  Preston  Road, 
the  needs  of  the  City  will  be  met  for  some  years. 

Cremation.  The  Crematorium  is  on  a  site  adjoining  the  Hedon  Road  Cemetery. 
It  was  the  first  Municipal  Crematorium  in  the  country,  and  was  opened  on  the 
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2nd  January,  1901,  the  first  cremation  taking  place  on  the  7th  January  of  the 
same  year.

The  above  figures  indicate  that  the  Crematorium  is  becoming  more  extensively 
used.  It  is  intended  in  the  immediate  future  to  improve  the  facilities  provided. 

Training  of  Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  arrangements  made  for  the  practical 
training  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Royal 
Sanitary  Institute  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Joint  Examination  Board  have 
been  continued  during  the  year.  During  1931,  five  persons  applied  for  and  were 
granted  permission  to  undertake  the  course  of  training,  none  of  whom  had  com¬ 
pleted  the  course  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  addition,  arrangements  were  again  made  by  the  Local  Education  Authority 
for  a  course  of  lectures,  in  preparation  for  the  examination  for  the  certificate,  to  be 
given  at  the  Technical  College  on  two  evenings  a  week  for  a  period  of  twenty-six 
weeks,  between  September  and  April.  The  fee  for  the  course  of  lectures  was  the 
same  as  last  year,  i.e.,  £1  Is.  payable  to  the  local  Education  Authority  ;  13  students 
enrolled  and  were  continuing  the  course  at  the  end  of  the  year.

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In  addition  to  the  428  houses  erected  by  the  Local  Authority,  private  builders 
have  erected  during  the  year  985  houses,  of  which  232  were  erected  by  the  Sutton 
Trust,  and  in  respect  of  which  Government  subsidy  was  granted.  No  State  aid 
was  granted  towards  the  cost  of  erection  of  the  remaining  753  houses. 

It  is  known  that  59  houses  were  demolished  for  various  reasons  during  the 
year,  and  16  houses  were  rendered  unuseable,  thus  the  net  increase  during  the  year 
in  the  number  of  dwelling-houses  in  the  City  is  1338.

The  Corporation’s  building  programme  for  1932  includes  the  erection  of  113 
flats  and  1,584  houses  in  completion  of  existing  contracts. 


General  approval  has  been  given  by  the  City  Council  to  the  erection  of  772 
houses  and  30  flats,  but  these  have  not  yet  been  formally  sanctioned.  It  is  probable 
that  the  preparation  of  definite  schemes  will  depend  upon  the  rapidity  with  which 
the  slum  clearance  programme  is  carried  out. 

In  all  schemes  in  hand,  or  contemplated,  bricks  are  being  used  in  preference 
to  concrete  or  other  patent  type  of  construction,  and  external  cavity  walls  have 
been  adopted  as  standard,  thus  ensuring  an  even  internal  temperature  with  an 
absence  of  dampness  in  the  walls  of  the  rooms. 
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The  “Cookanheat”  stoves  installed  in  the  earlier  years  were  low  in  price, 
and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  instal  later  and  more  efficient  patterns  in  some 
cases  :  during  the  year  199  such  installations  were  made.  There  are  now  2,804 
houses  or  flats  fitted  with  “Cookanheat”  installations. 


The  Corporation  Housing  Estates  are  wired  for  electric  lighting  throughout, 
except  in  the  case  of  the  East  Hull  Estate  and  a  portion  of  the  North  Hull 
Estate.  There  are  now  28  houses  fitted  with  electricity  for  all  purposes,  including 
cooking  and  washing,  and  a  further  100  such  houses  will  be  erected  during  1932. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  such  electrical  installations  are  of  definite  advantage  from 
the  health  point  of  view,  and  as  soon  as  the  electrical  industry  provides  an  efficient 
prepayment  meter  suitable  for  use  by  those  persons  whose  means  are  too  slender 
to  permit  them  to  meet  the  quarterly  payments  which  have  to  be  made  under 
the  domestic  tariff,  there  would  appear  to  be  no  reason  why  the  installation  of 
electricity  should  not  be  successful  from  the  economic  point  of  view. 


Every  all-electric  house  established  improves  the  facilities  for  educating  the 
public  in  the  use  of  electricity  in  the  place  of  raw  coal.  As  soon  as  householders 
not  at  present  familiar  with  the  most  modern  appliances  are  convinced  that 
electricity  is  not  only  clean  and  convenient  but  also  safe  and  economical  so  soon 
will  the  use  of  electrical  energy  develop  and  the  City  will  then  have  achieved  a 
further  advance  towards  that  urgent  necessity  for  the  health  and  well-being  of 
town  dwellers — a  clean  atmosphere. 


GENERAL  ACTION  TAKEN  AS  REGARD  UNFIT  HOUSES. 

(a)  Under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

During  the  year  432  statutory  notices  were  served  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts,  mostly  in  respect  of  nuisances  existing  in  dwellinghouses. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  70  notices  were  not  complied  with  and  will  be 
reported  on  next  year.  Those  complied  with  during  the  year  include  the 
113  mentioned  as  outstanding  in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  1930  Report. 

Informal  Action. 

Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  7,473  dwellinghouses,  and  7,572  houses 
were  rendered  fit  in  pursuance  of  informal  notices. 
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(ft)  Under  the  Housing  Acts. 

During  the  year  214  houses  were  represented  under  the  provisions  of 
section  19  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Demolition 
Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  212  houses,  82  of  which  were  represented  last 
year.  Consideration  of  the  making  of  Demolition  Orders  was  deferred  in 
respect  of  21  houses,  undertakings  under  section  21  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930, 
were  accepted  in  respect  of  6  houses,  and  the  question  of  the  making  of 
Demolition  Orders  in  respect  of  84  houses  already  represented  will  be 
considered  during  1932. 

Pursuant  to  the  making  of  Demolition  Orders  19  houses  were  demolished 
during  the  year,  14  of  these  being  in  respect  of  Orders  made  in  1930. 

Action  under  section  17  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  was  taken  in  respect 
of  8  houses,  and  notices  requiring  that  such  houses  be  rendered  fit  for  human 
habitation  were  served  ;  such  notices  were  not  complied  with  and  will  be 
reported  on  next  year. 

In  pursuance  of  notices  served  during  last  year  under  Section  3  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1925,  4  houses  were  rendered  fit  for  human  habitation. 

Informal  Action. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Consolidated  Regula¬ 
tions,  house-to-house  inspection  was  carried  out  in'  connection  with  899 
dwellinghouses,  and  of  these  617  were  found  to  be  in  such  a  state  as  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  but  capable,  at  reasonable  expense,  of  being  made 
so  fit.  These  were  dealt  with  informally,  except  in  the  case  of  the  8  houses, 
reported  on  above. 

As  a  result  of  informal  action  taken  by  your  officers,  or  following  the 
making  of  a  survey  with  a  view  to  representation  under  section  19,  10  houses, 
were  voluntarily  demolished  by  the  owners. 


Further  demolitions  have  taken  place  during  the  year  on  the  area  of  the 
Hull  (New  George  Street)  Improvement  Scheme,  1923,  27  houses  being  thus- 
cleared,  making  a  total  up  to  date  of  137  houses. 


The  clearance  of  the  area  covered  by  the  Ferensway  Improvement  was 
completed  during  the  year,  a  further  22  houses  being  demolished,  and  8  houses  ia 
various  districts  were  demolished  voluntarily  by  private  owners. 
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Unhealthy  Areas.  Pursuant  to  the  making  of  the  following  Orders  by  the 
City  Council  on  the  9th  October,  1930  : — 

Canning  Street  Clearance  Order, 

Sykes  Street  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  (No.  1), 

Sykes  Street  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  (No.  2),  and  the 
Aldbro’  Street  Compulsory  Purchase  Order, 
a  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  on  21st  to  the  23rd  January,  1931. 
The  Minister’s  awards  altered  the  basis  of  compensation  in  respect  of  6 
dwelling-houses  in  all,  whilst  one  house  was  excluded  (with  the  consent  of  the 
Local  Authority)  from  the  operation  of  the  confirmed  Orders.

As  shown  on  page  55,  the  building  programme  is  proceeding  apace  and  there 
is  every  likelihood  that  considerable  progress  will  have  been  made  towards  the 
clearance  of  these  areas  during  the  next  year. 

The  five  yearly  programme  agreed  upon  by  the  Local  Authority  last  year 
allowed  for  the  provision  of  3,500  dwellinghouses  for  the  purpose  of  slum  clearance 
and  3,800  dwellinghouses  for  all  other  purposes,  on  the  assumption  that  private 
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enterprise  would  provide  2,200  houses  without  State  aid  and  500  houses  with  the 
assistance  of  a  grant  from  either  the  Local  Authority  or  the  Government.  Reference 
to  appendix  16  will  show  the  progress  made  in  this  direction  during  the  first  year 
covered  by  the  operation  of  the  programme. 

Clearance  of  Individual  Slum  Houses.  No  particular  difficulties  have  been 
encountered  in  connection  with  action  under  sections  19  and  20  and  there  is  every 
likelihood  that  dealing  with  individual  houses  and  with  areas  at  the  same  time 
will  prove  to  be  a  most  satisfactory  and  most  equitable  way  of  carrying  out  the 
clearance  programme.  Since  the  date  of  operation  of  the  1930  Housing  Act  repre¬ 
sentations  have  been  made  in  respect  of  340  houses,  this  being  slightly  more  than 
one-fifth  of  the  number  included  in  the  five  yearly  programme. 

Re-housing.  From  the  inception  of  the  1930  Act,  495  persons  have  been 
dispossessed  by  slum  clearance,  and  corresponding  accommodation  has  been  made 
available  on  the  North  Hull  Housing  Estate.  Owing  to  the  extremely  adverse 
conditions  encountered  in  the  slums,  many  of  the  houses  dealt  with  were  found 
to  be  seriously  infested  by  vermin,  and  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  authorise  steps 
to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  infestation  of  the  newly  erected  houses  by  direct  transfer 
of  tenants’  effects  from  the  old  houses  to  the  new.  A  simple  routine  has  been 
adopted  whereby,  on  the  day  of  transfer,  bedding,  etc.,  is  dealt  with  by  treatment 
in  a  steam  disinfector  and  a  reliable  insecticide  is  applied  by  the  officers  of  the 
Department  to  the  other  effects  of  the  tenant.  In  order  to  avoid  invidious  com¬ 
parisons,  this  routine  is  applied  in  every  case  and  I  am  pleased  to  record  that,  up 
to  date,  no  serious  cases  of  infestation  of  new  houses  have  occurred. 

The  work  of  re-housing  has  not  proved  to  be  so  formidable  as  might  have 
been  expected,  more  particularly  owing  to  the  services  of  the  women  Housing 
Supervisors  recently  appointed  by  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Committee, 
and  I  wish  to  record  the  efficient  way  in  which  the  officers  of  the  City  Treasurer’s 
Department  have  co-operated  with  the  officers  of  my  Department. 

Former  Medical  Officers  have  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  persons  resident 
in  slums  do  not  make  the  slums,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  this  is  proving 
so  in  fact.  Quite  a  small  percentage  of  those  re-housed  are  definitely  unsatisfactory, 
certainly  not  more  than  15  per  cent. 

The  re-housing  scheme  can  be  described  briefly  as  successful.  It  may  be 
necessary  during  the  coming  year  to  consider  more  fully  the  provision  of  even 
smaller  houses  or  flats  nearer  to  the  centre  of  the  City  or  to  the  docks,  although  I 
should  point  out  that  the  prime  difficulty  in  this  connection  is  the  high  cost  of 
land  in  those  districts  which  are  most  suitable,  from  other  points  of  view,  for  the 
erection  of  re-housing  accommodation. 
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Houses  Let-in-Lodgings.  Slum  clearance,  involving  the  dispossession  of  large 
numbers  of  persons  at  any  one  time,  will,  because  of  the  unwillingness  of  a  certain 
number  of  these  to  go  into  new  houses  erected  by  the  Corporation,  result  in  over¬ 
crowding  of  the  larger  houses  in  the  older  districts  of  the  town.  This  overcrowding 
may  not  be  of  a  type  which  can  be  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Department, 
but  may  simply  take  the  form  of  the  splitting  up  of  large  houses  into  a  number  of 
tenements.  Unless  the  conversion  of  a  large  house  into  tenements  is  carried  out  in 
proper  fashion,  and  includes  the  provision  of  the  necessary  amenities  in  respect  of 
each  tenement  so  formed,  it  is  clear  that  insanitary  conditions  will  be  multiplied. 
I  am  pleased  to  record,  however,  that  owing  to  the  rent  assistance  which  the 
Corporation  are  enabled  to  give  under  the  terms  of  the  1930  Housing  Act, 
comparatively  few  of  those  persons  dispossessed  have  been  driven  into  these 
tenement  houses. 


FOOD  INSPECTION. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply.  The  inspection  of  dairies  and  of  retail  purveyors’  premises 
and  the  supervision  of  bottling  and  wholesale  establishments  in  the  City  is  carried 
out  by  the  staff  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  Cowsheds  and  herds  are  inspected 
by  the  staff  of  the  Chief  Food  Inspector. 

The  following  figures  show  the  amount  of  milk  consumed  daily  in  Hull  : —

Included  in  the  above  figure  is  an  amount  of  approximately  3,235  gallons  of 
milk  of  special  designation,  i.e.,  "Certified,”  "Grade  A  (Tuberculin  Tested),” 
"Grade  A,”  and  "Pasteurised.” 

The  amount  of  milk  consumed  in  the  City  averages  approximately  0-51  pint  per 
person  per  day. 

Retail  Purveyors  and  Dairymen.  328  applications  for  registration  were  dealt 
with,  compared  with  361  in  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  328  applications,  266  were  for  the  sale  of  milk  in  bottles  only. 

There  are  about  1,500  milk  traders  on  the  registers,  the  great  majority  being 
persons  who  have  small  businesses  of  a  general  nature,  and  who  sell  very  small 
quantities  of  milk  for  the  convenience  of  their  customers.  More  than  1,000  of 
these  traders  sell  bottled  milk  only.

Graded  Milks.  Nine  dealers’  and  three  supplementary  licences  for  "Certified” 
Milk,  two  dealers’  licences  for  "Grade  A  (Tuberculin  Tested)”  Milk  :  one  bottler’s, 
5  dealers’  and  two  supplementary  licences  for  "Grade  A”  Milk,  and  one  licence 
for  "Pasteurised”  Milk  were  issued  during  the  year ;  a  total  of  23  licences.  Last 
year  21  licences  were  issued. 
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The  advantages  of  using  milk  of  special  designation  are  still  not  fully 
appreciated  by  a  large  section  of  the  public.  The  amount  of  such  milk  sold  in  Hull, 
approximately  3,235  gallons  per  day,  is  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  total  amount 
of  milk  consumed  in  the  City,  viz.,  20,043  gallons.  It  may  be  mentioned  incidentally 
that,  apart  from  graded  milks,  some  3,080  gallons  of  “bottled”  milk  are  sold  daily 
in  the  City. 

The  Department  endeavours  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  public  the  advantages 
of  using  these  specially  designated  milks,  and  all  possible  assistance  and  information 
are  given  both  to  dealers  and  consumers.  The  Department  has,  with  considerable 
success,  encouraged  producers  to  enter  the  “Yorkshire  Clean  Milk  Competitions.” 

The  price  of  “Certified”  milk,  “Grade  A  (Tuberculin  Tested)”  and  “Grade 
A”  milk  is  4d.  per  pint.  "Pasteurised”  milk  is  the  same  price  as  ordinary  loose 
milk,  namely,  2£d.  per  pint  in  the  summer  and  3d.  per  pint  in  the  winter. 

Designated  Milks. — Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Examinations.  During  the 
year  86  samples  of  designated  milks  were  taken  for  examination  for  bacterial

One  sample  showed  an  excessive  bacterial  content  and  contained  Bac.  Coli. 
in  the  three  tubes  examined.  Another,  in  addition  to  containing  excessive  bacteria, 
was  found  to  be  deficient  in  non-fatty  solids.  This  latter  sample,  when  repeated 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  was  found  to  be  of  fair  quality. 
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Two  samples  each  contained  Bac.  Coli.  in  the  three  tubes  examined.  Another 
sample  was  deficient  in  milk-fat  and  non-fatty  solids ;  and  was  repeated  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act.  The  repeat  sample  was  of  superior  quality.

One  sample  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  milk-fat,  as  was  the  repeat  sample 
taken  under  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act.  A  letter 
of  caution  was  sent  to  the  producer.

All  the  “Certified,”  “Grade  A  (Tuberculin  Tested)”  and  “Grade  A”  milk 
sold  in  the  City  was  produced  in  the  East  Riding,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  that  Authority  was  notified  of  the  result  of  every  examination. 

A  prosecution  was  instituted  against  a  person  who  sold  milk  described  as 
"Grade  A”  without  the  necessary  licence  (see  Appendix  18). 
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" Pasteurised ”  Milk.  The  four  samples  of  "Pasteurised”  milk  examined 
were  found  to  conform  to  the  required  standard.  The  bacterial  contents  were  : — ■

The  maximum  for  this  grade  of  milk  is  100,000  bacteria  per  c.c. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  N on-designated  M ilk.  One  sample  was  examined 
and  was  unsatisfactory.  It  contained  505,000  bacteria  per  1  c.c.,  and  Bac.  Coli. 
was  present  in  two  of  the  three  tubes  in  1  /10th  c.c. 

The  sample  was  taken  in  consequence  of  reports  from  the  Corporation’s 
Pathologist  that  two  guinea  pigs,  inoculated  from  samples  of  milk  which  had 
been  obtained  from  the  same  source  for  examination  for  tuberculosis,  had  died 
from  causes  other  than  tuberculosis.  A  letter  of  caution  was  sent  to  the  producer. 

Examination  of  Milk  Jor  Tuberculosis.  Examinations  of  milk  for  tuberculosis 
by  the  Biological  Test  were  carried  out  by  Dr.  W.  W.  Adamson,  the  Honorary 
Pathologist  to  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary. 

Of  192  samples  submitted  for  examination  by  the  inoculation  of  guinea  pigs, 
21,  that  is,  10-9  per  cent,  showed  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  The  percentage 
in  1930  was  4-9,  when  143  samples  were  examined.  Sixteen  of  the  positive  samples 
were  produced  in  the  East  Riding  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  that  area 
was  immediately  notified  under  Section  4  (1)  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation) 
Act,  1915.  In  each  case  he  gave  the  Corporation’s  Veterinary  Officer  the 
opportunity  of  inspecting,  along  with  the  County  Veterinary  Officer,  the  herd  from 
which  the  infected  sample  had  been  produced.  The  remaining  five  samples  were 
produced  within  the  City. 

Particulars  of  the  action  taken  to  trace  the  twenty-one  positive  samples  are 
given  below  : — 

The  County  Veterinary  Officer,  accompanied  by  one  of  the  Corporation’s 
Veterinary  Inspectors,  examined  the  herds  in  the  first  fourteen  cases  as  the  cows 
were  kept  within  the  East  Riding,  whilst  in  the  remaining  cases  the  herds,  which 
were  kept  within  the  City,  were  examined  by  a  Corporation  Veterinary  Inspector. 

Case  No. 

1  to  5  One  cow  in  each  herd  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  Group 
samples  were  taken  from  the  remaining  cows  in  one  herd,  but  these 
proved  negative. 
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Case  No. 

6.  A  special  sample  was  taken  from  one  cow.  The  animal  was  found  to  be 

suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  udder. 

The  diseased  animals  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

7.  Considerable  changes  had  occurred  in  the  herd  which  belonged  to  a 
dealer.  Samples  obtained  from  the  animals  in  the  herd  when  the  original 
sample  was  taken  proved  negative. 

8  to  11.  Samples  of  milk  were  obtained,  but  tubercle  bacilli  were  not  found. 

12  &  13.  Group  samples  were  taken  and  in  each  herd  the  milk  from  one  cow  proved 
positive.  The  two  animals  were  slaughtered. 

14.  The  Veterinary  Officers  were  unable  to  find  any  evidence  of  tuberculosis. 

They  were  informed  by  the  owner  that  a  fortnight  previously  he  had  sold 
a  cow  which  had  developed  an  enlargement  of  the  udder,  and  from  his 
description  there  was  little  doubt  that  this  animal  had  been  the  cause 
of  the  infection  of  the  milk. 

15  &  16.  One  cow  was  suffering  from  induration  of  the  udder  and  another  in  a 
different  herd  showed  symptoms  of  tuberculosis. 

17  to  19.  A  sample  of  milk  was  taken  from  a  cow  in  each  herd  which  showed 
symptoms  of  tuberculosis  or  induration  of  the  udder. 

The  above-mentioned  five  animals  (15-19)  were  slaughtered  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order. 

20.  Group  and  special  samples  were  taken.  A  sample  from  one  cow  proved 
positive  and  the  animal  was  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

21.  Group  samples  which  were  taken  proved  negative. 

Tuberculous  Cows  in  the  City.  The  method  adopted  to  discover  tuberculous 
milk  produced  in  the  City  is  by  periodical  inspection  by  the  Authority’s 
Veterinary  Officers  of  the  cows  kept  in  the  cowsheds  within  the  City. 

During  the  year  3,446  examinations  were  made  of  cows  for  clinical  signs  or 
symptoms  of  tuberculosis.  Samples  were  taken  from  54  cows  suspected  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and  were  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination. 
Seven  samples  were  returned  as  positive  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  the  cows  from 
which  these  samples  had  been  obtained  were  slaughtered  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 
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The  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925.  The  Chief  Veterinary  Officer  reports  : — » 

The  Department’s  Officers  discovered  in  cowsheds  in  the  City  twenty 
cows  which  they  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  These  animals 
were  slaughtered,  and  the  post-mortem  examinations  which  were  carried  out 
confirmed  their  suspicions. 

In  consequence  of  samples  of  tuberculous  milk  produced  in  the  East 
Riding  having  been  obtained  within  the  City,  the  Veterinary  Inspector,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Veterinary  Inspector  to  the  East  Riding  County  Council, 
examined  205  cows  in  cowsheds  in  the  area  ;  and  8  of  the  cows  were  afterwards 
slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

Cowsheds.  There  are  79  registered  cowsheds  in  the  City,  which  provide 
accommodation  for  1,429  cows.  During  1931  a  Veterinary  Inspector  paid  344 
visits  to  the  cowsheds.  Two  informal  notices  were  served  and  several  verbal 
warnings  were  given  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  and  for  the  registration  of 
premises,  and  these  were  complied  with  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department. 
A  Veterinary  Inspector  visits  each  cowshed  four  times  a  year. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  etc.  Examinations  were  made  of  409  milk 
churns  and  804  handcans,  as  well  as  vehicles.  In  24  cases  the  conditions  were 
unsatisfactory.  In  18  cases  these  were  contraventions  of  Article  6  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  i.e.,  there  was  failure  to  have  the  name  and 
address  of  the  vendor  marked  on  the  vehicle  or  receptacle. 

Two  of  the  churns  were  found  to  be  defective  and  two  receptacles  containing 
separated  milk  were  improperly  marked.  A  milk  receptacle  at  a  milk  shop  was 
found  not  to  be  covered.  In  another  case  manure  was  being  conveyed  in  a  vehicle 
along  with  milk.  The  persons  concerned  were  cautioned  either  verbally  or  by 
letter. 

Public  Health  ( Condensed  Milk)  Regulations,  1923  and  1927,  and  Public  Health 
[Dried  Milk)  Regulations,  1923  and  1927.  Included  in  the  reports  of  samples 
obtained  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act  are  nine  informal  samples 
of  condensed  milk.  All  were  genuine  and  were  properly  labelled. 

Examination  of  Butter  for  Tuberculosis.  Twenty  samples  of  butter  were 
examined  for  tuberculosis  by  the  Biological  Test  by  the  Corporation’s  Pathologist. 
None  showed  evidence  of  tubercle  bacilli. 

Examination  of  Cream  for  Tuberculosis.  Twelve  samples  of  cream  were 
submitted  for  examination  by  the  Biological  Test.  None  showed  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli.  One  inoculated  animal  died  seven  days  afterwards  from  causes 
other  than  tuberculosis  ;  and  in  consequence  a  letter  was  sent  to  the  producers 
of  the  cream. 
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Ice  Cream.  In  connection  with  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  Act,  1930, 
which,  inter  alia,  gave  the  Corporation  power  as  from  the  1st  day  of  January,  1931, 
to  require  the  registration  of  all  premises  where  ice  cream  is  manufactured  or  sold, 
the  question  as  to  the  conditions  under  which  registration  would  be  granted  was 
'considered,  and  it  was  decided  that  : — 

(1)  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  a  separate  room  should  be  used  only 
for  this  purpose  and  for  the  storage  of  ice  cream  and  the  materials  and  utensils 
used  in  the  manufacture.  The  room  should  be  provided  with  a  floor  con¬ 
structed  of  impervious  material  and  walls  having  an  impervious  surface, 
smoothed  over  so  as  to  be  easily  cleansed.  The  room  should  be  adequately 
lighted  and  ventilated,  and  should  have  a  hot  and  cold  water  supply  and  a 
sink  with  proper  drainage  ; 

(2)  premises  proposed  to  be  used  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  should  not  be 
used  for  the  sale  of  the  following  commodities  : — coal,  paraffin  or  other  oil, 
root  crops,  potatoes,  fish,  chipped  potatoes,  or  any  other  article  liable  to 
cause  contamination  of  the  ice  cream. 

During  the  year  365  applications  for  registration  were  received  :  57  for  the 
manufacture  and  308  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  Forty-four  of  the  57  applications 
to  manufacture  ice  cream  were  granted  ;  and  13  were  not  granted,  owing,  in  the 
majority  of  the  cases,  to  there  being  no  separate  room  available.  Respecting  the 
308  applications  received  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  ice-cream,  258  were  granted 
and  50  were  not  granted  ;  the  refusals  were  based  principally  on  the  grounds  that 
root  crops,  etc.  were  sold  at  the  premises.  All  the  persons  whose  applications 
were  adversely  reported  upon  were  given  an  opportunity  to  appear  before  the 
Committee  concerned  to  show  cause  why  the  Corporation  should  not,  for  the 
reasons  specified  in  the  notice  served  by  authority,  refuse  to  register  the  premises. 
Only  a  very  small  percentage  of  the  persons  appeared,  and  in  no  case  was  the 
decision  of  the  Authority  appealed  against. 

In  addition  to  the  365  applications  received,  a  number  of  persons  asked  for 
information  as  to  the  conditions  which  applied  in  connection  with  the  manufacture 
or  sale  of  ice  cream,  and  on  being  furnished  with  the  necessary  information  decided 
not  to  proceed  further. 

Food  and  Drugs  ( Adulteration )  Act.  The  number  of  samples  examined  was 
1,639,  of  which  45,  or  2-8  per  cent  were  adulterated  ;  the  corresponding  percentage 
for  1930  was  3-8  ;  in  that  year  1,247  samples  were  taken.  In  England  and  Wales 
4-8  per  cent  of  the  samples  analysed  in  1930  were  found  to  be  adulterated. 

Samples  of  Milk  taken  in  Hull  numbered  921,  of  which  21  or  2-3  per  cent 
were  not  genuine.  The  percentage  for  1930  was  4-4. 
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Other  samples  reported  against  were  Malt  Vinegar  and  Vinegar  (6),  Sausages 
and  Butter  (4  each),  Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre  (2),  and  Calomel  Ointment,  Sweet  Nitre 
Balsam,  Tincture  of  Myrrh,  Cream  Cheese,  Jam,  Gravy  Salt,  Ground  Almonds, 
and  Table  Cream  (1  each).  The  footnotes  to  Appendix  17  (page  191),  give  details 
of  the  action,  apart  from  legal  proceedings,  taken  in  connection  with  the 
adulterated  samples. 

In  14  cases  legal  proceedings  were  instituted,  particulars  of  which  are  given 
in  Appendix  18  (page  192). 

Full  particulars  of  the  samples  analysed  are  set  out  in  Appendix  17  (pages 
188  to  191).  Further,  the  City  Analyst,  Mr.  A.  R.  Tankard,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S., 
publishes  in  his  Annual  Report  full  details  concerning  the  work  done  by  him 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act. 

Appeal  to  Cow  Samples.  During  the  year  three  “Appeal  to  Cow”  milk  samples 
were  obtained  in  following  up  samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adultera¬ 
tion)  Act.  They  were  found  to  be  of  similar  composition  to  the  original  samples, 
and  letters  of  caution  were  sent  to  the  producers. 

Labelling  of  Margarine.  Twelve  samples  of  margarine  were  obtained.  In  two 
instances  parcels  of  margarine  exposed  for  sale  by  retail  in  the  shops  were  not 
labelled,  and  in  another  case,  in  addition,  the  wrapper  enclosing  the  sample  of 
margarine  purchased  contained  improper  printing  matter.  The  vendors  were 
cautioned  by  letter. 

“Dirt”  in  Milk.  Eighteen  samples  of  milk  were  reported  to  contain  an 
appreciable  amount  of  dirty  sediment.  In  following  them  up,  12  samples  were 
taken  specially  for  examination  for  “dirt.”  Eleven  were  returned  as  clean  and 
one  as  passable. 

Public  Health  (Preservatives  in  Food)  Regulations,  1927.  Of  the  samples  taken 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1,395  were  examined  for  preservative; 
four  contravened  the  Regulations  ;  details  of  these  samples  and  the  action  taken 
are  set  out  in  appendix  19  (page  193). 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs.  Inspections  were  made  of  41  retailers’  premises 
and  3  manufactories.  The  registers  at  the  latter  places  were  also  inspected.  Eleven 
breaches  were  discovered  of  failure  to  exhibit  the  required  statutory  declaration. 
The  responsible  parties  were  cautioned  by  letter  or  otherwise. 

Twelve  samples  :  7  feeding  stuffs  and  5  fertilisers,  were  taken,  three  of  the 
feeding  stuffs  at  the  request  of  other  Authorities.  Nine  samples  were  returned  as 
satisfactory.  Two  fertilisers  and  one  feeding  stuff  were  reported  to  be  unsatis- 
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factory.  The  feeding  stuff  contained  an  excess  of  albuminoids,  and  a  further  sample 
is  to  be  obtained.  The  composition  of  the  two  fertilisers  did  not  agree  with  the 
statutory  statements  furnished  with  them.  The  attention  of  the  makers  of  the 
two  fertilisers  was  drawn  to  the  descrepancies. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  Three  inspections  were  made  of  premises 
occupied  by  persons  licensed  for  the  sale  of  poisonous  substances  used  for  agricul¬ 
tural  and  horticultural  purposes.  It  was  found  that  poisons  were  being  kept  and 
sold  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations. 

Wholesale  Dealers  in  Margarine.  Three  applications  for  registration  were 
received  and  were  approved.  There  are  67  premises  on  the  register.  Information 
regarding  these  registrations  is  transmitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  as  occasion  arises. 

Artificial  Cream  Act,  1929.  One  application  was  received  for  registration 
under  this  Act  during  the  year.  The  premises  were  approved  and  were  registered. 

The  Sampling  Officer  found  a  person  selling  re-constituted  cream  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  inasmuch  as  the  cartons  containing  the  cream  were 
incorrectly  labelled.  The  vendor’s  attention  was  drawn  to  the  matter,  and  the 
necessary  alterations  were  made  to  comply  with  the  Act. 

Bakehouses.  There  are  174  bakehouses  on  the  register,  viz.,  56  factories  and 
118  workshops.  The  inspections  made  numbered  559.  At  48  bakehouses  it  was 
found  that  the  half-yearly  cleansing  had  not  been  done  at  the  required  intervals. 
After  intimation  from  the  Department,  either  by  letter  or  verbally,  the  cleansing 
was  carried  out.  Only  two  other  matters  needed  attention  and  these  were  dealt 
with. 

Refreshment  Room  Kitchens  and  other  Workplaces.  There  are  112  workplaces 
on  the  register  :  99  are  refreshment  room  kitchens,  and  at  the  other  places  fruit 
sorting,  tea  packing,  bottle  washing,  etc.  is  done.  There  are  173  males  and  347 
females  employed.  The  places  have  been  visited  at  least  once  in  the  year  and 
found  to  be  in  order. 


WORK  OF  THE  FOOD  AND  VETERINARY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  report  of  Mr.  H.  P.  Lewis,  M.R.C.V.S., 
the  Chief  Food  Inspector  :  much  of  the  work  described  in  the  preceding  section 
is  also  done  by  this  Department. 

Scope  of  Work.  Food  inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  Chief  Food  Inspector 
and  his  five  assistants,  one  of  whom  is  a  qualified  Veterinary  Inspector.  Their 
duties  include  the  inspection  of  the  cattle  and  fish  markets,  the  slaughterhouses. 
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and  of  all  meat,  fish  and  fruit  sold  in  the  City,  of  cowsheds  and  cows  therein,  and 
of  all  retail  shops,  other  than  dairies,  where  food  is  sold.  Milkshops  and  Dairies 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Staff.  The  Food 
Department  is  also  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  food  for  the  Hull  and  Goole 
Port  Sanitary  Authority,  for  examinations  and  reports  under  the  Contagious 
Diseases  (Animals)  Acts  and  the  Orders  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  and  for 
the  supervision  and  treatment  of  the  horses,  cattle  and  other  stock  belonging 
to  the  various  Committees  of  the  Corporation.  A  further  responsibility  is  the 
administration  of  the  Performing  Animals  (Regulation)  Act,  1925.  The  Veterinary 
Inspectors  also  act  on  behalf  of  the  Police  in  cases  of  alleged  cruelty  to  animals. 

Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926.  The  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926,  relating  to 
the  marking  of  imported  eggs  came  into  operation  on  the  21st  April,  1929.  The 
enforcement  of  the  regulations  at  the  time  of  importation  is  carried  out  by  the 
Officers  of  H.M.  Customs.  The  Officers  of  this  Department  have  carried  out  as 
far  as  possible  the  requirements  of  the  Act  when  the  eggs  have  reached  the  premises 
of  the  wholesale  and  retail  traders. 

One  prosecution  was  instituted  against  a  person  for  removing  the  importation 
mark  from  foreign  eggs  and  selling  them  as  English  eggs,  and  he  was  fined  £20. 

Apples,  tomatoes,  sultanas,  currants,  raisins,  oat  products,  and  honey,  and 
frozen  and  chilled  salmon  and  sea  trout  have  all  been  scheduled  under  the  Act, 
and  steps  have  been  taken  by  verbal  and  printed  notifications  to  acquaint  traders 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  and  Orders  and  to  secure  compliance  with  them. 

Fish  Dock  Office,  St.  Andrew’s  Dock.  One  of  the  Inspectors  of  the  Department 
is  mainly  engaged  in  the  inspection  of  fish  and  game  at  the  Fish  Dock  and  at  Shops. 

Slaughterhouses.  There  are  44  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  City,  viz.  : —

determined.  The  present  occupier  has  been  requested  to  apply  for  an  annual  licence, 

but  as  he  has  failed  to  do  so,  the  matter  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Town 

Clerk. 

One  "old”  licensed  slaughterhouse  was  removed  from  the  register. 

Two  licensees  in  possession  of  "old”  licences  died  during  the  year,  and  their 
successors  have  been  granted  annual  licences. 
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(a)  The  “Registered”  slaughterhouses  are  those  which  were  in  use  as  slaughter¬ 
houses  at  the  time  the  sections  of  the  Towns  Improvement  Clauses  Act, 
1847,  with  respect  to  slaughterhouses,  were  brought  into  force  by  the 
Kingston  upon  Hull  Improvement  Act,  1854,  and  have  continued  to  be 
used  as  slaughterhouses. 

(b)  The  “Old  Licences”  are  in  respect  of  the  slaughterhouses  licensed  between 
1854  and  1891,  the  original  licensees  still  being  in  possession  of  and  using 
the  premises  as  slaughterhouses. 

(c)  The  “Yearly  Licences”  refer  to  slaughterhouses  not  coming  within  either 
of  the  two  categories  (a)  and  ( b )  above,  where  the  Corporation  grant 
licences  from  year  to  year  only  in  accordance  with  their  powers  under 
Section  29  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  adopted 
in  1891.

The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924.  During  the  year  these  Regulations 
have  been  well  observed. 

The  number  of  notifications  relative  to  the  inspection  of  meat  received  at  the 
Food  Office  during  the  year  was  709. 

It  is  still  difficult  to  keep  those  engaged  in  the  transport  and  handling  of  meat 
alive  to  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations,  and  cautions  have  from  time  to  time 
been  administered.

Unsound  Food.  Condemned  meat  is  sold  to  a  salvage  firm  which  manufactures 
manure  and  meal  from  it. 

Condemned  fish  is  disposed  of  to  the  Hull  Fish  Meal  and  Oil  Company,  whose 
premises  adjoin  the  Fish  Dock.

Proceedings  were  taken  against  a  shopkeeper  for  exposing  for  sale  81b.  6ozs. 
of  Beef  which  was  decomposing  and  unfit  for  food.  The  defendant  was  fined  £\. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  a  fish  merchant  for  exposing  for  sale  45  plaice 
which  were  decomposing  and  unfit  for  food.  The  defendant  was  fined  £ 2 . 

Proceedings  were  also  taken  during  the  year  against  a  fruit  hawker  for  exposing 
for  sale  decomposing  apples.  The  defendant  was  fined  10/6. 

Agreements  for  Destruction  of  Unsound  Foodstuffs.  4050  agreements  for  the 
destruction  of  unsound  foodstuffs  were  entered  into  by  the  owners  and  the  Food 
Inspection  Branch  of  the  Health  Department. 
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Bacteriology.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  routine  examinations,  special 
microscopical  preparations  were  made  and  examined  from  the  blood  and  tissues 
of  383  animals  for  the  detection  of  the  Anthrax  Bacillus,  all  with  negative  results. 

Fruit.  930  packages  of  fruit,  &c.,  were  dealt  with  in  the  Corporation’s 
warehouse  for  the  purpose  of  sorting  under  supervision  :  485  packages  were  found  to 
be  unsound. 

Premises  used  for  the  Manufacture  of  Potted  Meat,  &c.  The  Kingston  upon 
Hull  Corporation  Act,  1930,  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January.  Section  43 
provides,  amongst  other  things,  that 

“No  premises  shall  be  used  for  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  potted  or 

preserved  meat,  fish,  or  other  food  intended  for  the  purposes  of  sale  unless 

the  premises  are  registered  by  the  Corporation.” 

The  Section  also  provides  that  the  Corporation  may,  under  certain  circum¬ 
stances,  refuse  to  register  any  such  premises,  or,  if  they  are  registered,  revoke 
the  registration.  Before  the  Corporation  refuse  or  revoke  the  registration  cf 
premises,  the  persons  affected  have  a  right  to  appear  before  them  to  show  cause 
why  the  Corporation  should  not  take  that  action.  The  Authority  have  to  supply  a 
statement  in  writing  setting  out  the  grounds  upon  which  a  refusal  or  revocation 
is  based  ;  and  the  affected  parties  have  a  right  of  appeal  against  the  Corporation’s 
action.  The  provisions  do  not  apply  to  hotels  or  restaurants  or  railway  refreshment 
rooms  or  to  factories  or  workshops  respecting  which  notice  has  to  be  given  under 
the  Factory  and  Workshop  Acts. 

Thirty-one  applications  for  registration  were  received.  The  Corporation 
registered  21  of  the  premises.  In  two  cases  registration  was  at  first  refused,  because 
the  conditions  were  unsatisfactory,  but  after  the  applicants  had  attended  to 
matters  to  which  exception  had  been  taken,  their  applications  for  registration 
were  granted.  The  Corporation  refused  to  register  10  premises.  At  most  of  the 
places  the  food  was  being  prepared  in  the  scullery,  and  as  the  Corporation  were 
of  the  opinion  that  a  separate  room  should  be  provided  for  the  preparation  or 
manufacture  and  storage  of  the  food  and  utensils  necessary  in  the  processes,  the 
premises  were  deemed  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Apart  from  the  above  31  cases,  19  other  applications  were  received,  but  it  was 
found  upon  investigation  either  that  the  premises  were  factories  or  workshops  to 
which  the  provisions  of  the  Act  did  not  apply,  or  that  the  foods  prepared  were 
such  as  were  not  affected  by  the  Act. 

There  are  altogether  fifty-two  food  preparing  premises,  including  meat 
factories,  etc.  which  are  regularly  visited  by  the  Department’s  Inspectors. 
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Particulars  of  Fish  Landed,  from  Trawlers,  &c.  The  Department  has  an  office 
on  the  Fish  Dock,  and  an  Inspector  devotes  practically  his  whole  time  to  inspecting 
fish  at  the  docks  and  fish  shops.

Food  Inspection  in  Shops.  The  429  butchers’  and  pork  butchers’  shops  and 
other  shops  where  meat  is  sold  were  visited  from  time  to  time  throughout  the  year. 

Fish  and  Game  Shops.  In  the  City  there  are  319  fried  fish,  91  fish  and  game 
shops,  8  shellfish  shops  and  53  smokehouses.  These  premises  are  visited  regularly 
by  the  Inspectors  with  a  view  to  maintaining  a  supply  of  fresh  and  wholesome 
food-stuffs  and  general  cleanliness  of  the  premises  and  utensils. 

Miscellaneous  Visits  and  Contagious  Diseases  ( Animals )  Acts.  Appendix  20, 
(pages  194  to  197)  gives  details  of  the  inspections  made  by  the  Food  Inspectors, 
and  contains  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector’s  Report  on  the  Contagious  Diseases 
(Animals)  Acts. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  material  for  this  section  has  been  supplied  largely  by  Dr.  D.  A.  Cadman, 
Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  by  Dr.  H.  Mason  Leete,  Medical 
Superintendent  of  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals. 


Appendix  21  on  page  198  shows  the  numbers  of  cases  of  various  diseases 
and  gives  age  periods  and  the  distribution  of  the  cases  over  the  various  wards 
in  the  city. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  during  1931  was  4,688  ;  this  compares  with  6,502  for  the  previous 
year.  The  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  is  mainly  due  to  the  decreased 
incidence  of  Measles,  there  being  1,831  fewer  cases  of  that  disease  than  in  1930. 
Similarly  in  Chicken  Pox,  Erysipelas  and  Pemphigus  Neonatorum  there  were 
respectively  176,  55  and  38  cases  less  than  in  1930.  There  were  however,  289  more 
cases  of  Diphtheria  than  in  the  previous  year. 


Appendix  22,  on  page  199  gives  a  summary  of  the  cases  notified  each  year 
including  the  number  of  deaths  and  the  number  of  cases  removed  to  hospital  over 
a  period  of  years. 


The  outbreak  of  Measles  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  previous  year  declined 
during  January  and  February.  Apart  from  the  increased  incidence  of  Diphtheria 
during  the  second  half  of  the  year,  the  City  was  free  from  serious  epidemics  during 
1931.

With  the  exception  of  Diphtheria,  the  rates  all  indicate  reductions  compared 
with  1930.  The  Diphtheria  rate  is  the  highest  recorded  for  25  years. 


Scarlet  Fever.  The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  546.  This  is 
8  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  deaths  in  1931  numbered  three  ;  five 
occurred  in  1930  ;  the  death-rate  for  1931  was  0-01  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and 
0-02  for  1930.  One  of  the  deaths  occurred  at  the  City  Hospital,  one  at  the  Evan 
Fraser  Hospital,  and  one  at  the  patient’s  own  home.  The  case  mortality  was  0-55 
per  cent  compared  with  0-93  in  1930.  457,  or  eighty-four  per  cent  of  the  cases 
notified  in  1931  were  removed  to  the  City  Hospitals.  In  15  cases  the  diagnosis 
of  Scarlet  Fever  was  not  confirmed  after  treatment  in  hospital.  There  were  29 
secondary  cases,  i.e.,  cases  occurring  in  a  family  within  four  weeks  of  the  onset 
of  a  previous  case  ;  in  three  instances,  two  secondary  cases  occurred  in  the  same 
house,  and  at  another  house  there  were  three  secondary  cases.  There  were  also 
5  “return  cases,”  i.e.,  cases  occurring  within  four  weeks  of  the  return  home  from 
hospital  of  a  patient  who  had  been  treated  there  for  Scarlet  Fever.  The  return 
cases  were  IT  per  cent  of  those  discharged  and  the  infecting  cases  0-9  per  cent  of 
those  discharged  ;  in  one  instance  two  of  the  return  cases  were  in  the  same  house 
and  followed  the  discharge  from  hospital  of  one  patient. 


Practically  all  the  cases  were  of  the  mild  type  which  has  been  prevalent  in 
the  country  for  a  number  of  years.  Our  hospital  accommodation  at  Cottingham 
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Was  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  consequently  use 
still  had  to  be  made  of  beds  at  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital. 

Diphtheria.  1,145  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year  ;  this  is 
289  more  than  in  1930  and  is  the  largest  number  recorded  since  1906.  The  number 
of  deaths  registered,  94,  is  twice  as  many  as  occurred  in  1930.  The  death-rate 
was  0-30  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  0T5,  0T2  and  0-07  respectively 
for  the  three  previous  years.  The  case  mortality  of  notified  cases  was  8-2  per  cent 
against  5-5,  4-6  and  3T  respectively  for  1930,  1929  and  1928.  Among  the  persons 
notified  as  suffering  from  Diphtheria,  17  fatal  cases  occurred  where  the  cause  of 
death  was  certified  to  be  due  to  some  disease  other  than  Diphtheria.  The  case 
mortality  of  the  patients  admitted  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  during  the 
year  and  whose  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  Diphtheria  was  8-05  per  cent.  One  of 
the  deaths  occurred  in  another  hospital  in  the  City,  and  three  at  their  own  homes. 
1,118,  or  97  per  cent  of  the  cases  notified  were  admitted  to  the  City  Hospitals. 
138  secondary  cases  occurred  ;  in  24  instances  there  were  two  secondary  cases  in 
one  house,  in  eight  houses  three  secondary  infections  were  reported,  in  three  houses 
there  were  four  secondary  cases  and  at  another  house  five  further  cases  were  removed 
to  hospital  after  the  occurrence  of  the  first  case.  There  were  seven  return  cases. 
These  return  cases  occurred  despite  the  fact  that  no  patient  is  discharged  from 
hospital  until  negative  results  have  been  obtained  in  two  consecutive  faucial  and 
nasal  swabs.  The  return  case-rate  was  0-7  per  cent  of  those  discharged,  and  the 
infecting  cases  were  0-7  per  cent  of  those  discharged. 

117  of  the  notified  cases  were  “positive  swab”  cases  found  as  a  result  of  swabs 
taken  at  the  schools  or  the  school  clinic  by  an  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  ; 
71  of  these  were  secondary  cases  discovered  after  being  swabbed  as  “contacts” 
before  they  were  allowed  to  return  to  school ;  in  many  of  these  patients  there 
were  no  clinical  signs  of  a  diphtheritic  infection. 

In  152  of  the  notified  cases  the  diagnosis  after  treatment  in  hospital  was 
altered  to  some  disease  other  than  Diphtheria,  and  261  were  “carriers”  with  no 
clinical  symptoms. 

Since  1924  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria  has  gradually  increased.  As  previously 
noted  the  number  of  cases  during  1931  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year  by  289. 
Reference  to  page  78  shows  that  the  largest  number  occurred  in  the  last  quarter. 

Our  search  for  foci  of  infection  proved  extremely  difficult  in  view  of  the 
widespread  distribution  of  the  cases  throughout  the  City. 

By  means  of  handbills  parents  were  warned  of  the  grave  dangers  of  this  disease. 
Attention  was  drawn  to  the  need  for  seeking  medical  advice  without  delay  in  all 
cases  of  sore  throat,  especially  in  young  children.  The  advantages  of  immunisation 
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were  strongly  stressed  and  parents  urged  to  take  their  children  to  the  clinics  where 
this  could  be  obtained  free  of  charge.  As  is  pointed  out  by  Dr.  H.  Mason  Leete, 
on  page  205  of  his  report,  we  are  experiencing  the  “new”  severe  type  of  Diphtheria 
which  has  visited  other  parts  of  the  country  and  abroad,  and  which  here,  as  else¬ 
where,  has  caused  a  high  rate  of  mortality.  Since  in  many  of  these  instances  death 
supervened  at  a  very  early  stage,  the  co-operation  of  my  colleagues  in  private 
practice  was  invited  to  ensure  of  prompt  action  being  taken  in  all  suspicious  cases. 


Anti-toxin  is  kept  at  the  various  Police  Stations  throughout  the  City, 
to  be  readily  available  at  any  time  for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners.  During 
the  year  75  phials  of  8,000  units  and  7  prophylactic  doses  of  500  units  were  obtained 
and  used  by  various  medical  practitioners  in  the  City.  This  anti-toxin  was  provided 
free  of  charge  in  necessitous  cases,  but  where  the  patients,  or  parents  of  the  patients 
were  able  to  pay,  a  charge  was  made  of  the  actual  cost  or  part  cost  of  the  serum. 

During  the  year  1,863  swabs,  taken  from  persons  who  had  been  in  contact 
with  a  case  of  Diphtheria,  were  examined  by  the  City  Bacteriologist.  The  results 
were  : —

Schick  Testing  and,  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria.  The  Education 
Department  has  co-operated  with  the  Health  Department  in  the  campaign  against 
Diphtheria  by  distributing  in  the  schools  leaflets  explaining  to  parents  how  they 
may  check  the  spread  of  the  disease  by  having  their  children  Schick-tested,  and 
if  necessary,  immunised.  A  special  clinic  has  been  held  each  week  at  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Department,  12  Hanover  Chambers,  and  77  cases  over  five 
years  of  age,  including  42  girls  from  the  Pickering  Homes,  have  been  Schick-tested. 
Of  these,  41  were  found  to  be  positive  and  received  a  full  course  of  immunising 
inoculation.  A  further  47  children  under  five  years  of  age,  who  were  not  Schick- 
tested,  also  completed  a  full  course  of  inoculation.  Toxoid  anti-toxin  was  used  in 
every  case.  There  were  no  ill-effects  and  no  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  amongst 
the  children  who  had  been  immunised  or  declared  Schick  negative. 
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Schick  re-testing  was  carried  out  in  43  cases,  at  least  12  months  after  previous 
immunisation.  In  39  cases  the  Schick  re-test  was  negative.  Of  the  remaining  four, 
three  had  already  been  positive  and  immunised,  two  within  one  year  and  one  a 
year  and  a  half  after.  One  already  negative  was  now  positive.  All  four  were  again 
immunised. 

During  the  year  there  were  also  14  cases  Schick-tested  at  the  East  Hull  Clinic, 
Morrill  Street.  Of  these,  five  cases  were  found  to  be  Schick-positive  and  were 
immunised.  Six  other  cases  were  immunised  without  previous  testing,  making  a 
total  of  20. 

One  child,  who  was  tested  ten  years  after  an  attack  of  Diphtheria,  was  found 
to  have  a  positive  result. 

The  above  Clinics,  12  Hanover  Chambers  (in  rear  of  the  Guildhall)  and  the 
East  Hull  Clinic,  Morrill  Street,  are  held  at  4-15  every  Monday  afternoon. 


Measles.  The  outbreak  of  Measles  which  occurred  in  the  City  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  previous  year,  continued  for  the  first  three  months  of  1931. 
The  incidence  however  was  on  the  decline  during  these  months,  and  the  outbreak 
subsided  towards  the  end  of  March.  621  cases  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  during  the  year,  and  of  these,  560  were  recorded  during  the  first 
quarter. 

As  Measles  is  not  a  notifiable  disease,  it  is  likely  that  the  actual  number  of 
cases  in  the  City  was  greater  than  the  above  figure.  The  majority  of  the  cases 
investigated  were  visited  as  a  result  of  the  patients,  or  contacts,  being  absent  from 
school  on  account  of  the  disease,  lists  of  the  absentees  being  forwarded  to  the 
Health  Department  by  the  Education  Department.  Others  were  discovered  by 
the  Health  Visitors  and  some  were  traced  through  the  Relieving  Officers.  In  only 
20  cases  was  a  direct  notification  received  from  either  a  medical  practitioner  or  the 
parents  that  Measles  existed  in  the  house. 

Nineteen  complicated  cases  were  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital  during  1931. 
Forty-three  other  cases  were  isolated  and  treated  in  the  Institution  Hospitals. 

The  Health  Visitors  paid  693  first  and  5  re-visits  to  homes  where  Measles 
cases  were  reported  or  suspected. 

Seventy  deaths  from  Measles  were  recorded  during  the  year,  68  of  which 
occurred  during  the  first  quarter.  The  death-rate  from  Measles  was  0.22  per  1,000 
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of  the  population,  compared  with  100  deaths  and  a  rate  of  0-33  for  the  previous 
year  and  64  deaths  and  a  rate  of  0-21  for  1929.  Most  of  the  deaths  were  of  children 
between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years,  as  shown  below  : —

Whooping  Cough.  Twenty-four  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  were  reported 
during  the  year,  giving  a  death-rate  of  0-08  per  1,000  of  the  population,  against 
16  deaths  and  a  rate  of  0-05  in  1930,  71  deaths  and  a  rate  of  0-24  per  1,000  in  1929. 
Eight  of  the  deaths  were  infants  under  1  year  ;  nine  were  children  between  one 
and  two  years  old,  and  five  were  between  two  and  five  years. 

Whooping  Cough  is  not  a  notifiable  disease,  and  as  in  Measles,  the  majority 
of  cases  are  brought  to  our  notice  by  the  School  Medical  Department.  All  cases 
reported  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors,  who  give  advice  to  the  parents.  During 
the  year,  582  actual  and  many  suspected  cases  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department.  This  is  203  more  cases  than  were  similarly  reported  during  1930. 
691  first  visits  and  34  re-visits  were  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  year 
to  cases  or  suspected  cases.  In  only  three  instances  was  the  Department  aware 
of  any  of  the  fatal  cases  before  death  took  place. 

Diarrhoea.  Forty-nine  deaths  of  infants  under  two  years  of  age  were  recorded 
during  the  year  compared  with  41  during  1930.  The  death-rate  per  1,000  births 
was  8T  against  6-5  for  1930,  21-8  for  1929.  The  total  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages 
from  this  disease  was  60  ;  the  death-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  0T9. 
Although  slightly  in  excess  of  the  death-rate  for  1930,  the  rate  for  1931  is  lower 
than  that  recorded  during  any  year  before  1930.  The  death-rates  for  the  previous 
four  years  were  as  follows  :  0T7  in  1930,  0-53  in  1929,  0-27  in  1928  and  0-21  in  1927. 
The  Health  Visitors  made  57  first  visits  to  cases  of  Diarrhoea  in  children,  and 
5  re-visits.  Further  reference  is  made  to  Infantile  Diarrhoea  in  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Section  (page  133).

Enteric  Fever.  Thirteen  cases  were  notified  and  four  deaths  occurred  during 
the  year  compared  with  35  cases  and  three  deaths  in  1930.  Three  of  the  deaths 
occurred  at  the  City  Hospital,  Cottingham.  Bacteriological  confirmation  of  the 
diagnoses  was  obtained.  The  remaining  death  took  place  at  another  hospital  in  the 
City.  This  case  was  of  a  rather  unusual  character,  and  the  diagnosis  was  not 
confirmed  by  bacteriological  examination.  Ten  of  the  cases  notified  as  Enteric 
Fever  were  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital,  four  of  whom  died.  One  of  these  deaths 
was  certified  as  due  to  Acute  Enteritis,  the  agglutination  test  for  the  enteric  group 
of  organisms  being  negative.  With  the  exception  of  two,  which  proved  to  be  cases 
of  Tubercular  Peritonitis  and  Secondary  Anaemia,  the  remaining  patients  had  the 
diagnosis  of  Enteric  Fever  confirmed  by  bacteriological  examination. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica  ( Sleepy  Sickness).  Five  persons  were  notified  as 
suffering  from  Encephalitis  Lethargica.  Four  of  these  died  during  the  year,  but 
only  two  of  the  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  Encephalitis  Lethargica.  All  the 
cases  notified  received  hospital  treatment.  The  one  survivor,  a  man  of  34  years, 
is  unfortunately  suffering  from  paralysis  of  the  limbs  as  an  after-effect  of  the 
attack.  Four  other  deaths  were  also  certified  as  due  to  this  disease.  Three  were 
Post  Encephalitis  cases,  and  were  suffering  from  the  after  effects  of  an  attack  of 
the  disease  several  years  ago ;  only  one  of  these  patients  had  been  previously 
notified  to  this  Department.  The  fourth  was  a  resident  of  the  City  whose  death 
occurred  whilst  staying  in  an  outside  area. 

In  none  of  the  notified  cases  was  there  any  record  of  vaccination  prior  to  the 
attack. 

Periodic  re-visits  are  paid  to  all  Encephalitis  Lethargica  patients  who  have 
survived  an  attack  of  the  disease. 

Appendix  No.  23  on  pages  200  and  201  shows  the  present  condition  of  those 
who  are  suffering  from  the  after-effects  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica.  Forty-seven 
notified  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  are  known  to  be  alive,  but  only  nine 
are  reported  to  be  now  suffering  from  some  after-effect.  The  appendix  also  includes 
information  regarding  the  condition  of  nine  other  cases  reported  to  be  suffering 
from  the  after-effects  of  an  attack  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  ;  none  of  these  nine 
cases  had  previously  been  notified  to  the  Department,  but  the  history  and  condition 
of  each  patient  points  to  their  having  suffered  from  the  disease. 

Cerebrospinal  Meningitis.  Fourteen  persons  were  notified  as  suffering  from 
Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis,  eight  of  whom  died.  Eight  of  the  notified  cases  were 
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admitted  to  the  City  Hospital,  the  remainder  receiving  treatment  in  other  hospitals 
in  the  City.  In  one  of  the  fatal  cases  the  cause  of  death  was  Tubercular  Meningitis. 
Of  the  six  surviving  cases,  two  were  re-diagnosed  after  treatment  in  hospital ;  one 
was  still  receiving  hospital  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year ;  two  were  reported 
to  be  quite  well  and  not  suffering  from  any  after-effects,  and  in  the  remaining 
case  no  information  could  be  obtained. 


Four  other  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year  from  Meningococcal  or 
Basal  Meningitis. 


Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis.  Six  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year.  Three  of  the  patients  were  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital,  and  all  were 
re-diagnosed  after  treatment  as  suffering  from  some  illness  other  than  Poliomyelitis. 
Two  of  the  remaining  cases  received  treatment  in  other  hospitals  in  the  City,  but  no 
information  can  be  obtained  as  to  their  present  condition.  The  other  patient, 
a  female,  aged  28  years,  was  treated  at  home  and  it  is  reported  that  her  left  leg 
is  slightly  affected  as  a  result  of  the  attack.  A  case  of  Acute  Polio-Encephalitis 
was  also  notified  during  the  year. 


Pneumonia.  Eighty-one  cases  of  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia  and  326  of 
Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  were  notified ;  91  of  these  407  patients  died.  This  is 
equivalent  to  a  case  mortality  of  22-3  per  cent.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
registered  during  the  year  from  all  forms  of  Pneumonia  was  449. 


Dysentery.  Two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  both  proving 
fatal.  Both  cases  were  males,  one  aged  35  years  and  the  other  50  years,  and  they 
were  engaged  in  the  shipping  trade.  There  was,  however,  no  actual  connection 
between  the  two  cases.  The  man  aged  50  years  had  a  history  of  having  had 
recurrent  attacks  of  the  disease  for  the  past  ten  years. 


Malaria.  Three  cases  of  Malaria  were  reported  ;  the  disease  had  been  con¬ 
tracted  abroad  in  each  instance.  Five  cases  of  Induced  Malaria  were  also  notified 
during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  two  of  these  patients  were  reported  to  be 
quite  well  and  another  was  under  medical  treatment  suffering  from  nervousness 
and  occasional  head  noises.  The  other  two  patients  had  left  the  City  and 
were  not  traceable. 


Periodical  visits  were  continued  during  the  year  to  eight  other  general  paralysis 
patients  who  had  been  inoculated  with  Malaria  in  previous  years.  One  is  still  an 
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inmate  of  the  Mental  Hospital  to  which  he  was  admitted  about  five  months  after 
inoculation.  The  condition  of  another  is  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  he  has 
become  more  irritable  and  bad  tempered.  The  other  six  are  in  good  health. 


Smallpox.  No  case  of  Smallpox  was  reported  during  the  year. 


Vaccinations.  The  total  number  of  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  performed 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Health  Department 
under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations,  during  the  year  was  27. 
These  were  made  up  as  follows  : —

Successful  results  were  obtained  in  12  of  the  primary  vaccinations  and  in 
8  of  the  re- vaccinations.  The  remainder  were  unsuccessful. 

The  Vaccination  Officers  report  that  2,224  exemptions  from  vaccination 
were  obtained  during  the  year  1930  and  3,613  persons  were  vaccinated,  mostly  by 
the  Public  Vaccinators.

Chickenpox,  etc.  1691  cases  of  Chickenpox  were  notified  or  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Department  during  1931.  The  disease  was  compulsorily  notifiable 
throughout  the  year.  All  unvaccinated  cases  of  Chickenpox  were  visited  by  the 
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Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  one  of  the  Senior  Assistants,  the  number  of  visits 
being  490.  They  also  paid  80  visits  to  doubtful  or  unusual  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  other  than  Chickenpox. 

Influenza.  There  was  no  unusual  incidence  of  Influenza  in  the  City  during 
the  year. 

The  deaths  from  this  disease  numbered  87.

Food  Poisoning.  The  Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  Act,  1930,  which  came 
into  operation  in  August,  1930,  provides  that  medical  practitioners  shall  notify 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  all  definite  or  suspected  cases  of  Food  Poisoning 
amongst  the  residents  of  the  City  on  whom  they  may  be  in  attendance. 

During  the  year  1931  only  three  cases  of  suspected  Food  Poisoning  were 
notified.  The  cases  were  all  of  a  very  mild  character,  and  no  action  was  necessary 
in  regard  to  any  of  the  attendant  circumstances. 

Investigation  was  also  carried  out  with  regard  to  the  death  of  a  boy  aged 
10  years,  the  circumstances  indicating  a  possibility  of  Food  Poisoning.  He  was 
taken  ill  after  eating  some  corned  beef  and  sweets,  but  it  was  conclusively  proved 
by  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  the  suspected  foods,  and  also  by  a 
post  mortem  examination  of  the  body  that  death  was  not  due  to  Food  Poisoning. 
At  the  inquest  which  was  held  a  verdict  of  "natural  causes”  was  returned,  the 
certified  cause  of  death  being  haemorrhagic  oedema  of  the  lungs  probably  due  to 
fulminant  type  of  Influenza. 


Hospitals  for  Infectious  Diseases.  Throughout  the  year  the  accommodation 
at  the  City  Hospital  has  been  supplemented  by  that  at  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital, 
the  two  institutions  being  run  in  close  co-operation.  As  the  City  Hospital  extends, 
less  demand  will  be  made  upon  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital.  During  1931,  four 
pavilions  have  been  in  use  at  the  City  Hospital,  with  a  nominal  accommodation 
of  112  beds.  Two  more  blocks  of  38  and  10  beds  respectively  were  equipped  and 
were  put  into  service  early  in  1932.

It  will  be  seen  that  during  the  past  year  the  number  of  patients  treated  in 
the  hospitals  for  infectious  diseases  shows  an  increase  of  259  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  This  increase  is  due  to  the  large  number  of  Diphtheria  cases 
admitted. 

Uncomplicated  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  discharged  from  Hospital,  in 
accordance  with  the  modern  practice,  on  the  28th  day  after  admission,  and  our 
experience  has  shown  that  the  number  of  return  cases  has  been  no  greater  since 
following  out  this  policy,  for  only  one  of  such  cases  has  occurred  throughout  the 
year. 

A  Sister  Tutor  trains  probationer  nurses  at  the  City  Hospital,  the  Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium  and  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital.  After  the  necessary  courses  of 
instruction,  the  candidates  are  entered  for  the  examination  of  the  General  Nursing 
Council  for  Fever  Nurses,  and  during  the  year  candidates  were  entered  on  three

An  arrangement  is  in  operation  whereby  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  allow  the 
nurses  who  have  obtained  their  Fever  Certificates  at  the  City  Hospitals  a  reduction 
in  the  usual  period  of  general  training  from  four  years  to  three  years. 

Infections  Diseases  Ambulance  Service.  Four  motor  ambulances  are  provided 
for  this  service.  At  the  present  time  two  are  used  for  Diphtheria,  one  for  Scarlet 
Fever  and  one  for  Tubercular  and  other  infectious  patients.  Two  vans  are  used  in

disinfection  work,  one  for  the  collection  of  infected  material  and  the  other  for  its 
return  after  disinfection.  There  is  no  connection  between  this  ambulance  service 
and  that  engaged  on  the  removal  of  patients  to  the  Public  Assistance  Hospitals. 


Bacteriological  Examinations.  Appendix  26,  page  210,  gives  Mr.  Tankard’s 
report  on  specimens  submitted  to  him  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  or 
pathological  examination.  The  specimens  numbered  7,079  amongst  which  4,201 
were  for  the  organisms  of  Diphtheria  and  2,768  for  those  of  Tuberculosis. 

A  large  number  of  specimens  was  examined  by  the  Medical  Superintendent 
in  the  laboratory  attached  to  the  City  Hospital  and  the  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium, 
Cottingham. 

Dr.  Adamson  is  responsible  for  the  pathological  examinations  under  the 
Venereal  Diseases  scheme  and  for  the  examination  of  milk  for  Tuberculosis  by  the 
biological  test. 


DISEASES  CONTRIBUTING  LARGELY  TO  THE  DEATH-RATE 
OR  OF  SPECIAL  INTEREST. 

Cancer.  Cancer  caused  393  deaths  compared  with  414  in  1930,  403  in  1929 
and  429  in  1928.  Accurate  records  of  the  causes  of  death  in  Hull  begin  in  1886. 
In  that  year  there  were  101  deaths  from  Cancer  and  315  from  Tuberculosis.  These 
Represent,  on  the  population  of  that  day,  a  death-rate  of  0-5  per  1,000  of  the 
population  from  cancer  and  1-6  from  tuberculosis.  In  1931,  there  was  a  decrease 
of  21  deaths  from  Cancer  compared  with  those  registered  for  1930.  The  total 
number  of  deaths  from  the  same  cause  in  1929  was  26  less  than  in  1928.  With  these 
exceptions  the  mortality  from  this  disease  has,  apart  from  slight  variations,  shown 
an  upward  tendency  year  by  year.  The  death-rate  from  Cancer  is  now  1-2  per 
1,000  and  from  Tuberculosis  1-3.  The  death-rates  for  England  and  Wales  are 
Cancer,  1-5,  Tuberculosis,  0-9.  In  the  last  46  years,  therefore,  the  death-rate  in 
Hull  from  Cancer  has  increased  140  per  cent,  whilst  that  from  Tuberculosis  has 
decreased  by  18-75  per  cent. 

A  table  has  been  prepared  showing  the  principal  sites  of  fatal  Cancer  ;  Cancer 
of  the  stomach  caused  122  deaths,  of  the  intestines  79,  the  womb  42,  the  breast  39, 
and  the  tongue  and  lips  26  ;  it  is  printed  as  appendix  27,  page  211. 

The  Local  Medical  Committee  on  Cancer,  which  is  affiliated  to  the  Medical 
Committee  of  the  Yorkshire  Council  of  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign, 
continues  to  meet  as  occasion  requires. 
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Mrs.  S.  E.  Eve,  M.B.,  has  continued  to  act  as  Honorary  Medical  Investigator 
to  the  Committee,  and  has  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  upon  the  cases  of 
Cancer  of  the  breast,  womb  or  rectum.  Since  the  scheme  of  inquiry  was  instituted 
nearly  five  years  ago,  401  cases  have  been  brought  within  the  scope  of  the 
investigation.

The  figures  show  that  36  per  cent,  of  the  patients  suffering  from  Cancer  of 
the  Breast  were  inoperable  before  the  patients  were  examined  by  a  surgeon,  and 
of  those  suffering  from  Cancer  of  the  Uterus  and  Rectum,  the  inoperable  cases 
numbered  82  per  cent,  and  83  per  cent,  respectively.  It  should  be  mentioned  here 
that  these  are  all  patients  who  have  attended  the  Royal  Infirmary,  or  have  been 
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admitted  to  a  Public  Assistance  Institution,  or  other  hospital,  and  that  if  all  cases 
of  Cancer  of  these  sites  were  included,  the  proportion  of  inoperable  cases  might  be 
even  greater,  as  many  very  old  people  do  not  consult  a  doctor  until  the  disease  is 
obviously  very  advanced,  and  the  general  practitioner,  properly,  does  not  think 
it  necessary  or  advisable  to  send  them  on  to  a  surgeon.  Figures  have  been 
extracted  showing  the  average  interval  which  has  elapsed  between  : — 

(a)  The  onset  of  symptoms  and  consulting  a  general  medical  practitioner,  and 

(b)  Consulting  the  general  practitioner  and  admission  to  hospital. 


The  figures  concerning  Cancer  of  the  Rectum  are  based  on  very  small  numbers, 
and  sound  conclusions,  therefore,  cannot  be  drawn  from  them,  but  it  appears  that 
the  interval  between  the  onset  of  symptoms  and  the  obtaining  of  medical  aid  of 
any  sort  is  about  9J  months,  and  there  is  a  further  interval  of  about  two  weeks 
general  practitioner  treatment  before  the  case  is  sent  to  the  surgeon.

The  figures  of  interval  between  onset  and  the  obtaining  of  advice  from  a 
doctor  in  cases  of  Cancer  of  the  womb  cannot  be  regarded  as  very  accurate  :  they 
depend  on  recollection  by  the  patient  of  the  date  of  onset  of  haemorrhage. 


The  delay  between  the  first  seeking  of  medical  advice  and  the  examination 
by  a  surgeon  is  very  often  the  fault  of  the  patient,  who  has  a  not  unnatural  reluc¬ 
tance  to  take  a  step  which  may  lead  to  a  surgical  operation. 


Radium.  It  is  now  known  definitely  that  radium  is  of  great  value  in  the 
treatment  of  certain  forms  of  cancer,  particularly  cancer  of  the  womb  and  of  the 
lip  or  tongue. 
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The  44  milligrammes  of  Hydrated  Radium  Bromide  (23  milligrammes  of 
element)  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  is  lent  on  request  for  periods  of  48  hours 
at  a  time  to  any  medical  practitioner  who  requires  it  for  the  use  of  a  patient  in  the 
City  or  neighbourhood. 


During  1931  the  applicators  were  on  loan  on  40  occasions  for  the  use  of  32 
patients,  one  of  whom  had  the  use  of  it  five  times  ;  the  loans  in  27  instances  were 
in  respect  of  persons  suffering  from  Cancer. 


In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  760  milligrammes  of  radium  under  the 
control  of  the  Hull  Radium  Trust.  This  radium  is  available  for  the  benefit  of 
patients  of  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  the  Municipal  and  other  hospitals  and 
approved  nursing  homes.  A  portion  of  this  supply  is  housed  at  the  Anlaby  Road 
Institution  Hospital  in  a  specially  constructed  safe. 


Bronchitis.  There  were  203  deaths  from  Bronchitis  compared  with  120  in 
1930  and  228  in  1929.  The  death-rate  in  1931  was  0-6  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
and  the  total  death-rate  from  non-tuberculous  respiratory  diseases,  chiefly 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  was  2-2. 


Heart  Disease.  This  disease  accounted  for  746  deaths  during  the  year,  compared 
with  642  in  1930.  The  death-rate  in  1931  was  2-4  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
These  figures  show  how  very  serious  is  this  cause  of  death,  and  emphasise 
the  importance  of  paying  ever-increasing  attention  to  rheumatism  in  children  and 
adolescents,  for  by  this  means  the  seed  of  heart  disease  in  adults  is  often  sown. 


Alcoholism.  During  the  year  12  deaths  were  certified  to  have  occurred  from 
Cirrhosis  of  the  Liver  and  two  from  Alcoholism.  The  total  of  14  deaths  compared 
with  13  in  1930  and  11  in  1929.

The  material  for  this  section  has  been  supplied  largely  by  Dr.  C.  Metcalfe 
Brown,  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  charge  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Department. 

Dr.  J.  A.  R.  Paterson  was  appointed  Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer  and 
commenced  his  duties  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  on  the  16th  September,  1931.

f  Primary  Notifications  and  other  new  cases  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 


The  number  of  new  cases  notified  is  not  an  absolutely  reliable  index  of  the 
incidence  of  the  disease.  For  example,  it  is  a  generally  accepted  fact  that  the 
incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  the  whole  country  tends  to  decrease  year  by  year,  but 
at  the  same  time,  the  Municipal  and  County  schemes  for  the  detection  and  treatment 
of  tuberculosis  continue  to  improve  so  that  fewer  cases  remain  undetected  and  a 
greater  percentage  of  cases  are  consequently  notified.  So  far  as  Hull  is  concerned, 
it  is  not  anticipated  that  the  number  of  new  cases  notified  will  decrease  markedly 
during  the  next  few  years,  because  it  is  hoped  that  increased  efficiency  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Department  combined  with  still  greater  co-operation  on  the  part  of 
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General  Practitioners,  will  result  in  most  of  the  undetected  cases  being  discovered 
and  notified.  For  many  years,  it  has  been  recognised  that  the  age  period,  15-25, 
has  not  shared  to  the  same  extent  as  other  age  groups  in  the  gradual  fall  in  the 
death  rate  for  Tuberculosis.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  in 
this  age  group  during  the  last  five  years,  divided  according  to  the  type  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  causing  death  and  sub-divided  according  to  sex  : —

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It  will  be  noted  that  the  mortality  in  this  age  period  was  higher  in  1931  that 
it  has  been  for  several  years  and  that,  as  in  previous  years,  the  number  of  Pulmonary 
deaths  in  females  has  greatly  exceeded  that  in  males. 

This  latter  difference  is  the  more  remarkable  when  it  is  realised  that  the  number 
of  deaths  amongst  males  of  all  ages  is  greater  than  the  corresponding  number 
amongst  females.  A  reference  to  the  table  on  page  98  will  illustrate  this  fact. 

The  cause  of  this  abnormally  high  mortality  amongst  females  between  15-25 
is  still  obscure.  The  opportunities  of  infection  are  practically  the  same  in  males 
and  females.  For  some  reason,  then,  the  resistance  to  tubercle  is  lower  in  females 
in  this  particular  group.  This  phenomenon  is  not  peculiar  to  Hull.  It  is  experienced 
both  in  this  country  and  in  America.

Officers  were  received  in  1931  compared  with  41  in  1930,  58  in  1929,  76  in  1928 
and  58  in  1927. 

Dispensary  System.  Unless  arrangements  are  made  for  receiving  treatment 
elsewhere,  the  notified  cases  attend  at  one  of  the  two  Dispensaries. 


Of  the  709  cases  notified,  a  number  were  moribund  at  the  time  of  notification 
and  others  were  removed  to  Institutions  or  elected  to  have  their  own  medical 
attendants.  The  balance  numbering  542  attended  the  Dispensaries.  Besides  these, 
1,209  suspected  cases  or  contacts  attended  the  Dispensaries,  making  1,751  new 
patients  who  came  for  diagnosis  or  to  have  the  appropriate  treatment  arranged ; 
the  corresponding  number  for  1930  was  1,024. 
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Of  the  total  for  1931,  468  were  diagnosed  as  cases  of  definite  tuberculosis, 
1,269  were  considered  not  to  be  suffering  from  active  tuberculosis  and  14  were 
kept  under  observation. 

Of  the  14  cases  still  under  observation  at  the  end  of  the  year  four  have  been 
found  to  be  tuberculous  and  10  to  be  non-tuberculous. 

Sources  of  the  New  Cases. 

992  were  contacts  of  other  cases. 

586  were  sent  by  private  practitioners  or  from  the  General  Dispensary. 

158  came  from  other  Municipal  Institutions  such  as  the  School  Medical  or  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Departments,  and 

15  came  from  other  sources  such  as  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  Medical  Officers 
connected  with  Factory  Welfare  Schemes. 

Examination  of  Contacts.  One  of  the  main  objects  of  the  Dispensary  system 
is  to  bring  cases  under  treatment  at  a  stage  sufficiently  early  to  warrant  a  hope 
of  arresting  the  disease.  To  this  end,  the  Medical  Officers  and  the  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitors  use  every  effort  to  persuade  the  family  contacts  of  all  cases  to 
attend  the  Dispensary  for  examination. 

The  following  contacts  attended  at  the  Dispensaries  for  medical  examination  : 
133  in  1928,  328  in  1929,  428  in  1930  and  992  in  1931.  These  figures  show  a 
progressive  increase  in  the  number  of  contacts  examined  during  recent  years. 

Of  the  992  contacts,  16  were  found  to  be  definitely  tuberculous  at  the  first 
examination  and  37  later  on  ;  809  were  considered  not  to  be  tuberculous  at  the 
first  examination  and  126  subsequently  ;  the  other  four  were  amongst  those  under 
observation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Of  the  new  cases  sent  by  practitioners,  297  were  diagnosed  definitely  before 
they  came  to  the  Dispensaries  and  289  were  sent  for  diagnosis.  Of  these,  108  were 
diagnosed  as  tuberculous  and  181  as  non-tuberculous. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  in  1931,  49-3  per  cent  of  the  new  cases  referred  by 
general  practitioners  were  sent  for  diagnosis  as  compared  with  39-3  per  cent 
in  1930.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Tuberculosis  Department  to  encourage  general 
practitioners  to  use  the  Department  more  and  more  as  a  centre  for  diagnosis 
instead  of  merely  as  a  gateway  to  institutional  treatment. 
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In  the  following  table,  the  468  cases  diagnosed  as  tuberculous  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  are  classified  according  to  age,  sex  and  whether  pulmonary  or  non-

Visits  by  Tuberculosis  Nurses.  The  Tuberculosis  Nurses  paid  9,811  visits  to 
the  homes  of  tuberculous  patients  as  compared  with  9,615  in  1930  and  9,380  in 
1929.  Of  the  visits  paid  in  1931,  1,015  were  paid  for  the  purpose  of  the  Public 
Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1930. 


X-Ray  Examinations.  During  1931,  734  X-Ray  examinations  were  made  in 
connection  with  Dispensary  work  compared  with  150  in  1930  and  36  in  1929. 


Sputum  Examinations.  Seventeen  hundred  and  seventeen  specimens  of  sputum 
were  sent  for  examination  from  the  Dispensaries;  241  were  positive  and  1,476 
negative. 

Of  the  many  methods  used  in  the  diagnosis  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  the 
examination  of  sputum  ranks  as  the  most  important.  While  it  is  true  that  a 
negative  result  is  of  no  value,  it  is  equally  true  that  a  positive  sputum  is  the  most 
definite  evidence  obtainable  that  Tuberculosis  is  present.  This  method  has  the 
further  advantage  that  it  is  relatively  cheap.  An  increased  number  of  sputum 
examinations  is  being  performed  in  connection  with  the  Dispensary. 

The  total  number  of  specimens  of  sputum  examined  by  the  City  Bacteriologist 
during  the  year  was  2,737  ;  460  were  positive  and  2,277  were  negative. 

These  figures  include  specimens  sent  by  private  practitioners  and  from  the 
After-Care  Colony. 
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Isolation  of  Infectious  Cases.  The  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62,  provides 
for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  infectious  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  who  cannot  be  isolated  properly  at  home.  No  legal  action  has  been  necessary 
under  this  section  but  in  a  few  cases  where  it  appeared  proper  to  act  on  it,  the  people 
concerned  made  satisfactory  re-arrangements  of  their  sleeping  accommodation, 
although  it  was  doubtful  if  they  would  have  done  so  had  they  not  known  that 
otherwise  they  might  be  compelled  to  enter  a  hospital. 

Houses  for  Tubercular  Patients.  At  the  request  of  the  Tuberculosis  and 
Hospitals  Sub-Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  presented  a  report  in  July, 
1931,  in  regard  to  a  scheme  for  the  allocation  by  the  Housing  Sub-Committee  of  a 
limited  number  of  houses  on  Corporation  Housing  Estates  in  different  parts  of  the 
City,  for  tuberculous  persons  and  their  families. 

The  Housing  Sub-Committee  agreed  that  the  tenancy  of  15  houses  should  be 
granted  to  meet  the  type  of  case  referred  to,  subject,  where  necessary,  to  the 
Health  and  Public  Assistance  Committee  undertaking  to  make  up  the  difference 
between  the  rent  which  such  tenants  can  afford  to  pay  and  the  actual  rent  of  the 
houses,  the  Ministry  of  Health  having  decided  that  it  would  be  legally  competent 
for  the  Corporation  to  make  up  the  difference  in  the  rent,  the  following  recom¬ 
mendations  were  approved  and  adopted  : — 

(1)  Consideration  to  be  given  only  to  the  application  of  the  head  of  a 
family  of  which  at  least  one  member  has  been  notified  as  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  and  who  is  under  dispensary  supervision. 

(2)  The  application  to  be  approved  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to 
be  submitted  through  one  of  two  channels,  viz., 

(a)  The  Public  Health  Department. 

(b)  The  Hull  Tuberculosis  After-Care  Committee. 

(3)  That  tuberculous  families  be  not  grouped  together  on  one  particular 
housing  estate  or  part  of  a  housing  estate.  To  group  these  families  together 
is  undesirable  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  patients  and  the  housing 
estate  generally. 

(4)  The  Housing  Sub-Committee  to  be  asked  not  to  allocate  particular 
houses  to  tuberculous  patients,  but  to  give  priority  to  such  patients  to  the 
maximum  of  fifteen  over  all  the  Corporation  housing  estates,  and  that  the 
convenience  of  patients  be  met  as  far  as  possible  so  that  the  new  houses  are 
within  easy  reach  of  their  places  of  employment. 
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(5)  It  is  desirable  that  the  houses  allocated  should  be  of  the  types  indicated 
below : — 

(a)  Parlour  house  with  three  bedrooms,  total  rent  and  rates  per 
week — 14/11. 

(b)  Non-Parlour  house,  with  three  bedrooms,  total  rent  and  rates 
per  week — 13/7. 

(c)  Non-Parlour  house  with  two  bedrooms,  total  rent  and  rates  per 
week — 12/3. 

A  slightly  greater  degree  of  isolation  can  be  achieved  in  these  houses  than 
in  the  flat  type  of  accommodation. 

(6)  Grants  of  assistance  made  by  the  Health  and  Public  Assistance 
Committee  to  be  for  a  period  of  six  months.  The  case  to  be  reviewed  at  six- 
monthly  intervals  by  that  Committee  or  at  any  time  if  it  appears  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  circumstances  warrant  such  revision,  or  upon  a 
report  from  the  After-Care  Committee. 

(7)  The  scale  of  assessment  for  computing  the  assistance  required  is  as 
follows  : —

(8)  Where  the  income  of  the  family  falls  short  of  the  subsistence  require¬ 
ments  of  the  family,  the  patient  should  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  rent 
and  rates  of  his  new  house,  either  the  amount  of  the  rent  and  rates  of  his 
present  house  or  one  sixth  of  the  gross  family  income,  whichever  is  the  smaller 
amount,  with  a  minimum  of  5/-  per  week. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  nine  applications  had  been  considered  and  one  person 
had  entered  into  occupation  of  a  house  under  the  scheme. 

Shelters.  The  Corporation  own  12  open-air  shelters  which  are  loaned  to 
patients  (free  of  charge)  when  there  is  a  garden  or  a  back-yard  available  and 
suitable  for  the  use  of  a  shelter. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  10  shelters  were  in  use. 


The  Public  Health  ( Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925.  No  action 
was  necessary  under  these  regulations,  which  empower  the  Authority  to  prohibit 
an  infectious  case  of  Tuberculosis  from  engaging  in  the  milk  trade. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic.  Nineteen  new  patients  were  examined  and  reported  upon. 
The  number  of  attendances  for  examination  and  re-examination  was  59.  The 
following  treatments  were  given  : — 

Massage — 58  attendances 
Electrical — 6  attendances 
Remedial  exercises — 48  attendances 
Other  forms — 24  attendances 


Light  Treatment.  Tuberculous  patients  in  need  of  light  treatment  are  referred 
to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic.  Fifty-eight  were  so  referred  during 
1931  and  they  made  1,459  attendances.

The  Sanatorium,  Cottingham.  Dr.  H.  M.  Leete  continued  as  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent  throughout  the  year,  with  Dr.  P.  R.  Fanning  as  Resident  Medical  Officer. 

This  report  has  of  necessity  been  considerably  curtailed  but  the  activities 
previously  described'under  the  headings  of  craft  teaching,  entertainment,  recreation 
and  farming  have  continued  on  the  lines  already  detailed  in  former  reports.  The 
beds  have  remained  fully  occupied  throughout  the  year.  Only  by  reducing  the 
stay  in  the  Sanatorium  to  a  shorter  period  than  is  desirable  in  many  cases  has  it 
been  possible  to  admit  patients  without  undue  delay.  This  state  of  affairs  can  be 
improved  by  increasing  the  accommodation.  While  this  is  under  consideration  the 
need  of  extension  of  the  central  block  will  have  to  be  faced.  Not  only  will  this 
be  necessary  to  meet  increased  work  for  the  new  ward,  but  also  to  provide  accommo¬ 
dation  for  the  more  modern  methods  of  treatment  which  have  come  into  use  during 
the  past  decade.  Tremendous  strides  have  been  made  in  the  active  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  since  the  Sanatorium  was  opened  in  1916,  and  for  these  no  structural 
provision  has  been  made.  A  room  on  simple  theatre  lines  is  required  for  pneumo¬ 
thorax  treatment,  examinations  and  minor  surgical  work.  A  similar  room  for 
dental  treatment  is  an  urgent  necessity.  The  accommodation  for  X-ray  work  is 
unsatisfactory  and  the  apparatus  is  under-powered  and  unsuitable  for  the  work 
required  of  it.  Extensions  along  these  lines  must  be  contemplated  to  bring  the 
Sanatorium  up-to-date  and  to  give  that  help  which  the  modern  methods  of  treat¬ 
ment  can  render  to  the  tuberculous  patient. 

At  the  beginning  of  1931  there  were  128  patients  in  residence  ;  369  were 
admitted  during  the  year  and  370  were  discharged,  leaving  127  under  treatment 
on  the  31st  December.  The  number  admitted  during  1930  was  485. 

Twenty-three  observation  cases  were  in  residence  on  January  1st  and  18  cases 
were  admitted  for  observation  during  the  year.  Of  these  4  adults  and  18  children 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  and  were  admitted  for  treatment, 
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while  17  children  were  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  and  were 
discharged.  One  adult  patient  left  against  advice  before  the  observation  period 
was  completed  or  diagnosis  was  confirmed.  Similarly  one  child  was  removed 
by  parents  during  his  period  of  observation. 


Particulars  of  the  age  and  sex  of  the  patients,  the  extent  of  the  disease, 
average  length  of  stay,  and  condition  on  discharge  will  be  found  in  appendix  28 
(pages  212  and  213). 

Consultants.  Mr.  Blair  visited  the  Sanatorium  monthly  as  Orthopaedic 
consultant  and  examined  49  cases  submitted  for  his  opinion,  and  Mr.  Simpson 
continued  to  deal  with  the  special  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  work,  the  number  of 
his  examinations  being  162. 


Pneumo-thorax  Treatment.  Number  of  inductions,  5 ;  74  refills  were  given 
during  the  year. 

X-ray  Examinations.  These  numbered  428,  in  which  436  films  were  taken, 
including  seven  for  the  City  Hospital. 

Sputum  Examinations.  A  total  of  1,371  specimens  were  examined  at  the 
Sanatorium.  Of  these  616  were  found  to  be  positive  (approximately  45  per  cent) 
and  755  negative. 

The  Sanatorium  School.  Since  the  school  was  opened  in  1924,  1,181  children 
have  attended.  During  1931,  55  girls  and  67  boys  passed  through  the  school, 
making  a  total  of  122  children.  The  ages  of  the  children  varied  from  3  to  15  years, 
and  the  average  daily  attendance  was  34.  In  addition  to  those  taught  in  the  school, 
an  average  of  12  recumbent  cases  have  received  instruction  on  the  wards  each  day. 

After  Careers  of  Sanatorium  School  Children.  All  children  who  have  attended 
the  Sanatorium  School  are  kept  under  observation,  as  far  as  possible,  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Department. 

During  the  last  seven  years,  897  children  have  left  the  Sanatorium  School. 
The  total  admissions  to  the  school  are  in  excess  of  this  figure  because  many  children 
have  been  treated  and  taught  simultaneously  at  the  Sanatorium  School  during 
several  successive  periods. 


Appendix  30,  page  226  gives  an  analysis  of  these  figures. 
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Yorkshire  Children  s  Orthopcedic  Hospital,  Kirby  moor  side.  The  Health  and 
Public  Assistance  Committee  has  at  its  disposal  13  beds  at  this  Hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  children  suffering  from  Tuberculous  Bones  and  Joints.

The  average  stay  of  patients  discharged  during  1931  was  24  months. 
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A  fter-care  and  Provision  of  Extra  Nourishment.  Hull  is  fortunate  in  its  After 
Care  Committee.  It  is  nominally  a  voluntary  organisation  but  it  functions  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  Authority’s  Tuberculosis  Scheme.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer 
is  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  After-Care  Committee.  One  of  the  Tuberculosis  nurses 
makes  the  investigations  for  the  After-Care  Committee.  Patients  awaiting 
admission  to  the  Sanatorium  or  patients  discharged  therefrom,  are  encouraged  to 
apply  to  the  Committee  for  assistance. 


Advice  regarding  mode  of  life  and  occupation  is  often  given  with  benefit  to 
the  recipient.  In  many  cases  of  limited  means,  supplementary  nourishment  is 
granted.  This  is  especially  valuable  in  the  cases  of  children  leaving  the  Sanatorium 
and  makes  less  sudden  the  change  from  the  ample  menu  provided  there. 


Motor  Watching.  This  enterprise  continued  successfully  and  during  the  year 
has  given  permanent  employment  to  15  men. 

Jobbing  Gardeners.  Sufficient  work  was  found  to  keep  one  man  engaged  during 
the  season. 

After-Care  Colony.  Sixteen  colonists  were  in  residence  at  the  After-Care 
Colony  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  24  men  were  admitted  and  25  were 
discharged  during  the  year,  leaving  15  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  results  of  treatment  were  :  Disease  arrested,  4  ;  quiescent,  7  ;  and  not 
quiescent,  14. 

All  these  patients  except  one  were  Hull  residents  and  the  great  majority  of 
them  were  paid  for  either  for  the  whole  or  a  part  of  their  period  of  treatment  by  the 
Health  and  Public  Assistance  Committee.

Every  completed  case  is  the  removal  of  a  potential  source  of  infection,  and 
we  are  beginning  to  see  now  the  effect  of  our  work. 

Comparing  the  total  attendances  for  1930  and  1931,  those  of  men  show  a 
decrease  of  8-6  per  cent  and  of  women  a  decrease  of  7-2  per  cent,  whilst  there  has 
been  a  decrease  of  12  per  cent  in  the  number  of  male  attendances  for  intermediate 
treatment  and  a  decrease  of  4-4  per  cent  in  the  attendances  at  the  medical  sessions. 
In  the  case  of  women,  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  T6  per  cent  in  the  attendances 
for  intermediate  treatment  and  a  decrease  of  9-7  per  cent  in  the  attendances  at 
the  medical  sessions.  The  attendance  of  new  cases  in  men  shows  a  decrease  of 
22-9  per  cent  and  in  women  an  increase  of  3-5  per  cent. 

Sixteen  medical  sessions  were  held  each  week,  throughout  the  year.  Two  of 
these  are  special  sessions  intended  solely  for  women  and  children  who  are  sent 
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to  the  Clinic  from  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  In  a  few  cases,  where 
a  woman  patient  has  expressed  the  desire  to  see  a  woman  doctor,  they  also  have 
been  allowed  to  attend  during  these  special  sessions. 

We  are  still  unable  to  retain  patients  until  they  have  completed  their  treatment. 
Thirty-seven  male  cases  of  Syphilis  ceased  to  attend  before  completing  the  first 
course  of  treatment  ;  the  total  number  of  male  Syphilis  cases  treated  during  the 
year  was  664. 

One  thousand  and  seventeen  persons  were  still  under  treatment  or  observation 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Congenital  Syphilis.  Nineteen  new  cases  of  congenital  Syphilis  came  under 
treatment  during  the  year.  Treatment  is  specially  important  in  these  cases  in 
order  to  prevent  the  blindness,  deafness  or  insanity  which  may  ensue.  This  figure 
shows  a  decrease  of  three  compared  with  the  previous  year. 


Diathermy  Treatment.  690  treatments  were  given  during  the  year  (552  to  male 
patients  and  138  to  female  patients)  ;  the  results  in  the  case  of  males  have  been 
most  encouraging.  We  confine  this  treatment  to  cases  of  Orchitis,  joint  conditions 
and  prostatic  infections,  both  old  and  recent.  The  results  obtained  in  the  old 
prostatic  infections  are  extremely  satisfactory.  In  the  case  of  females  the  treatment 
when  persisted  with  has  been  noticeably  beneficial  in  certain  cases  which  were 
more  or  less  acute. 


Free  Supply  of  Arsenobenzene  Compounds.  The  number  of  medical  practitioners 
whose  names  are  on  the  list  to  receive  free  supplies  of  arsenobenzene  compounds 
is  38. 

Seven  applied  for  supplies  during  the  year  and  240  doses  were  issued.  In 
addition,  209  doses  were  issued  for  use  in  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  264  in  the 
Victoria  Children’s  Hospital,  463  in  the  Beverley  Road  Hospital,  120  in  the  Anlaby 
Road  Hospital,  60  in  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home,  and  954  in  the  Special  Out¬ 
patient  Department  of  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary. 


Pathological  Examinations.  The  extent  to  which  medical  practitioners  availed 
themselves  of  the  facilities  provided  for  pathological  examinations  is  shown  in 
the  subjoined  statement,  which  also  gives  particulars  of  specimens  sent  from 
institutions  such  as  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  the  Victoria  Children’s  Hospital 
and  the  Anlaby  Road  and  Beverley  Road  Hospitals,  and  the  number  sent  from 
the  Clinic.

To  enable  Port  Sanitary  Officers,  when  inspecting  ships  to  furnish  a  supply 
of  notices  for  the  crew  stating  the  address  of  the  treatment  centre  for  V.D.  and 
the  hours  of  the  Clinics,  cards  are  printed  in  the  languages  of  the  eleven  different 
countries  from  which  the  greater  number  of  seamen  come  who  frequent  the  port.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  material  for  this  section  has  been  supplied  largely  by  Dr.  Helen  Standring, 
the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  charge  of  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Department. 

Maternal  Deaths.  The  number  of  maternal  deaths  which  occurred  during  the 
year  was  21,  compared  with  28  in  1930  and  27  in  1929. 

Fourteen  of  the  21  deaths  were  due  to  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  the  remaining 
seven  were  due  to  accidents  of  pregnancy.  There  was  one  death  of  a  mother  for 
every  299  births. 

The  proportion  per  1,000  live  births  was  3-5  compared  with  4-4  per  1,000  in 
1930  and  4-4  per  1,000  in  1929. 

Of  the  deaths  from  accidents  of  pregnancy,  two  were  due  to  Ante-Partum 
Haemorrhage  from  Placenta  Praevia,  one  to  Post-Partum  Haemorrhage,  two  to 
Toxaemias  of  Pregnancy  and  Pyelo-nephritis,  and  one  to  Acute  Yellow  Atrophy 
of  the  Liver. 

There  were  15  other  deaths  associated  with  pregnancy  ;  seven  were  due  to 
Pneumonia,  four  to  Heart  Disease,  one  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  one  to  Renal 
Calculus,  two  to  Thrombo  Phlebitis  and  Pulmonary  Embolism. 

This  gives  a  death-rate  per  1,000  births  in  women  not  classed  as  from 
"pregnancy  and  child-bearing,’’  but  returned  as  "associated  therewith,”  of  2-5 
compared  with  0-79  in  1930  and  1T5  in  1929. 

Five  of  the  fatal  cases  attended  the  Municipal  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  and  three 
of  these  were  delivered  in  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home.  One  had  a  boil  on  her 
arm  on  admission  and  died  10  weeks  later  of  Puerperal  Sepsis.  One  had  Acute 
Yellow  Atrophy  of  the  Liver,  and  one  an  Acute  Suppurative  Nephritis  with 
Premature  Birth.  Of  the  two  cases  which  were  not  delivered  in  the  Home,  one 
died  from  Ante-Partum  Haemorrhage  due  to  Placenta  Praevia,  and  one  from 
Puerperal  Septicaemia. 

Enquiry  forms,  which  are  confidential,  were  completed  for  20  cases  during 
1931,  and  forwarded  to  the  Maternal  Mortality  Committee  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  following  table  illustrates  the  fact  that  in  Hull,  as  in  England  and  Wales, 
the  rate  of  maternal  mortality  remains  high  in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  render  maternity

safe.  It  is  hoped  that  the  investigations  undertaken  by  the  above  Committee 
will  assist  us  in  our  endeavours  to  discover  the  means  of  lessening  maternal 
morbidity  and  preventing  maternal  mortality.

Midwives  Acts.  In  accordance  with  Section  10,  Midwives  Act,  1902,  69 
midwives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  in  Hull,  compared  with  58  in 

1930,  60  in  1929,  57  in  1928  and  57  in  1927.  Of  these,  65  were  certificated  and  four 
were  of  the  bona-fide  class.  Three  midwives  removed  from  the  district  during 

1931,  leaving  66  on  the  list  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Midwives  attended  3,027  births  during  the  year  1931.  This  includes  311  in 
the  practice  of  the  municipal  midwives.  Excluding  the  875  births  which  occurred 
in  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home,  there  were  5,402  births  (including  237  still 
births)  in  Hull.  Accordingly,  the  3,027  births  attended  by  midwives  are  56  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  of  births  that  occurred  in  the  City  ;  this  compares  with 
59-8  per  cent  in  1930. 


By  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  midwives  are  required  to  send 
for  medical  aid  under  conditions  and  for  reasons  which  are  definitely  specified. 
Medical  aid  was  summoned  in  784  cases,  that  is,  in  25-9  per  cent  of  their  cases, 
compared  with  28-4  per  cent  in  1930  and  33-9  per  cent  in  1929.  In  548  cases,  i.e., 
in  69-9  per  cent,  medical  help  was  required  for  the  mother  alone,  and  in  236  cases, 
i.e.,  in  30T  per  cent,  for  the  child  alone.  For  details  see  appendix  32.

Medical  Fees.  During  the  year,  612  claims  for  payment  were  received  from 
general  medical  practitioners,  and  the  total  amount  paid  on  these  claims  was 
£776  Os.  6d.,  compared  with  706  claims  in  1930,  when  the  total  cost  in  respect  of 
which  was  £1,019  14s.  6d. 


An  analysis  of  the  1931  claims  shows  that  : —

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During  1931,  the  total  amount  actually  recovered  from  patients,  in  respect 
of  Medical  Fee  claims,  including  those  arising  in  previous  years,  was  £228  5s. 
This  compares  with  £312  collected  in  1930,  £177  18s.  9d.  in  1929,  £222  17s.  7d. 
in  1928,  and  £185  in  1927. 

Supervision  of  Midwives.  263  visits  and  re-visits  were  made  by  the  Assistant 
Inspector  of  Midwives  to  the  homes  of  the  midwives  in  order  to  inspect  their 
registers  and  bags.  There  were  also  117  special  visits  of  enquiry  to  obtain 
information  regarding  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  or  Pyrexia,  Pemphigus  and 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Midwives  sent  in  forms  of  notification  of  artificial  feeding  in  seven  cases. 

There  were  13  suspensions  of  midwives  for  the  purpose  of  disinfection  for

Suspension  was  withdrawn  as  soon  as  disinfection  had  been  carried  out,  usually 
within  two  or  three  hours. 

Midwives  were  interviewed  by  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
on  eight  occasions,  seven  for  delay  in  sending  or  failure  to  send  for  medical  help, 
and  one  in  respect  of  complaint  regarding  the  care  of  the  baby.  After  full  investi¬ 
gation  it  was  considered  that  a  caution  would  meet  the  circumstances  in  each  case. 
One  case  of  failure  to  leave  an  address  knowing  patients  to  be  in  labour,  was 
reported  to  the  Local  Supervising  Authority,  who  found  a  prima  facie  case. 
The  circumstances  were  reported  to  the  Central  Midwives  Board  for  attention. 

Deaths  of  Mothers  Notified  by  Midwives.  The  number  of  maternal  deaths 
occurring  during  the  time  a  midwife  was  in  attendance,  and  therefore  notifiable 
under  the  regulations  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  was  two.  Death  was  certified 
to  have  been  due  in  one  case  to  Toxaemia  of  Pregnancy,  and  in  the  other  to  Ante¬ 
partum  Haemorrhage  Placenta  Praevia. 

Deaths  of  Infants  Notified  by  Midwives.  The  number  of  deaths  of  infants 
occurring  while  a  midwife  was  in  attendance  and  therefore  notifiable  under  the 
Central  Midwives'  Board’s  Rules  was  39,  compared  with  44  in  1930,  58  in  1929, 
57  in  1928,  53  in  1927. 
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The  deaths  of  four  infants  were  reported  to  the  Coroner  as  having  taken  place 
before  being  seen  by  a  medical  practitioner.  Post-mortem  examinations  were 
made  in  three  cases,  and  an  inquest  was  held  in  one.  Death  was  due  in  two  cases 
to  Atelectasis,  in  one  to  Congenital  Stenosis  of  common  Bile  Duct,  and  in  another 
to  Congenital  Pyloric  Stenosis.

Ante-natal  examination  had  been  made  by  the  midwife  in  25  cases,  and 
by  the  medical  practitioner  and  midwife  in  seven  cases  ;  two  patients  attended 
the  Municipal  Maternity  Centre  only  ;  and  two  the  Municipal  Maternity  Centre, 
these  two  cases  also  receiving  attention  from  private  midwives  ;  three  had  had 
no  ante-natal  care.  In  three  cases  there  was  a  twin  pregnancy.  In  16  cases  the 
child  was  full  term  ;  in  23  cases  the  birth  was  premature. 

Compensation  to  Midwives.  There  were  six  claims  during  1931  for  payment 
to  midwives  because  their  patients  had  been  referred  from  an  ante-natal  clinic 
to  the  Maternity  Home  for  medical  reasons.  A  fee  of  5/-  was  paid  in  each  case. 

Municipal  Maternity  Home  and  Infants  Hospital.  In  addition  to  the  accom¬ 
modation  for  maternity  cases,  there  are  special  wards  provided  for  cases  of  Puerperal 
Fever,  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Venereal  Disease  in 
pregnant  women,  as  well  as  cots  for  infants.

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The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home  each  year 
continues  to  increase.  Not  only  are  patients  whose  home  conditions  are 
unfavourable  for  confinement  admitted,  but  an  increasing  number  of  abnormal  or 
complicated  cases  are  sent  in  by  medical  practitioners  in  the  City.  There  were 
211  of  these  emergency  admissions  during  the  year. 

All  women  who  apply  for  admission  to  the  Maternity  Home  or  for  the  services 
of  the  Municipal  Midwife,  attend  a  Corporation  Clinic  for  ante-natal  supervision. 

Patients  who  can  pay  £3  3s.  a  week  are  admitted  without  enquiry  concerning 
their  financial  position.  If  they  cannot  pay  this,  they  fill  up  a  form  and  are  assessed 
in  accordance  with  a  scale.  The  usual  charge  is  from  £1  to  £2  a  week.  The  patients 
are  brought  in  by  ambulance  and  usually  remain  fourteen  days. 

Applications  for  admission  are  made  at  the  Municipal  Midwifery  Centre, 
14  Kingston  Square. 

Towards  the  end  of  1931,  an  additional  11  beds,  making  a  total  of  60,  were 
available,  and  the  confinements  numbered  875.  In  1930  there  were  856  confine¬ 
ments,  and  the  number  of  beds  was  49. 

During  1931,  1,023  cases  were  admitted  compared  with  928  in  1930.  There 
were  875  actual  deliveries  in  the  Home,  786  of  these  being  conducted  by  midwives 
and  89  by  doctors  on  the  Maternity  Home  Staff.  The  corresponding  numbers  for 
1930  were  :  deliveries  856 — 789  by  midwives  and  67  by  doctors.

Fifty-four  patients  for  whom  medical  assistance  was  obtained  during  the 
Ante-natal  period  required  early  induction  of  labour ;  in  38  of  these  cases  there 
was  disproportion  between  the  pelvis  and  foetal  head. 

Eight  cases  of  Placenta  Praevia  occurred  during  the  year  ;  all  were  treated 
by  internal  version  ;  also  eleven  cases  of  Accidental  Ante-partum  Haemorrhage  ; 
one  of  which  proved  fatal.

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There  were  five  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  during  the  year  ;  three  died. 
There  were  four  cases  of  Pemphigus  Neonatorum  ;  all  recovered. 
Nineteen  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  ;  one  died. 


One  infant  developed  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  :  a  complete  recovery  was 
made.  Twelve  other  cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes  occurred  and  all  recovered. 

The  value  of  breast-feeding  is  emphasised  during  the  time  that  the  mother 
and  baby  are  in  hospital,  but  in  38  cases,  owing  either  to  illness  of  the  mother 
or  to  suppression  of  the  breast  milk,  the  infant  had  to  be  fed  artificially. 


There  were  25  maternal  deaths  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year.

Isolation  Wards.  These  six  wards,  each  one  of  which  contains  two  beds  and 
is  self-contained,  have  proved  to  be  of  great  value. 

Cases  of  Abortion,  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  are  also 
admitted  directly  to  these  wards.  As  miscarriage  is  so  frequently  a  cause  of 
maternal  death  it  is  felt  that  the  specialised  treatment  given  should  decrease  the 
mortality  rate  from  this  cause.  :.

In  addition,  there  were  11  cases  admitted  from  the  East  Riding  and  two  cases 
from  Beverley,  and  a  maintenance  charge  of  £3  3s.  per  week  was  made  in  each  case. 

Some  of  the  reasons  why  the  remaining  111  assessments  were  not  accepted 
were  : — birth  occurred  prematurely  at  home  ;  patient  changed  her  mind  about 
going  into  the  Home  and  made  other  arrangements  ;  “had  a  miscarriage”  ;  and 
"fee  too  high.” 
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In  cases  where  maternity  benefit  is  payable,  two  guineas  are  charged  for  the 
fourteen  days  maintenance  as  a  minimum  :  when  two  maternity  benefits  are 
payable  the  minimum  payment  is  three  guineas. 

The  amount  paid  by  patients  during  the  year,  including  balances  from  previous 
years,  towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance  at  the  Maternity  Home,  was  £3,255, 
compared  with  £3,063  in  1930  and  £2,183  7s.  8d.  in  1929. 

Infants'  Hospital.  The  work  of  the  Infants’  Hospital  is  increasing  and  the 
treatment  of  dietetic  disorders  in  infants  plays  an  important  part  in  our  Child 
Welfare  Scheme. 


Assessments  for  Maintenance.  175  applications  were  received  for  admission 
to  the  Infants’  Hospital,  all  of  which  were  granted.

Training  School,  Municipal  Maternity  Home.  During  the  year  28  new  pupils 
commenced  their  training  ;  36  members  of  the  pupils  staff  who  had  completed 
their  training  entered  for  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  examination  and  30  were 
successful. 


The  Ministry  of  Health’s  grant  was  claimed  in  respect  of  16  pupils  who  propose 
to  practise  midwifery  or  to  become  Health  Visitors.  The  training  of  two  of  these 
grant-aided  pupils  was  cancelled  on  account  of  unsuitability.

Municipal  Midwives.  The  staff  consists  of  three  certificated  midwives  and 
three  pupil  midwives.  During  1931  all  the  free  midwifery  cases,  with  the  exception 
of  one,  were  taken  by  the  Municipal  Midwives.  In  the  single  free  case  attended 
by  a  private  midwife,  that  particular  midwife  had  already  attended  the  patient 
for  previous  confinements  and  the  patient  expressed  a  strong  preference  for  her 
former  attendant.  Her  fee  of  25/-  was  therefore  paid  by  the  Authority. 
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During  the  year  408  applications  for  the  services  of  a  free  midwife  were 
received  ;  308  of  these  were  granted  ;  the  remaining  100  being  outside  the  income 
scale,  were  not  granted. 

The  total  number  of  cases  attended  by  the  Municipal  Midwives  was  311  : 
279  of  these  were  actually  delivered  by  the  midwives,  23  were  born  before  the 
midwife  arrived  and  9  were  delivered  by  doctors,  called  because  of  some 
complication.  Two  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred,  but  in  each  case  complete 
recovery  was  made.  There  was  one  case  of  Puerperal  Fever.  This  patient  subse¬ 
quently  died  of  Puerperal  Sepsis  in  the  Maternity  Home.  One  mild  case  of 
Pemphigus  occurred.  One  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  notified,  and 
medical  aid  was  obtained  for  four  cases  of  discharging  eyes,  all  of  which  recovered 
without  any  impairment  of  vision.

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Ante-Natal  Care.  Every  effort  is  made  to  assist  midwives  to  keep  the  Ante- 
Natal  records  prescribed  by  the  Central  Midwives’  Board.  Midwives  are  encouraged 
to  bring  or  send  their  cases  to  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  and  258  patients  referred  by 
midwives  were  sent  during  1931,  of  these,  216  attended  Kingston  Square,  22  the 
East  Hull  Clinic,  and  20  the  Sutton  Clinic. 

General  Ante-Natal  Clinics — Kingston  Square  and  East  Hull : — 

Kingston  Square.  Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  conducted  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  mornings  at  the  Maternity  Centre,  Kingston  Square,  by  Drs.  Findlay, 
Griffith  and  Davies. 

Wednesday :  Fifty-two  sessions  were  held  during  the  year  with  709 
attendances  ;  the  first  attendances  numbered  429  and  the  re-attendances  280. 

Thursday  :  Fifty-two  sessions  were  held  with  a  total  of  335  attendances, 
of  which  183  were  first  attendances  and  152  were  re-attendances.

The  municipal  midwives  visit  the  homes  of  all  these  cases  and  a  total  of 
1,771  visits  were  paid  to  patients  before  confinement.

Summary  of  Ante-Natal  Work.  The  number  of  patients  seen  at  all  the  Ante- 
Natal  Clinics  was  2,104.  The  number  of  births,  including  237  still-births,  in  the 
City  was  6,277.  The  number  of  women  seen  at  a  Municipal  Ante-Natal  Clinic  was 
therefore  about  33  per  cent.  The  corresponding  figure  for  last  year  was  31  per  cent ; 
in  1929,  27  per  cent. 

Amongst  the  2,104  women  who  attended  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  there  were  only 
five  maternal  deaths. 

Post-Natal  Clinic.  All  mothers  treated  in  the  Maternity  Home  or  by  the 
Municipal  midwives,  were  advised  to  attend  the  Post-Natal  Clinic  held  once 
monthly  at  the  Maternity  Centre,  14  Kingston  Square.  The  Doctors  from  the 
Maternity  Home  attended  each  session.  The  following  table  shows  the  attendances  :

In  each  case  advice  was  given  and  the  patient  referred  if  necessary  to  her  own 
doctor  or  to  hospital  for  treatment. 

Maternity  Bags.  Twenty  maternity  bags,  containing  the  bed-linen  and 
clothing  necessary  for  use  during  confinement,  are  stored  at  the  Maternity  Centre 
and  lent  to  necessitous  mothers.  During  the  year  the  bags  were  lent  to  57  mothers 
for  periods  of  two  to  three  weeks. 

Sterilised  Maternity  Outfits.  The  Maternity  and  Children  Sub-Committee, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  have  obtained  a  number  of  sterilised 
outfits.  Practising  midwives  may  obtain  them  on  application  to  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Department  at  the  Guildhall  at  the  cost  price,  6/-  each,  and  they 
are  asked  to  recommend  them  for  the  use  of  those  patients  who  have  difficulty 
in  obtaining  a  proper  supply  of  sterilised  material.  The  Municipal  midwives  who 
attend  cases  in  the  poorest  homes  in  the  City,  may  use  a  sterilised  outfit  whenever 
it  is  considered  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  patient ;  11  sterilised  outfits  have 
been  so  used  by  Municipal  Midwives. 

Provision  of  Dentures.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  218  applications 
for  dentures,  compared  with  120  during  1930  and  53  in  1929.  Seventy- 
three  were  refused,  in  the  majority  of  cases  because  of  failure  to  attend  for  dental 
treatment.  The  remainder  were  granted. 

145  dentures  were  supplied  during  the  year  at  an  average  cost  of  £4  18s.  5d., 
compared  with  99  supplied  during  1930  at  an  average  cost  of  £5  8s.  4d.,  and  31 
during  1929  at  an  average  cost  of  £5  11s.  5d.  The  average  assessment  was  £1  9s.  2d. 
compared  with  the  average  assessment  during  1930  of  £1  11s.,  and  during  1929 
of  £1  5s.  lid.  During  the  year,  the  total  amount  recovered  from  applicants  in 
respect  of  dentures,  including  those  arising  in  previous  years,  was  £160  4s.  6d. 
compared  with  £104  received  during  1930. 

Home  Helps.  For  the  fifth  year  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  Home  Helps 
has  worked  very  satisfactorily.

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381  applications  were  received  and  granted  during  the  year,  compared  with 
363  in  1930,  219  in  1929,  181  in  1928  and  68  in  1927.

The  above  figures  include  twelve  instances  where  a  Home  Help  was  applied 
for  in  cases  other  than  maternity  ;  two  of  the  applicants,  however,  did  not  proceed 
with  the  arrangements. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  appreciation  of  this  service  by  the  mothers,  and 
especially  by  those  in  poor  circumstances ;  94-2  per  cent  of  the  persons  assessed 
to  pay  1/-  per  day,  proceeded  with  the  arrangement. 

During  the  year,  335  cases  were  attended  by  47  Home  Helps. 

The  Home  Helps,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Health  Visitors,  have  carried 
out  their  work  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner.  Doctors  and  midwives  have  drawn 
the  attention  of  their  patients  to  the  facilities  provided,  with  the  result  that  there 
has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  for  this  service. 

The  usual  period  for  which  a  Home  Help’s  services  are  granted  is  14  days, 
and  it  is  only  where  there  is  an  urgent  medical  reason  that  the  Home  Help  is 
allowed  to  stay  for  a  longer  period  than  14  days.  In  the  twenty-two  instances 
where  extensions  of  time  were  allowed,  medical  certificates  were  furnished. 

In  the  43  cases  with  periods  varying  from  7  to  13  days,  the  mothers  were 
able  to  manage  without  further  assistance,  and  the  Home  Helps’  services  were 
terminated. 

The  majority  were  cases  of  normal  confinement  where  the  mother  had  no 
friend  or  relative  to  assist  her,  or  could  not  go  into  the  Maternity  Home  because 
of  the  number  of  children  to  be  looked  after. 
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The  gross  cost  to  the  Corporation  of  the  335  cases  was  £1,283  8s.  6d., 
compared  with  244  cases  during  1930  at  a  cost  of  £935,  and  with  148  cases  during 
1929  at  a  cost  of  £556  12s.  5d. 

Accounts,  amounting  to  £294  2s.  have  been  rendered  during  the  year  to  persons 
utilising  the  services  of  the  Home  Helps,  compared  with  £214  15s.  during  1930 
and  £125  during  1929.  During  1931  the  total  amounts  recovered  in  respect  of 
Home  Helps,  including  those  arising  in  previous  years,  was  £220  2s.  compared 
with  £153  17s.  during  1930  and  £107  during  1929. 

Registration  of  Nursing  Homes.  The  Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act  came 
into  force  on  July  1st,  1928. 

The  model  Bye-laws  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  been  adopted. 

There  are  16  homes  on  the  register,  including  two  approved  during  the  year. 
One  home  was  closed  down  in  December,  1931,  and  one  has  been  unoccupied 
throughout  the  year. 

Every  Nursing  Home  was  inspected  by  a  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the 
year  and  20  inspections  were  paid  by  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Hea  1th 
(Maternity  and  Child  Welfare),  and  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor. 

During  the  year  267  births  occurred  in  registered  private  Maternity  Homes  ; 
259  of  these  were  live  births  and  the  remaining  eight  were  still-births.  Three 
maternal  deaths  occurred. 

Puerperal  Fever.  Twenty-two  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified  in  1931  ; 
27  cases  were  notified  during  1930  ;  18  in  1929  ;  and  19  cases  during  1928. 

Of  these  22  notified  cases,  1 1  died ;  of  the  1 1  remaining  cases,  7  were 
treated  in  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home  and  4  at  home.  A  Jubilee  Nurse 
attended  one  of  these  patients.

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Supplies  of  Anti-streptococcal  serum  are  available  at  the  Municipal  Maternity 
Home  for  issue  to  general  medical  practitioners  for  emergency  cases  of  Puerperal 
Sepsis. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  Forty-three  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified 
during  1931  ;  of  these,  eight  proved  fatal,  the  causes  of  death  being  Puerperal 
Septicaemia  in  six  cases  and  Respiratory  Diseases  in  two.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  During  1931,  134  cases  of  discharging  eyes  were 
reported  by  midwives  ;  of  these  only  26  were  notified  as  Ophthalmia  by  the  medical 
practitioners  called  to  attend  them. 

Of  the  134  cases  reported  by  midwives,  23  occurred  in  primiparae ;  111  in 
multiparae.  A  history  of  vaginal  discharge  was  given  in  15  cases  ;  14  of  these 
were  multiparae  and  one  was  a  primiparae.  In  eight  cases  a  previous  infant  had 
been  infected  ;  in  two  cases  two  other  infants  ;  in  one  case  three  ;  and  in  another 
four.  Collosol  Argentum  is  supplied  free  of  charge  to  midwives  for  prophylactic  use.

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It  is  hoped  that  these  figures  are  an  indication  of  a  decline  in  the  incidence  of 
Venereal  Disease  :  the  increasing  attention  paid  to  this  disease  by  the  Public 
Health  Authority  must  undoubtedly  have  played  some  part  in  the  reduction  : 
particularly  the  ante-natal  examinations,  which  are  now  so  much  encouraged, 
and  the  special  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  expectant  mothers  suffering 
from  Gonorrhoea.  It  is  now  very  rare  to  see  a  child  blinded  by  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  ;  only  a  decade  ago  half  the  children  in  the  blind  schools  were  there 
because  of  this  disease. 

Pemphigus  Neonatorum.  This  disease  is  compulsorily  notifiable  in  the  City. 
During  1931,  28  cases  were  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  disease 
was  of  the  mild  type  in  all  but  three  cases,  which  were  fatal.  Six  cases  occurred 
before  the  seventh  day,  seven  occurring  between  the  7th  and  10th  days  and  15 
after  the  10th  day. 

The  maternal  health  was  good  in  22  cases,  fair  in  three  cases  and  poor  in 
three  cases. 

In  only  two  of  the  28  notified  cases  was  there  any  umbilical  infection. 

The  Jubilee  Nurses  attended  mother  and  child  in  five  cases. 

The  midwife  in  attendance  upon  each  case  of  Pemphigus  Neonatorum  was 
sent  to  the  Municipal  Disinfecting  Station  for  a  disinfectant  bath  and  for  the 
disinfection  of  her  maternity  bag  and  appliances. 

Only  one  case  occurred  in  the  practice  of  the  Municipal  Midwives. 

Four  cases  occurred  in  the  Maternity  Home  ;  no  source  of  infection  could  be 
found  in  any  of  these  cases,  every  member  of  the  staff  was  examined  but  no  septic 
focus  was  discovered. 


Infantile  Diarrhoea.  There  were  52  deaths  among  children  under  five  years 
of  age  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea  in  1931  compared  with  44  in  1930  ;  141  in  1929  ; 
72  in  1928  ;  and  49  in  1927.  Of  the  deaths  in  1931,  42  occurred  in  children  under 
12  months ;  7  between  one  and  two  years  of  age  ;  and  3  between  the  ages  of  two 
and  five  years. 


All  the  cases  were  investigated  by  Health  Visitors,  but  in  one  case  details 
were  not  obtainable  as  the  child  was  born  in  a  Home  and  died  in  one  of  the  Public 
Assistance  Hospitals.

In  21  cases  the  child  had  never  attended  a  clinic  ;  in  16  cases,  irregular 
attendances  had  been  made,  and  in  14  cases  the  child  had  attended  regularly. 

On  analysing  the  cases  which  had  attended  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre  regularly, 
it  was  found  that  the  disease  occurred  in  many  children  who  had  been  quite  healthy. 
In  one  case  it  followed  Toxaemia,  in  two  cases  Pneumonia;  it  was  associated  with 
Marasmus  in  three  cases,  with  Convulsions  in  one,  and  occurred  in  delicate  babies 
in  four  other  cases. 

Still-Births.  The  number  of  still-births  registered  during  the  year  was  237, 
including  63  at  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home.  The  237  still-births  represent 
a  rate  of  39-2  per  thousand  registered  live  births.  Thirty  of  the  still-births 
were  notified  by  doctors,  88  by  midwives,  63  from  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home 
and  56  by  the  Registrars  of  Births  and  Deaths.  In  74  cases  a  doctor  only 
attended  the  confinement,  in  27  a  doctor  and  a  midwife,  and  in  136  a  midwife 
only.  In  132  cases  the  foetus  had  arrived  at  full-term  ;  in  57  the  birth  was  prema¬ 
ture  and  in  48  cases  no  particulars  could  be  obtained. 

Infantile  Mortality.  489  deaths  of  infants  occurred  under  one  year  of  age. 
This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  80-9  per  1,000  births,  compared  with 
69  0  in  1930  and  104-1  in  1929. 

The  chief  causes  of  infantile  mortality  during  the  year  were  :  Pneumonia,  129, 
Prematurity,  105,  and  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis,  42.  Fifty-six  per  cent  of  the  total 
infantile  mortality  is,  therefore,  due  to  these  causes.  There  were  17  deaths  from 
Measles. 

Seventy-three  infants  died  on  the  day  they  were  born  ;  144  (29  per  cent  of 
the  total  mortality  under  one  year)  died  before  they  were  a  week  old ;  and  195 
(40  per  cent  of  all  the  deaths  under  one  year)  occurred  in  infants  under  the  age  of 
one  month. 

The  195  neo-natal  deaths  are  an  indication  of  unfavourable  ante-natal 
conditions. 
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The  neo-natal  mortality — that  is,  the  death-rate  under  one  month  of  age 
per  1,000  births — was  32-3  compared  with  3T5  in  1930  and  34-8  in  1929. 


Improvement  of  this  rate  is  all  too  slow  and  can  only  be  accelerated  by 
increased  attention  to  the  welfare  of  the  expectant  mother.

Notification  of  Births  Acts.  The  live  births  notified  by  midwives  numbered 
3,047,  and  by  doctors,  parents  and  others,  1,104.  These  figures  do  not  include 
the  875  births  which  occurred  in  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home. 
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The  number  of  births  not  notified  was  approximately  1,191.  In  the  majority 
of  cases  of  non-notification,  a  letter  was  sent  to  the  parents  drawing  attention  to 
their  non-compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

On  receipt  of  notification  of  a  birth,  the  infant  is  first  visited  by  a  Health 
Visitor  on  the  11th  day,  and  two  subsequent  visits  are  made  during  the  year, 
except  in  special  cases,  where  more  frequent  visits  are  necessary.  During  the 
second  year,  two  visits  are  made,  and  thereafter,  one  visit  is  made  every  nine 
months  up  to  the  age  of  five  years. 

Health  Visitors.  During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  continued  to  carry 
out  their  many  and  varied  duties  in  an  efficient  manner,  and  the  scope  of  their 
work  is  reflected  in  the  increasing  attendance  of  children  at  the  Child  Welfare  centres. 
The  percentage  of  children  up  to  five  years  of  age  who  have  attended  a  clinic  at 
least  once  in  each  Health  Visitor’s  district  is  : —

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  by  Health  Visitors  during  the  year  was  83,405  : 
the  number  of  clinic  sessions  attended  by  them  was  5,269.  For  details  of  the  visits, 
see  Appendix  37  (pages  240  to  242). 
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Training  of  Health  Visitors.  The  scheme  for  the  training  of  Health  Visitors 
was  continued,  eight  Probationer  Health  Visitors  taking  up  their  duties  in  the 
Health  Department  in  January,  1931.  The  Course  of  Instruction  for  the  Health 
Visitors’  Certificate  arranged  by  the  Council  of  the  University  College  of  Hull 
commenced  on  January  20th.  Students  attended  the  University  College  for  sixty 
lectures  and  twenty  tutorials  during  three  academic  terms  ;  they  received,  in 
addition,  special  lectures  and  demonstrations  by  members  of  the  Public  Health 
staff  each  week,  and  were  given  a  wide  practical  experience  of  all  branches  of  Public 
Health  work  in  the  School  Medical,  Tuberculosis  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Departments.  One  Probationer  Health  Visitor  resigned  during  the  year  owing  to 
ill-health ;  the  remaining  seven  were  successful  in  obtaining  the  Health  Visitors’ 
Certificate,  a  special  examination  being  held  in  the  University  College,  Hull,  in 
January,  1932. 

Infant  Life  Protection  Visitors.  Miss  Harrison  continued  to  act  as  Infant 
Life  Protection  Visitor  for  the  area  formerly  administered  by  the  Hull  Board  of 
Guardians,  and  Miss  Shrewsbury,  Health  Visitor  for  that  part  of  Hull  previously 
within  the  area  of  the  Sculcoates  Board  of  Guardians. 

During  the  year,  745  visits  were  paid  to  foster  children,  47  being  first  visits 
and  698  re-visits.

Eight  children  were  adopted  under  the  Adoption  of  Children  Act,  1926. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  66  children  on  the  Register. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics.  As  in  previous  years,  the  full-time  medical  officers  in 
the  service  of  the  Corporation  have  been  assisted  in  the  conduct  of  Child  Welfare 
Clinics  by  Drs.  Jackson,  Gibson  and  Redfern. 

As  a  result  of  the  extension  of  the  City,  an  additional  clinic,  situated  at  the 
Wesleyan  Mission  Rooms,  Lees  Walk,  was  opened  on  the  8th  January,  1931.  One 
session  a  week  was  held  until  10th  July,  when  an  extra  session  for  weighing  was 
found  to  be  necessary. 

Lists  of  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  exhibited  in  the 
Post  Offices  during  the  year  by  the  kindness  of  the  Postmaster. 


CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS. 
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The  total  attendances  at  the  clinics  increased  from  59,039  in  1930  to  68,083 
in  1931,  and  the  extra  sessions  arranged  during  the  year  were  thus  fully  justified. 

Medical  consultations  increased  from  28,806  in  1930  to  32,124  in  1931,  and 
the  number  of  doctors’  sessions  from  936  in  1930  to  1,013  in  1931. 

During  1931,  610  children  were  referred  from  the  clinics  for  private  or  hospital 
treatment. 

Talks  to  Mothers.  Short  talks  were  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  at  the

Dairycoates,  11  ;  Marfleet,  1  ;  Newland,  39  ;  Sutton,  8  ;  and  Lees  Walk,  16, 

making  a  total  of  420.

Voluntary  Workers  at  Clinics.  Voluntary  workers  continue  to  do  valuable 
work  at  the  Ante-Natal  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  attending  both  morning  and 
afternoon  sessions  in  order  to  help  in  the  general  work  of  the  Clinics. 

Early  in  the  year  they  arranged  entertainments  which  were  given  to  a  large 
number  of  mothers  attending  the  different  centres. 

The  Committee  of  the  voluntary  workers  consists  of  the  Superintendents  of 
the  various  centres  ;  the  Chairman  is  Mrs.  Lawton.  Meetings  are  held  quarterly. 
Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  ladies  who  give  so  much  of  their  time,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  further  volunteers  will  be  forthcoming  to  assist  in  the  increasing  work  of  the 
Clinics. 

Welfare  of  Toddlers.  Measures  for  the  improvement  of  the  health  of  the 
pre-school  child  in  Hull  were  continued.  The  four  Clinics  for  Toddlers  held  at 
King’s  Hall ;  the  West  Hull  Clinic,  Coltman  Street ;  Queen’s  Hall,  and  the  East 
Hull  Clinic,  Morrill  Street,  continued  to  be  well  attended.  The  number  of  children 
between  the  ages  of  two  and  five  years  seen  at  these  Clinics  was  3,926,  and  the 
attendances  numbered  6,240.  If  any  physical  defect  was  found  at  the  medical 
examination,  advice  was  given  as  to  the  best  method  of  obtaining  the  necessary 
treatment,  and  many  cases  were  referred  to  the  School  Clinic  for  dental  treatment 
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and  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments.  Routine  visits  were  paid  to  the  homes  of 
these  children  by  Health  Visitors,  and  free  milk  and  nutritives  were  granted  to 
necessitous  children  certified  by  the  Clinic  Medical  Officer  as  requiring  them. 

Toddlers'  Dining  Centres.  During  the  year  dinners  have  continued  to  be 
provided  for  necessitous  children  between  the  ages  of  two  and  five  years  at  the 
Madeley  Street  and  Humber  Street  Centres.  The  attendance  at  these  Centres 
has  been  very  disappointing.  In  1931  only  3,942  dinners  were  served.  It  was 
thought  that  the  difficulty  of  taking  the  children  to  the  Centres  largely  accounted 
for  the  poor  response,  and  a  modified  scheme  for  this  service  was  under  consideration 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  arrange  for  toddlers’  meals  to  be 
served  at  the  dining  centres  for  mothers. 


Inter  availability  of  Clinics.  Children  under  5  years  of  age  who  are  suffering 
from  Squint,  from  Dental  Caries  and  from  minor  ailments  are  referred  to  the 
School  Medical  Department  for  treatment.

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The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  dentures  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
has  been  continued.  A  few  of  the  mothers  do  not  appreciate  the  importance  of 
skilled  attention  to  the  teeth  during  pregnancy,  with  the  result  that  they  fail  to 
keep  appointments  made  for  them  with  the  dentist.  Fortunately  an  ever-increasing 
number  of  mothers  do  realize  the  importance  of  dental  care,  not  only  for  themselves 
but  also  for  their  babies,  and  the  department  is  encouraged  to  maintain  the  facilities 
provided. 

Extractions  are  done  by  one  of  the  Dental  Officers  attached  to  the  School 
Medical  Department,  and  dentures  are  fitted  and  provided  by  members  of  the  panel 
practising  dentists  in  the  City  who  have  agreed  to  co-operate  in  the  scheme. 

Orthopcedic  Clinics.  All  orthopaedic  cases  referred  by  the  Department  were 
examined  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  appointed  by  the  School  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment  or  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  appointed  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Department  to  attend  the  sessions  at  the  East  Hull  Clinic. 

Central  School  Orthopcedic  Centre.  During  the  year  50  new  cases  were  seen, 
and  the  following  table  summarises  the  work  done  by  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  at  this 
Clinic.

Supply  of  Splints.  Children  are  provided  with  splints  when  ordered  by  the 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon.  Plaster  splints  were  made  at  the  Park  Avenue  Special  School, 
and  others  were  ordered  from  manufacturers  of  surgical  apparatus.  The  necessity 
for  the  payment  for  splints  other  than  plaster  splints,  did  not  arise  during  1931, 
as  the  local  organiser  of  the  Hull  Guild  of  Brave  Poor  Things  made  arrangements 
for  those  appliances  ordered  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  to  be  supplied  at  once  and 
paid  for  by  weekly  payments.  In  some  cases  splints  were  provided  by  voluntary 
organisations  such  as  the  Poor  Bairns’  Fund  and  in  others  part  of  the  cost  of  the 
appliances  was  paid  by  the  Guild  of  Brave  Poor  Things. 


During  the  year,  two  plaster  splints  were  supplied  by  the  Corporation  to 
children  under  five  years  of  age  at  a  total  cost  of  £ 2  5s. 


Subsidiary  Massage  Clinic,  69  Coltman  Street.  The  work  at  this  centre  is 
mainly  for  the  treatment  of  children  who  were  the  victims  of  the  epidemic  of 
Poliomyelitis  in  1927,  but  cases  of  Rickets  are  also  treated  :  there  are  two  sessions 
per  week.

X-Ray  Department — East  Hull  Clinic.  The  work  of  this  department  is 
increasing  rapidly.  There  were  137  cases  referred  by  the  School  Medical 
Department,  708  by  the  Tuberculosis  Department,  and  101  by  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Department,  making  a  total  of  946  cases  in  all.  The  radiologists 
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were  Dr.  Bannen  and  Dr.  Hermon,  who  attended  for  47  sessions.  The  nurse  in 
charge  is  Miss  Wheeldon,  who  has  had  special  training  in  the  work  of  an  X-ray 
Department  in  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Liverpool. 


Convalescent  Home  Treatment.  Provision  has  been  made  by  the  Corporation 
for  mothers  in  certain  cases  to  have  convalescent  home  treatment  after 
difficult  confinements  or  prolonged  nursing.  In  the  year  under  review,  3  mothers 
and  3  babies  were  sent  to  the  Yorkshire  Convalescent  Home  for  Mothers  and 
Babies,  Withernsea,  and  one  mother  to  the  Hull  and  East  Riding  Convalescent 
Home,  Withernsea. 


Christmas  Entertainments  for  Clinic  Mothers.  In  January,  under  arrangements 
made  by  the  Voluntary  Workers,  the  “Tec’s  Concert  Party’’  gave  four  excellent 
entertainments  at  the  principal  centres.  Each  concert  was  attended  by  over  200 
mothers,  who  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  entertainment  and  refreshments  provided 
for  them. 


The  attendance  of  members  of  the  Committee  at  these  entertainments  was 
much  appreciated. 

The  Municipal  Light  Clinics — Lamps.  The  three  types  of  lamp  in  use  are  the 
Tungsten  Arc,  Mercury  Vapour  and  Carbon  Arc.  An  infra-red  ray  lamp  is  used 
at  East  Hull  Clinic  in  conjunction  with  the  Mercury  Vapour  lamp. 

Treatment  by  all  lamps  remains  as  described  in  previous  reports.

Corporation  Clinic,  Mill  Street.  Two  sessions  a  week  are  held  at  the  Corporation 
Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  in  women  and  children,  patients 
being  referred  to  this  Clinic  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Ante-Natal  and  Child 
Welfare  Centres,  and  also  by  general  medical  practitioners. 

It  is  hoped  that  by  instituting  treatment  for  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  and  of  Syphilis 
in  pregnant  women,  the  number  of  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Congenital 
Syphilis  will  decrease  :  1,869  attendances  were  made  by  196  patients  during  the 
year  compared  with  2,133  attendances  by  199  patients  during  1930  and  1,415 
attendances  by  173  patients  in  1929.

Arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  pregnant  women  who  are  attending 
this  Clinic  to  be  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Block  of  the  Maternity  Home  when 
necessary. 
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Dining  Centres  and  Work  of  Dining  Superintendents.  Dinners  provided  by 
the  Municipal  Restaurants  Department,  were  served  to  necessitous  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  at  the  four  centres  each  week-day  throughout  the  year. 

2,173  applications  were  granted  as  compared  with  2,386  in  1930. 

The  dietary  is  liberal  and  nourishing,  and  is  approved  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  ;  the  cost  is  6d.  per  meal.  Christmas  Dinner  was  provided  on  December 
22  and  a  visit  was  paid  to  each  centre  by  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Lady  Mayoress, 
the  Sheriff  and  the  Sheriff’s  Lady,  and  Councillor  Miss  Theilmann,  Chairman  of 
the  Maternity  and  Children  Sub-Committee.

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The  Dining  Superintendents  serve  the  dinners  and  investigate  applications 
for  free  meals.  They  paid  282  visits  and  655  re-visits  to  expectant  mothers,  and 
300  first  visits  and  1,243  re-visits  to  nursing  mothers.  During  the  year  they  also 
attended  593  sessions  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  ;  70  sessions  at  the  Light  Clinic, 
and  2  sessions  at  the  Food  Depot.  Visits  were  paid  to  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  Chicken-pox  and  Mumps,  on  1,631  occasions. 

Miss  Rowbotham,  the  Dining  Centre  Superintendent  at  the  Queen’s  Hall 
centre,  retired  on  October  2.  Her  duties  have  been  undertaken  by  one  of  the 
Health  Visitors. 

Supply  of  Milk  and  Nutritives.  Supplies  of  Dried  Milks  and/or  Nutritives 
are  issued  at  cost  price  to  women  who  can  afford  to  pay,  and  free  when  they  cannot 
afford  to  pay  even  cost  price. 

As  mentioned  in  the  Report  for  last  year,  decentralisation  of  the  arrangements 
for  the  supply  of  dried  milk  and  nutritives  is  taking  place.  In  January,  1931,  an 
additional  depot  was  opened  at  Lees  Walk  Clinic. 
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The  number  of  applications,  renewable  monthly,  received  for  the  free  supply 
of  milk  and/or  nutritives,  was  6,043.  Of  these,  1,154  were  1st  applications  ; 
101  were  not  granted,  as  the  income  was  above  the  scale.  The  number  of  these 
applications  dealt  with  in  1930  was  6,894. 

The  total  value  of  the  free  issues  during  the  calendar  year  was  £2,792,  compared 
with  £2,102  in  1930  and  £1,629  in  1929. 

Receipts  from  sales  at  cost  price  totalled  £4,115  compared  with  £4,029  in  1930, 
and  £3,579  in  1929.  The  total  number  of  issues  was  122,860  compared  with  106,394 
in  1930  and  89,290  in  1929. 


Particulars  will  be  found  in  appendix  38  (page  243). 


Provision  of  Fireguards.  In  order  to  prevent  deaths  from  burns  and  scalds, 
resulting  from  the  absence  of  a  fireguard,  it  was  arranged  that  fireguards  should 
be  purchased  at  a  cost  of  5s.  9d.  and  supplied  to  necessitous  families,  payment 
being  made  by  instalments.  A  deposit  of  9d.  is  usually  made  and  the  balance  is 
payable  by  weekly  payments  of  6d. 

During  the  year  304  applications  were  received,  compared  with  209  during 
1930  and  303  during  1929. 


214  fireguards  were  supplied,  compared  with  169  during  1930  and  234  during 
1929. 

The  gross  cost  of  the  fireguards  supplied  during  1931  was  £62  6s.  6d.,  compared 
with  £49  11s.  8d.  during  1930  and  £66  Is.  8d.  during  1929.  The  remaining  appli¬ 
cations  were  being  dealt  with  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  1931,  the  total  amount  recovered  in  respect  of  fireguards,  including 
those  arising  in  previous  years,  was  £50  14s.  2d.,  compared  with  £37  during  1930. 

There  were  nine  fatal  cases  of  burns  or  scalds  in  children  (under  the  age  of 
five  years)  in  the  course  of  the  year,  also  two  children  died  from  Carbon  Monoxide 
poisoning  due  to  fumes  from  the  burning  of  a  flock  bed. 

A  notice  drawing  the  attention  of  parents  of  young  children  to  their  obligations 
with  regard  to  the  provision  of  fireguards  is  placed  in  each  Infant  Welfare  Clinic.

Home  Nursing.  The  nurses  of  the  Hull  Jubilee  District  Nursing  Association 
continue  to  visit  cases  recommended  by  the  Health  Department  and  give  valuable 
assistance  in  nursing  patients  in  their  own  homes.  In  the  event  of  a  case  of 
Pemphigus  or  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurring  in  the  practice  of  a  midwife,  the 
midwife  leaves  the  case  and  arrangements  are  made  for  the  mother  and  child  to 
be  attended  by  the  District  Nurse. 


During  the  year,  1,461  visits  were  paid  to  174  cases.  Treatment  in  one  case 
had  not  been  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  cases  dealt  with  are  analysed

This  compares  with  2,519  visits  in  1930  and  2,095  in  1929. 
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Day  Nurseries.  The  West  Hull  Day  Nursery  at  95  Coltman  Street  and  the 
East  Hull  Day  Nursery  at  Moscow  House,  Holderness  Road,  continue  to  look 
after  pre-school  children  whose  mothers  go  to  work  each  day.  The  charge  is 
sixpence  per  day  and  fourpence  each  half-day,  but  this  does  not  cover  all  expenses  ; 
the  Corporation  make  a  contribution  of  £260  per  annum  to  the  West  Hull  Nursery, 
and  £300  per  annum  to  the  East  Hull  Nursery,  and  the  deficit  is  defrayed  by 
voluntary  contributions.

Co-ordination  of  Work  with  other  Institutions  and  Departments.  The  clinic 
cards  and  health  visitors’  records  of  children  reaching  the  age  of  five  years  are  sent 
to  the  School  Medical  Department  four  times  a  year  in  order  that  a  history  of 
the  child’s  development  shall  be  available  for  the  Medical  Officer  making  the 
routine  inspection. 

Inspectors  of  the  Hull  Branch  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  visited  33  families  reported  by  the  Department.  Thirteen  of 
the  children  were  suffering  from  Rickets,  eleven  needed  medical  treatment,  three 
required  supervision,  three  were  suffering  from  malnutrition,  and  three  from 
neglect.  Of  these,  two  families  were  twice  referred  to  the  Society. 

The  Hull  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  worked  with  the 
Department  in  obtaining  the  treatment  required  in  five  other  cases. 

The  “Mother  Humber”  Fund  granted  boots,  extra  nourishment  or  coal  to 
13  cases  which  were  referred  for  help  by  the  Department. 

Children  requiring  splints  were  referred  to  the  Guild  of  Brave  Poor  Things. 
The  Guild  undertook  the  care  of  all  cripples  in  the  City  and  organised  a  scheme 
for  the  provision  of  splints  ordered  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  at  the  various 
clinics.  This  work  is  efficiently  done  and  is  proving  of  inestimable  benefit  to  the 
crippled  poor  of  the  City. 
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Our  thanks  are  due  to  all  the  voluntary  societies  which  help  the  work  of  the 
Department. 


Care  of  Illegitimate  Children.  The  York  Diocesan  Maternity  Home,  Linnaeus 
Street,  was  opened  in  January,  1915,  for  young  unmarried  mothers  under  25  years 
of  age  of  previous  good  character  for  first  cases  only.  The  Home  is  approved  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  Corporation  contribute  a  sum  of  £635  per  annum 
towards  the  expenses  of  the  Home. 


During  the  year  47  girls  and  49  babies  have  been  in  the  Home  ;  30  of  the  girls 
have  been  new  admissions. 


One  premature  baby  died. 


Thirty-four  girls  left  the  Home  during  the  year  :  13  went  into  service, 

9  returned  to  their  parents  or  friends,  1  was  sent  to  Hospital  for  further  treatment, 
7  returned  to  business,  3  have  taken  posts  as  probationer  nurses  and  1  has  been 
sent  to  a  home  for  further  training. 


Twenty-nine  babies  left  the  Home  during  the  year. 


Notice  of  removal  of  any  child  from  the  Home  is  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  and  the  child,  if  still  in  this  area,  is  visited  by  Health  Visitors  at  frequent 
intervals.

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 
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"HEALTH  NEWS’’— MONTHLY  BULLETIN. 

The  Department’s  monthly  magazine  entitled  "Health  News,”  is  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  the  monthly  issue  of  “Better  Health,”  published  by  the  Central  Council  for 
Health  Education  of  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and  several  pages 
of  matter  of  local  interest  and  local  advertisements,  the  whole  being  bound  in  a 
cover  printed  with  a  special  design  referring  to  the  City  of  Hull. 

The  magazine  has  been  published  monthly  since  October,  1927,  and  during 
the  year  1931,  approximately  24,000  copies  were  printed  and  circulated.  Large 
numbers  of  the  copies  are  sold  to  the  public  at  the  price  of  one  penny  per  copy, 
the  principal  outlets  for  sale  being  through  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  hospitals 
and  institutions,  local  newsagents,  etc.  ;  also  the  welfare  departments  of  several 
large  industrial  firms  in  the  city  take  supplies,  and  there  is  a  fair  number  of  regular 
subscribers.  The  higher  education  establishments  also  maintain  orders  for  numbers 
of  copies.  The  copies  remaining  unsold  or  otherwise  undisposed  of  each  month  are 
distributed  in  accordance  with  a  rota  system  to  the  senior  classes  of  the  secondary 
and  elementary  schools  of  the  city. 


“Health  News”  appears  to  meet  a  definite  need  for  information  on  health 
subjects  both  local  and  national,  though  this  field  of  literature  is  being  cultivated 
more  and  more  intensively  by  the  daily  press.  The  keenest  interest  in  the  magazine 
is,  of  course,  taken  by  the  classes  of  the  community  who  come  into  contact  with 
the  social  problems  of  the  people.  Teachers,  nurses,  social  and  welfare  workers 
find  the  articles  appearing  in  the  magazine  to  be  of  the  utmost  value. 


The  local  section  of  the  publication  also  gives  opportunities  to  further  the 
aims  of  the  Health  Department,  in  maintaining  interest  in  the  Corporation’s  public 
health  policy  and  to  make  known  the  many  health  services  available  for  the  public. 


I  wish  again  to  pay  tribute  to  the  local  press  by  acknowledging  with  gratitude 
the  services  which  they  have  continued  to  render  not  only  in  re-publishing  and 
re-circulating  information  from  "Health  News”  of  special  local  interest,  but  for 
their  ever-ready  help  in  giving  publicity  to  any  matters  affecting  public  health.

1.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Hull  Jubilee  District  Nursing  Association  employs  a  staff  of  fourteen  nurses  and  one 
superintendent.  They  attend  infectious  cases  by  agreement  with  the  Corporation  for  which 
an  annual  payment  of  £100  is  made.  The  total  number  of  cases  attended  by  these  nurses 
during  the  year  was  1,664,  and  the  number  of  visits  paid,  42,227  :  the  number  of  cases 
attended  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Corporation  was  174,  and  the  number  of  visits  1,461. 

2.  Midwives.  (See  page  117). 

The  Corporation  employ  three  whole-time  midwives  to  attend  necessitous  women  in  their 
homes.  Three  pupil  midwives  also  reside  at  the  Maternity  Centre.  311  confinements  were 
attended  by  them  in  1931.  Sixty-six  mid  wives  practise  in  the  City,  four  of  whom  are  untrained.

Eighty-two  horses  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Department  received  treatment  during  the 
year,  and  the  dispensing  of  the  drugs  in  connection  with  their  treatment  has  been  carried 
out  within  the  Department. 

Eleven  cows  and  one  bull  were  subjected  to  the  Tuberculin  Test  for  Tuberculosis 
before  being  purchased  by  the  Mental  Hospital  Committee.

A  monthly  veterinary  examination  of  the  herd  of  cows  at  the  Mental  Hospital  and 
bi-annual  tuberculin  tests  have  been  carried  out. 

Cruelty  to  Animals  Acts.  Under  these  Acts  the  Veterinary  Inspector  examined 
eighteen  animals  at  the  request  of  the  Police.  Prosecutions  followed  in  seven  instances  ;  con¬ 
victions  were  obtained  in  five  of  the  cases,  whilst  in  the  remaining  two,  judgment  was  postponed. 
The  total  fines  amounted  to  £15  19s.  6d. 

Horse  Purchase  Committee.  Several  visits  were  made  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  with 
members  of  the  Committee  to  examine  horses  for  soundness  before  being  purchased  by  the 
Committee. 

Fat  Stock  Market.  A  weekly  market  is  held  on  Mondays  at  which  fat  cattle,  sheep  and 
pigs  are  exposed  for  sale.  Inspections  of  the  stock  are  made  on  each  market  day  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Acts.  The

Advantage  has  been  taken  during  1931  to  institute  a  new  system  of  keeping  records, 
and  this  will  reflect  itself  in  the  form  in  which  this  report  is  issued.  The  basic  alteration  is  that 
detailed  consideration  will  be  given  to  cases  treated  to  a  conclusion  (that  is,  "  discharged  or 
died  ”)  during  the  year,  and  not  to  cases  admitted  during  the  year  as  has  previously  been  done. 
It  is  only  on  completed  cases  that  statistical  analyses  and  conclusions  are  valid.  Moreover, 
the  admission  diagnosis  of  cases  has  frequently  to  be  revised  in  the  light  of  further  findings, 
clinical  and  pathological,  and  cases  can  only  be  satisfactorily  classified  for  statistical  and 
comparative  treatment  if  the  tables  are  based  on  the  final  or  hospital  diagnoses.  It  is  on  these 
bases  that  the  present  report  is  issued,  and  it  is  necessary  to  point  out  that  with  such  radical 
alterations,  the  figures  obtained  are  not  comparable  with  those  of  former  years.  It  has  also 
been  necessary  this  year  to  condense  the  material  of  the  report,  and  as  much  use  as  possible  has 
been  made  of  tabulation,  while  sections  of  secondary  importance  have  been  curtailed  or  omitted.

Diphtheria  carriers  are  cases  where  there  are  no  clinical  signs  of  Diphtheria,  but  where  a 
diphtheria-like  germ  has  been  found  in  throat,  nose  or  other  site  either  by  an  outside  bacteriologist 
or  at  the  hospital.  Such  cases,  though  they  need  isolation,  are  not  suffering  from  Diphtheria, 
and  should  not  therefore  be  included  in  the  final  statistics  and  especially  in  the  calculation  of 
the  death  rate.  There  were  261  carriers  in  the  total  of  978  diphtheria  cases,  and  in  many  the 
carrier  condition  was  not  confirmed  in  hospital — but  all  carriers,  confirmed  or  otherwise,  are 
omitted  in  the  following  table  which  shows  true  clinical  Diphtheria  only. 
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The  diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  practically  all  cases  by  bacteriological  examination, 
though  the  final  diagnosis  is  on  a  clinical  basis.

Of  the  46  laryngeal  cases,  17  required  tracheotomy,  and  of  these  5  died. 

The  average  duration  of  treatment  of  the  Diphtheria  cases  discharged  was  36-2  days. 
This  compares  with  44  days  in  1930  and  43  days  in  1929.  The  decreased  stay  is  due  to  the  more 
intensive  diagnostic  methods  carried  out  on  adnrssion,  with  an  early  discharge  of  the  Diphtheria 
“  carriers  ”  where  the  carrier  condition  is  not  confirmed,  or  clears  up  rapidly. 

The  mortality  rate  was  high  throughout  the  year,  as  the  disease  was  of  severe  toxic  type. 
In  the  last  five  months  of  1931,  the  rate  was  exceptionally  high  and  it  is  probable  that  many  of 
the  patients  were  suffering  from  the  severe  "  new  ”  type  of  Diphtheria  which  has  been  described 
by  the  clinicians  and  bacteriologists  of  the  Leeds  School  of  Medicine.  Research  investigations 
into  the  nature  and  manifestations  of  this  type  of  Diphtheria  are  being  undertaken  at  the  City 
Hospital.  Many  cases  arrive  in  hospital  too  late  for  treatment  to  be  effective.  Of  the  98 
fatal  cases  no  less  than  35  died  within  48  hours  of  admission.  Attention  is  drawn  elsewhere 
in  the  report  to  the  attempts  made  to  solicit  the  co-operation  of  parents  and  doctors  in  securing 
early  admission  of  the  cases  to  hospital.  In  hospital  we  rely  on  the  administration  of  anti-toxin 
by  the  intravenous  as  well  as  the  intramuscular  route.  This  routine,  combined  with  careful 
nursing,  is  augmented  when  necessary  by  the  adoption  of  the  newer  methods  of  treatment 
which  the  research  worker  is  constantly  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  clinician.

The  deaths  numbered  two.  One  occurred  in  a  child  aged  one  year,  who  on  admission  on 
the  8th  day  of  disease  was  desquamating,  and  had  broncho-pneumonia,  dying  within  48  hours  of 
admission.  The  other  was  a  boy  aged  six,  who  had  acute  heart  failure  following  a  secondary 
streptococcal  sore  throat.  Attributing  both  deaths  to  scarlet  fever,  the  case  mortality  is 
0-4%.  The  average  duration  of  treatment  in  hospital  was  38-5  days. 

Scarlet  Fever  maintained  its  mild  type,  but  the  incidence  of  its  complications,  adenitis  and 
ottorrhoea,  was  high.  It  is  hoped  that  considerable  improvement  in  this  respect  will  follow 
upon  the  transfer  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  patients  from  the  unsatisfactory  premises  at  Evan  Fraser 


Hospital  to  the  modern  pavilions  at  the  City  Hospital.

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The  cases  of  Tonsillitis  were  practically  all  sent  to  hospital  as  cases  of  Diphtheria,  but  the 
diagnosis  of  Tonsillitis  was  confirmed  by  subsequent  observation  and  bacteriological  examination. 

Included  in  the  category  of  Tonsillitis  are  cases  of  Pharyngitis,  Quinsy  and  other  septic 
throat  conditions.  These  cases  were  treated  by  anti-toxin  to  obviate  the  risk  of  contracting 
Diphtheria  and  they  were  discharged  from  hospital  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Cubicle  isolation 
plays  an  important  part  in  the  safe  and  efficient  handling  of  such  cases.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  under  review  the  work  of  the  School 
Medical  Department  was  under  the  administrative  control  of  Dr.  W.  M.  Frazer. 
As  his  successor  in  office  it  is  my  privilege  to  present  to  you  the  report  of  the 
School  Medical  Service  in  the  City  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1931. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  completion  of  the  Open-Air  School, 
brought  into  use  in  April,  and  officially  opened  by  Alderman  Askew  in  September, 
1931.  The  school  has  accommodation  for  270  pupils  and  it  will  undoubtedly 
provide  a  most  powerful  aid  in  our  efforts  to  deal  with  delicate  children.  I  have 
visited  the  school  and  have  found  an  atmosphere  of  keenness  and  enthusiasm 
displayed  by  everyone  in  all  branches  of  the  school’s  activities. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  work  of  Routine  Medical  Inspection  at  School  the 
percentage  of  defects  found  amongst  entrants,  viz.,  22.2,  remains  high.  Improve¬ 
ment  in  the  condition  of  entrants  to  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  depends  upon 
the  extent  of  the  supervision  of  the  health  of  the  pre-school  children,  i.e.,  upon  the 
scope  and  efficiency  of  the  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department. 

The  report  itself  and  statistical  tables  contained  therein  have  been  prepared 
as  in  previous  years  by  Dr.  J.  Morrison,  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  charge  of  the  School  Medical  Department  and  afford  ample  evidence  of 
much  painstaking  work  on  the  part  of  all  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department. 

The  success  recorded  in  these  pages  would  have  been  impossible  of  achievement 
without  that  loyalty  and  devotion  which  have  been  displayed  by  all  concerned. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Medical,  Dental,  Nursing  and  Clerical  Staffs  of  the 
Department  for  their  enthusiasm  and  devotion,  to  the  Teaching  Staff  and  the 
parents  for  their  co-operation,  and  to  the  Director  of  Education  and  his  staff  for 
their  assistance.  The  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Elementary  Education  Sub- 
Committee  have  continued  to  take  a  keen  personal  interest  in  all  problems 
affecting  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  school  population.

H.— CO-ORDINATION. 

2.  A  very  comprehensive  scheme  providing  for  the  interavailability  of  clinic 
services  is  in  existence  in  the  city.  Full  details  of  the  scheme  were  printed  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1930.  As  far  as  concerns  work  undertaken  by  the  School 
Medical  Department  for  classes  of  the  community  other  than  school  children,  there 
has  been  no  increase  in  the  scope  of  the  scheme  during  the  year  1931.  Similarly, 
no  increase  has  taken  place  in  the  scope  of  the  work  undertaken  by  other  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Corporation  on  behalf  of  school  children  who  are  under  the  care  of  the 
School  Medical  Department. 

3.  In  addition  to  clinic  services,  the  closest  possible  degree  of  co-ordination 
is  maintained  between  the  School  Medical  Department  and  other  departments  of 
the  Corporation  concerned  with  health  work. 

4.  Two  tables  printed  below  show  the  extent  to  which  certain  facilities  for 
co-ordination  were  utilised  during  the  year. 

5.  The  School  Medical  Department  continues  to  provide,  on  payment, 
X-Ray  treatment  of  cases  of  ringworm  referred  by  the  Education  Authorities  of  the 
East  Riding  and  of  Beverley.

6.  Owing  to  various  circumstances,  the  systematic  surveys  of  hygienic 
conditions  in  schools  were  suspended  in  1931.

7.  During  the  year,  one  additional  site  for  playing  fields  was  acquired. 

8.  The  Director  of  Education  reports  that  no  change  in  the  activities  in 
connection  with  the  teaching  of  Hygiene  has  taken  place  during  the  year. 

9.  Physical  training  and  the  provision  of  meals  are  aspects  of  general  hygiene 
which  are  dealt  with  elsewhere  in  this  Report. 
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IV.— MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

10.  The  arrangements  for  medical  inspection  remain  unchanged.  Medical 
officers  made  526  visits  to  schools  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  routine  medical 
inspection.  The  figures  relating  to  inspection  are  to  be  found  in  Table  I,  page  279. 
Compared  with  1930,  the  number  of  routine  medical  inspections  has  decreased 
from  15,471  to  13,165.  This  is  largely  accounted  for  by  the  small  number  of  the 
“  Leavers  ”  group,  which,  in  1931,  was  unduly  small  owing  to  the  low  birth  rate  in 
1918.  The  increase  in  special  inspections  from  18,717  in  1930,  to  21,627  in  1931, 
is  accounted  for,  to  a  very  large  extent,  by  increased  attendances  at  clinics. 


V.— FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

11.  Detailed  figures  relating  to  defects  found  as  a  result  of  medical  inspection 
are  printed  in  Table  II,  page  280.  The  percentages  of  defects  found  in  the  various 
groups  are  shown  below,  in  comparison  with  the  percentages  for  the  whole  country.

13.  In  practically  every  case  of  Tuberculosis  included  in  Table  II,  the 
diagnosis  is  that  supplied  by  the  Tuberculosis  Department.  Details  of  the  results

Dental  Defects. 

14.  The  findings  of  the  medical  staff  in  regard  to  dental  defects  are  of  no 
importance,  as  the  standard  adopted  for  assessing  defects  is  greatly  influenced  by 
the  fact  that  practically  every  child  in  elementary  schools  is  inspected  annually 
by  the  dental  staff.  The  findings  at  inspections  by  the  dental  officers  are  printed 
in  Table  IV,  page  284,  and  are  referred  to  on  page  265. 

Other  Defects. 

15.  Ringworm  of  the  scalp  continues  to  show  a  decrease.  On  the  other  hand, 
there  is  a  very  noteworthy  increase  in  the  numbers  of  cases  of  scabies,  impetigo  and 
other  skin  diseases.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  scabies  from  238  in 
1930,  to  559  in  1931,  is  undoubtedly  due  to  an  increased  incidence  and  not  to  more 
effective  ascertainment.  The  disease  is  a  troublesome  one  to  control  in  a  civil 
population,  owing  to  the  difficulties  in  securing  the  efficient  treatment  of  all  the 
members  of  a  family,  particularly  adults,  who  may  be  affected. 


VI.— INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

16.  The  arrangements  for  the  control  of  infectious  diseases  in  schools  have 
been  described  in  previous  reports. 

The  incidence  of  the  more  important  infectious  diseases  during  the  year  is 
shown  in  the  table  below.  The  outstanding  feature  in  comparison  with  1930  is 
the  increase  in  Diphtheria  from  525  cases  in  1930,  to  717  in  1931.  Unfortunately, 
the  Diphtheria  is  of  a  serious  type,  with  a  comparatively  high  mortality  rate.

Figures  for  the  n  on-notifiable  infectious  diseases  are  not  printed  because  of  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  reliable  information.  It  is  a  fact  that  there  was  no  serious 
epidemic  of  any  of  these  diseases  during  the  year. 


Certificates  were  issued  under  the  Education  Code  in  respect  of  seven  Infants’ 
Departments  where  the  abnormally  low  attendance  (less  than  60  per  cent.)  was 
reasonably  attributable  to  the  prevalence  of  epidemic  disease.  The  total  number  of 
weeks  during  which  this  low  attendance  prevailed — in  the  seven  departments — 
was  only  ten  and  the  diseases  responsible  were  Measles,  Mumps  and  Influenza.

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VH.— FOLLOWING-UP. 

18.  The  number  of  visits  to  homes  in  connection  with  the  following-up  of 
defects  was  11,032;  in  addition,  241  visits  to  schools  were  made  for  the  same 
purpose,  994  children  being  seen  at  these  visits. 

Under  the  cleanliness  scheme,  132,048  examinations  were  carried  out,  and 
1,196  visits  to  homes  were  made  in  this  connection. 

19.  During  the  year,  no  legal  proceedings  were  taken  at  the  instigation  of  the 
Education  Authority  in  connection  with  uncleanliness  or  failure  to  obtain  medical 
treatment.  No  conclusions  are  to  be  drawn  from  these  facts  ;  the  assistance  of 
the  N.S.P.C.C.  was  invoked  in  a  fair  number  of  cases  during  the  year. 


Vm.— MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

20.  All  of  the  work  done  in  school  clinics  is  not  in  the  nature  of  treatment. 
In  many  cases,  inspection  only  is  undertaken  and  such  treatment  as  may  be 
necessary  is  carried  out  elsewhere. 

Full  details  of  the  work  done  in  school  clinics  in  respect  of  school  children  are 
printed  in  Table  IV,  pages  283  and  284.  In  addition,  two  tables  are  given  below 
which  illustrate  the  total  amount  of  work  done  in  the  clinics  in  respect  of 
non-school  as  well  as  school  cases.  The  number  of  non-school  cases  is  steadily 
increasing  year  by  year.

21.  Inspection  and  treatment  at  school  clinics  are  supplied  free  of  charge, 
except  in  the  case  of  dental  treatment,  for  which,  in  accordance  with  the  scale  of 
family  income,  small  fixed  charges  are  made.  On  the  other  hand,  voluntary  pay¬ 
ments  by  means  of  contribution  boxes  are  accepted  on  behalf  of  any  child  attending 
the  clinics.  The  amounts  received  during  the  year  are  shown  in  a  table,  which  also 
shows  the  receipts  for  each  year  since  1928.  It  should  be  stated  that  the  table 
represents  payments  by  the  parents  and  does  not  include  the  considerable  sum  of 
money  paid  to  the  Education  Committee  by  other  Committees  of  the  Corporation 
in  respect  of  the  treatment  of  non-school  cases  at  school  clinics.

Several  features  of  special  interest  are  referred  to  below. 


(a)  Minor  Ailments. 

22.  The  number  of  cases  of  scabies,  impetigo  and  other  skin  diseases  treated 
at  clinics  shows  a  considerable  increase  over  the  figures  for  1930.  In  the  case  of 
these  groups,  an  increase  has  had  to  be  reported  during  each  of  the  last  few 
years,  and  the  position  is  not  altogether  satisfactory. 

The  position  regarding  ringworm  of  the  scalp  is  the  most  satisfactory  ever 
recorded  in  Hull.  The  number  of  cases  treated,  79,  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  no  cases  were  awaiting  X-Ray  treatment  and  only  a 
few  cases  were  excluded  for  the  disease.

Of  the  814  operations  required,  748  were  operations  for  removal  of  tonsils  or 
adenoids,  or  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

(c)  Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

24.  There  is  no  provision  on  the  part  of  the  Education  Committee  for  the 
operative  treatment  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids.  Parents  are  advised  to  make 
their  own  arrangements  for  the  operation.  It  was  proposed  during  1931  to  intro¬ 
duce  a  scheme  for  the  carrying  out  of  these  operations  under  the  control  of  the 
Education  Committee,  but,  owing  to  the  general  financial  stringency,  the  matter 
has  been  postponed  until  a  later  date. 

The  figures  in  Table  IV,  Group  III,  showing  the  number  of  operations  carried 
out  does  not  represent  the  total  number  performed  on  school  children  in  the  city. 
From  general  information  supplied,  it  is  probable  that  the  number  of  operations  per 
annum  is  in  the  vicinity  of  1,500. 

(d)  Defective  Vision  and  Squint. 

25.  The  figures  in  Table  IV,  Group  II,  refer  to  elementary  school  children 
only.  The  total  amount  of  work  done  at  ophthalmic  clinics  is  shown  in  the  table 
below.  Three  cases  were  referred  to  institutions  for  operative  treatment.

27.  The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  spectacles  continues  to  operate  with  most 
satisfactory  results.  During  the  year,  1,044  spectacles  were  supplied.  In  no  case 
did  the  Education  Committee  pay  the  full  cost ;  in  two  cases,  the  Committee  paid 
part  cost.

28.  A  school  for  40-60  children  is  provided  for  children  undergoing  treatment 
at  Cottingham  Sanatorium. 

Children  in  whose  cases  the  disease  is  quiescent  are  admitted  to  the  Park 
Avenue  Special  School  and  the  Open-Air  School. 
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(/)  Crippling  Defects  and  Deformities. 

29.  Treatment  carried  out  at  the  Park  Avenue  Special  School  is  dealt  with  in 
Section  XVII  of  this  Report. 

Orthopaedic  treatment  of  cases  of  all  ages  is  undertaken  at  the  Central 
Orthopaedic  Clinic,  and,  as  this  clinic  is  under  the  administration  of  the  Education 
Committee,  all  cases  dealt  with  are  referred  to  in  this  report.  On  the  other  hand, 
as  the  East  Hull  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  administered  by  the  Health  Committee, 
only  school  cases  are  referred  to  here. 

Two  tables  showing  the  amount  of  work  done  are  appended.  In  addition,  191 
visits  were  paid  to  the  homes  of  cripple  children  by  orthopaedic  nurses.

30.  During  the  year,  surgical  apparatus  was  prescribed  for  87  school  children 
attending  the  orthopaedic  clinics,  and  for  57  children  attending  the  Park  Avenue 
School. 

(g)  Dental  Defects. 

31.  Statistics  showing  the  amount  of  work  done  by  the  dental  officers  among 
school  children  are  given  in  Table  IV,  page  284.  In  addition  to  the  work  sum¬ 
marised  in  that  table,  a  very  considerable  and  increasing  amount  of  work  is 
undertaken  in  connection  with  patients  in  certain  categories  and  of  all  ages  referred 
under  the  terms  of  the  scheme  for  the  interavailability  of  clinic  services.  A 
summary  of  this  work  is  appended.  In  connection  with  the  great  majority  of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  tuberculous  cases,  and  patients  in  receipt  of 
out-relief,  the  treatment  at  the  clinics  is  in  the  nature  of  preparation  for  dentures, 
which  are  made  and  fitted  by  private  dentists  on  contract.

32.  Two  comparative  tables  showing  details  of  the  activities  in  connection 
with  dental  inspection  and  treatment  during  the  past  years  are  also  printed.  It 
should  be  clearly  understood  that  the  averages  per  session  are  shown  as  a  matter  of 
interest,  and  no  conclusions  as  to  variations  in  the  amount  of  work  done  per 
session  can  be  drawn  from  the  averages.  The  actual  number  of  cases  treated  per 
session  is  influenced  by  many  factors,  such  as  the  type  of  work,  e.g.,  fillings  or 
extractions,  the  class  of  patient,  e.g.,  school  child  or  expectant  mother,  the  type  of 
school,  the  prevalence  of  epidemic  illness,  the  weather,  etc.

33.  The  figures  for  the  dental  inspection  of  school  children  for  the  year 
1931  are  noteworthy  for  the  fact  that  the  number  of  children  inspected  closely 
approximates  to  the  number  of  children  in  average  attendance  at  elementary 
schools,  although  still  over  5,000  short  of  the  number  on  the  registers.  Approxi¬ 
mately  65%  were  found  to  require  treatment — a  figure  which,  considering  all  the 
facts,  can  be  considered  as  satisfactorily  low.  Of  those  requiring  treatment,  63% 
actually  accepted  and  received  treatment  at  the  clinics.  This  figure,  while  probably 
in  line  with  experience  in  other  areas,  cannot  be  considered  satisfactory  when 
investigation  is  made  of  what  happens  in  connection  with  the  remaining  37%. 
After  inspection  of  a  child,  the  parent  is  asked  to  indicate  whether  he  agrees  to  have 
treatment  carried  out,  and,  if  so,  whether  he  wishes  the  treatment  to  be  undertaken 
at  the  clinic  or  by  a  private  dentist.  Investigations  show  that,  of  the  37%  who 
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require  treatment,  and  do  not  receive  treatment  at  the  clinic,  a  very  large  pro¬ 
portion  actually  evade  any  treatment  at  all.  The  methods  of  evasion  vary. 
Comparatively  few  definitely  refuse  to  allow  treatment  ;  and,  likewise,  only  a  small 
number  fail  to  give  a  definite  reply.  The  most  common  method  of  evasion  is  to 
indicate  that  the  child  will  be  taken  to  a  private  dentist  for  treatment.  While,  of 
course,  the  number  actually  taken  to  a  private  dentist  varies  with  the  type  of  school, 
there  is  no  doubt  that,  regarding  the  city  as  a  whole,  only  a  small  proportion  actually 
are  taken  to  the  private  dentist,  and,  of  those,  only  comparatively  few  receive  more 
than  partial  treatment.  In  a  certain  number  of  cases,  clinic  treatment  is  accepted, 
and,  without  adequate  excuse,  appointments  are  not  kept,  and  similarly,  there  is  a 
tendency  amongst  some  parents  to  fail  to  bring  the  child  to  complete  treatment. 

34.  There  is  still  existent  in  the  city  a  considerable  amount  of  prejudice 
amongst  parents  against  the  filling  of  teeth,  but  the  statistics  show  an  increase  of 
fillings  from  4,856  in  1930,  to  7,347  in  1931. 

35.  To  sum  up  the  present  position,  if  a  child  in  an  elementary  school  other 
than  an  entrant  is  suffering  to  an  appreciable  extent  from  dental  disease  or  defect, 
i.e.,  several  teeth  affected — it  is  very  probable  indeed  that  the  opportunity  of 
receiving  treatment  has  not  been  accepted  on  one  or  more  occasions.  It  is  by  no 
means  uncommon  to  encounter  records  of  children  in  whose  case  teeth  charted  in 
one  year  as  saveable,  are  charted  in  subsequent  years  as  unsaveable  ;  the  child 
ultimately,  in  spite  of  repeated  offers  of  treatment,  leaves  school  in  a  very  unsatis¬ 
factory  dental  condition.  Needless  to  say,  every  effort  is  used  to  persuade  parents 
to  have  treatment  carried  out  for  the  child,  and,  as  the  number  of  dentists  increases, 
still  greater  efforts  in  this  direction  will  be  made. 

(/ h )  Treatment  by  Artificial  Light. 

36.  This  treatment  is  undertaken  for  school  children  at  the  West  Hull 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  and  at  the  East  Hull  Clinic.  In  accordance 
with  the  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Education,  two  summaries  dealing  with  the 
treatment  are  given  below.  The  number  of  cases  referred  for  treatment  remains 
very  low.  The  results  of  treatment,  as  in  former  years,  are  not  a  sufficient  basis 
for  the  formation  of  a  real  opinion  on  the  value  of  the  treatment.

IX.— OPEN-AIR  EDUCATION. 

38.  The  new  Open-Air  School  was  opened  in  April,  1931.  With  its  opening, 
the  open-air  classes  at  the  Park  Avenue  School  were  discontinued. 

Accommodation  in  the  new  school  is  provided  for  270  children,  all  of  them  day 
scholars.  On  31st  December,  1931,  the  number  of  children  on  the  register  was  303. 
The  conditions  from  which  those  303  children  were  suffering  are  set  out  so  as  to  give 


an  idea  of  the  usefulness  of  this  type  of  school.

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xn.— SCHOOL  BATHS. 

41.  There  is  no  provision  of  school  baths  in  ordinary  elementary  schools. 

XHL— CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

42.  The  parents,  in  general,  continue  to  co-operate  efficiently  and  cordially 
in  the  work  on  behalf  of  their  children.  There  are,  of  course,  a  number  of  parents 
who  fail  to  co-operate  as  well  as  they  might,  particularly  in  connection  with  dental 
treatment,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  very  small  number,  in  connection  with  cleanliness. 

XIV.— CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

43.  Once  again,  the  highest  tribute  deserves  to  be  paid  to  the  invaluable 
assistance  rendered  by  teachers  to  the  School  Medical  Department.  It  is  not  too 
much  to  say  that  nowhere  in  the  country  can  the  co-operation  of  teachers  be  more 
cordial  and  effective. 

XV.— CO-OPERATION  OF  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS. 

44.  The  Superintendent  School  Officer  and  his  staff  continue  to  prove  of  great 
assistance  in  many  directions. 

45.  The  table  printed  below  summarises  (at  31st  December,  1931,  as  an 
example),  the  reasons  for  absences  extending  for  three  months  or  more.  The 
table  differentiates  between  children  who  have  been  in  attendance  at  school  and 
are  temporarily  absent,  and  those  who  either  have  failed  to  commence  school 
within  three  months  of  attaining  the  age  of  five  years  or  have  been  permanently 
excluded  on  account  of  severe  disease  or  defect.  The  table  omits  certified  cases  of 
mental  defect  which  were  of  sufficiently  low  grade  to  require  notification  to  the 
Local  Control  Authority  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts.  It  omits  also  children 
resident  in  institutions,  such  as  Cottingham  Sanatorium,  where  education  is 
provided  in  addition  to  medical  treatment. 

Further,  it  should  be  clearly  understood  that,  in  the  case  of  most  of  the  group 
who  have  not  commenced  school  or  are  permanently  excluded,  the  School  Medical 
Service  either  has  investigated,  or,  at  an  appropriate  time,  will  arrange  an  investiga¬ 
tion  to  determine  what,  if  anything,  can  be  done  to  provide  special  education. 

The  group  defined  as  orthopaedic  crippling  includes  children  suffering  from  such 
defects  as  paralysis,  and  also  such  cases  as  are  crippled  temporarily  or  permanently 
from  diseases  of  the  bone.  In  both  groups,  but  more  so  in  that  of  the  temporarily 
absent,  the  diagnosis  in  many  cases  is  that  supplied  by  the  private  practitioner  or 
institution  in  charge  of  the  case.  The  list  illustrates  very  well  that  Rheumatism 
(including  Chorea  and  practically  all  Heart  cases)  and  Tuberculosis  are  the  diseases 
mainly  responsible  for  absence.  The  very  low  number  of  Ringworm  cases  reflects 
the  efficiency  of  the  X-Ray  treatment  supplied  at  school  clinics.

XVI.— CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES. 

46.  During  1931,  the  Hull  Children’s  Clothing  Fund  distributed  2,020  pairs  of 
boots  and  stockings  to  children.  In  addition,  40  children  were  provided  with  various 
articles  of  clothing,  and  the  parents  of  123  children  were  persuaded  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Fund  to  provide  suitable  clothing  for  their  children. 


47.  The  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  continued 
to  render  invaluable  assistance  to  the  School  Medical  Service  in  securing  that 
treatment  is  carried  out  in  special  cases  and  in  ameliorating  the  condition  of  children 
who  have  been  found  in  a  neglected  condition. 


48.  In  connection  with  the  orthopaedic  scheme,  the  financial  assistance 
given  by  various  bodies  in  the  purchase  of  surgical  apparatus  has  to  be  acknow¬ 
ledged  with  gratitude.  Such  assistance  was  provided  by  the  organisations  noted 
below : —

49.  The  trustees  of  the  W.  W.  Tasker  Fund  arranged  to  send  school  children 
selected  by  the  School  Medical  Department  for  holidays  in  the  country  for  periods 
ranging  from  two  to  five  weeks.  The  number  of  children  sent  was  173.  All  the 
children  derived  considerable  benefit  and  many  appreciations  were  received  from 
parents. 


XVII.— BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN. 


50.  The  numbers  of  children  of  school  age  coming  within  these  -categories 
are  shown  in  detail  in  Table  III,  page  281.  The  children  included  in  that  table 
are  either  resident  in  the  city  or  are  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  Education 
Committee  in  special  schools  or  institutions  outside  the  area,  or  are  patients  in 
institutions  belonging  to  the  Corporation. 

(a)  Ascertainment  and  Disposal. 

51.  The  methods  of  ascertainment  have  been  detailed  in  previous  reports. 
Mentally  Defective  Children. 

52.  Formal  examinations  in  connection  with  suspected  mental  deficiency 
were  undertaken  in  259  cases  ;  the  findings  are  set  out  below  : —

53.  It  is  particularly  important  in  connection  with  the  figures  in  Table  III 
for  mentally  defective  children  that  lay  readers  should  appreciate  that  these  figures 
do  not  represent,  by  any  means,  the  total  number  of  mentally  defective  children  in 
the  area.  The  table  omits  all  children  of  low  grade  defect  who  have  been  notified 
to  the  Local  Control  Authority  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  either  as  the  result 
of  the  primary  examination  or  after  a  period  of  trial  in  a  special  school.  It  omits, 
also,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  shown  as  at  no  school,  all  children  under  seven 
years  of  age  who  suffer  from  mental  defect. 

54.  It  will  be  noted  that  74  children  of  the  educable  feeble-minded  group  are 
accommodated  in  ordinary  elementary  schools.  This  is  due  to  the  shortage  of 
special  school  accommodation,  which  has  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports. 

55.  The  total  number  of  children  notified  to  the  Local  Control  Authority 
under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  was  48,  of  whom  28  had  been  in  attendance  at 
the  special  school.  The  number  included  one  idiot,  22  imbeciles,  and  25  feeble¬ 
minded  cases. 


Tuberculous  Children. 


56.  All  the  cases  of  tuberculosis  included  in  Table  III  with  very  few  exceptions 
have  been  under  the  supervision  of  the  Tuberculosis  Department. 

Children  with  Multiple  Defects. 

57.  It  should  be  noted  that  these  figures  do  not  include  all  children  suffering 
from  more  than  one  serious  defect,  but  only  from  a  combination  of  certain  specified 
defects.  In  particular,  mentally  defective  children  who  have  been  notified  to  the 
Local  Control  Authority  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  many  of  whom  suffer 
from  physical  crippling  and  epilepsy,  are  not  included.

Craft  Classes. 

60.  Seven  of  these  classes,  with  a  total  of  190  children  on  the  register,  represent 
an  effort  to  deal  with  a  section  of  the  large  group  of  retarded  children. 


Park  Avenue  Special  School  for  Physically  Defective  Children. 

61.  The  report  of  the  orthopaedic  surgeon  in  charge  of  the  treatment  of 
the  children  is  appended.  The  position  at  the  school  cannot  be  described  as 
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satisfactory,  in  respect  that  the  accommodation,  both  as  regards  nature  and  extent, 
for  day  scholars,  is  not  adequate.  This  results  sometimes  in  children  being 
discharged  from  the  school  before  it  is  altogether  desirable,  in  order  that  even  more 
deserving  cases  can  secure  admission.  The  re-organisation  of  the  school  is  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  general  orthopaedic  scheme  for  the  city,  which  is  based  on  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  which  has  had  to  be  postponed. 

Report  of  Orthopcedic  Surgeon. 

"  The  school  for  Physically  Defective  Children  has  again  had  a  satisfactory 
year. 

There  is  an  increased  number  of  both  boys  and  girls  on  the  register,  and  the 
average  attendance  has  been  good,  although  not  quite  so  high  as  in  1930. 

The  total  number  of  discharges  is  less  by  two  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  it 
is  satisfactory  to  note  that,  of  these,  none  has  been  due  to  death,  and  none  has  been 
discharged  as  being  incapable  of  deriving  further  benefit.  About  40%  of  the  total 
discharges  have  been  to  ordinary  schools. 

Miss  Walker  (the  Matron)  and  her  staff,  have  successfully  continued  their  efforts 
to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  efficiency. 


The  orthopaedic  hospital  scheme  has  been  deferred  on  the  grounds  of  national 
economy,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  delay  in  forwarding  the  scheme  will  not  be  unduly 
prolonged,  as  the  need  is  undoubtedly  very  real.

XVHL— NURSERY  SCHOOLS. 

65.  No  Nursery  School  exists  in  the  city. 


On  the  other  hand,  five  classes  described  as  “  classes  for  children  under  five 
years  of  age  ”  were  established  at  elementary  schools  during  1931,  and  provided 
with  special  equipment.  The  number  on  the  roll  of  these  classes  in  December, 
1931,  was  143.  In  addition,  permission  was  granted  in  the  case  of  three  other 
elementary  schools  to  admit  children  under  five  years  of  age,  but  no  special  equip 
ment  was  provided  in  these  cases.  The  total  number  of  such  children  on  the  rolls 
was  106. 


XIX.— SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

66.  The  Board  of  Education  have  requested  that  a  special  report  on  the 
arrangements  for  medical  inspection  and  treatment  in  connection  with  secondary 
schools  and  other  institutions  for  higher  education  should  be  made.

(. b )  Frequency  and  Character  of  Medical  Inspection. 

In  all  of  the  schools  named  above,  the  following  arrangements  are  in  force. 
The  opportunity  of  medical  inspection  is  offered  to  every  scholar,  irrespective 
of  position  as  a  fee-paying  or  scholarship  pupil.  The  medical  inspection  is 
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declined  by  a  very  small  proportion,  and,  in  one  or  two  of  the  schools,  the 
Principals  require  that,  where  a  pupil  declines  medical  inspection  by  the 
School  Medical  Service,  he  or  she  must  be  examined  by  a  private  medical 
practitioner. 

Full  routine  medical  inspections  are  carried  out  in  the  groups  noted  below. 

(1)  Entrants. 

(2)  Children  who  have  just  attained  the  age  of  12  years. 

(3)  After  the  age  of  12  years,  each  pupil  is  presented  for  inspection  at 
yearly  intervals  until  he  or  she  leaves  the  school. 

As,  of  course,  entrants  in  this  type  of  school  are  mainly  of  ages  9,  10,  or 
more  years  on  admission,  the  scheme  provides  for  a  yearly  examination  of  all 
but  a  comparatively  small  proportion  of  the  pupils  in  attendance. 

(c)  Following-up. 

No  routine  arrangements  for  following-up  cases  by  the  nursing  staff  are  in 
existence.  Experience  shows  that,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  the  defects 
are  treated  immediately  on  receipt  of  the  notification  of  the  defect.  In 
addition,  the  yearly  examination  secures  a  reasonably  efficient  following-up 
of  the  cases  by  the  medical  officers. 

( d )  No  provision  for  routine  dental  inspection  is  made  at  present,  owing  to 
the  demands  in  connection  with  elementary  schools. 

(II)  Medical  Treatment. 

There  is  no  routine  provision  for  treatment  of  secondary  school  pupils  at 
school  clinics  on  the  same  basis  as  for  elementary  school  children,  but  all  of  the 
types  of  treatment  provided  by  the  Authority  for  elementary  school  children  are 
available  for  secondary  school  pupils  in  certain  circumstances.  These  circumstances 
are  that  the  parents  are  required  to  prove  their  financial  inability  to  procure 
treatment  from  private  agencies.  In  the  case  of  the  ophthalmic  clinic,  which  is 
really  not  a  treatment  clinic,  but  which  provides  facilities  for  further  inspection, 
pupils  are  offered  refraction  examination  and  prescription  of  spectacles  on  the 
same  terms  as  elementary  school  children.  Similarly,  in  the  case  of  the  special 
aural,  orthopaedic,  and  rheumatism  and  heart  clinics,  secondary  school  pupils  are 
offered  inspection  on  the  same  basis  as  elementary  school  children,  and  if,  at  these 
clinics,  treatment  coming  within  the  scope  of  school  clinic  treatment  is  recom¬ 
mended,  parents  may  arrange  for  the  treatment  to  be  carried  out  at  the  clinic  on 
satisfying  an  enquiry  as  to  their  inability  to  provide  the  treatment  privately.  In 
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connection  with  the  X-Ray  treatment  of  Ringworm  of  the  Scalp,  treatment  at  the 
clinic  is  provided  on  the  application  of  the  general  medical  practitioner  attending 
the  case. 

In  deciding  as  to  whether  a  pupil  may  receive  treatment  at  a  school  clinic,  no 
distinction  is  made  as  regards  the  position  of  the  scholar  in  respect  of  being  a  fee¬ 
paying  or  scholarship  pupil. 

There  are  no  general  arrangements  for  recovering  the  cost  of  treatment.  As  in 
the  case  of  elementary  school  children,  contributions  of  a  voluntary  nature  are 
accepted  on  behalf  of  any  child  who  attends  a  clinic. 


67.  The  medical  officers  visited  secondary  schools  on  140  occasions  during 
the  year  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  routine  medical  inspections. 

68.  The  following  summary  shows  the  extent  to  which  clinic  facilities  were 
utilised  by  secondary  school  pupils  during  the  year.

XX.— CONTINUATION  SCHOOLS. 

69.  There  are  no  continuation  schools  under  the  control  of  the  Authority. 

XXI.— EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN. 

70.  On  the  31st  December,  1931,  522  boys  and  two  girls  were  employed  out 
of  school  hours,  and,  of  these  children,  335  boys  and  one  girl  were  employed  before 
school  hours.  All  employed  children  are  examined  by  medical  officers  prior  to 
employment. 
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XXII.  SPECIAL  ENQUIRIES. 

71.  No  special  enquiries  were  undertaken.  It  had  been  hoped  to  publish 
details  of  work  at  the  Rheumatism  and  Heart  Clinic,  but,  because  of  the  necessary 
curtailment  of  space  in  this  report  this  year  and  for  other  reasons,  this  report  is 
postponed  until  next  year. 

72.  In  connection  with  a  seasonal  outbreak  of  skin  disease  in  the  city,  a  very 
interesting  report  was  prepared  by  Mr.  T.  Stainforth,  B.A.,  B.Sc.,  Hull  Muncipal 
Technical  College,  and  it  is  regretted  that,  owing  to  the  necessity  to  economise 
space,  it  is  not  found  possible  to  include  the  report.  The  cause  of  the  outbreak 
was  the  Gold-tail  or  Yellow-tail  Moth,  which  is  a  very  common  species  in  the 
Hull  district. 


XXm.— MISCELLANEOUS. 

73.  The  medical  staff  examined  43  teachers  on  account  of  absence  through 
illness,  and  43  student  teachers  or  teacher  bursars.  Examinations  in  connection 
with  the  Superannuation  Act  totalled  43.  In  connection  with  theatrical  employ¬ 
ment,  21  children  were  examined.  One  boy  was  examined  on  committal  to  an 
industrial  school. 

74.  As  in  former  years,  lectures  in  First  Aid  were  delivered  twice  weekly  to 
adult  students  at  the  School  for  Fishermen. 

75.  A  considerable  amount  of  educative  work  was  again  done  in  connection 
with  students  in  training  as  teachers  at  various  Centres  in  the  city.  Approximately 
100  students  attended  clinics  and  special  schools  for  demonstration  of  the  work 
carried  out  in  these  establishments.

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APPENDIX. 

Report  of  Physical  Training,  Hull  Elementary  Schools,  1931. 

The  following  is  a  brief  report  of  my  work  as  organiser  of  Physical  Training. 

General. 

The  teaching  of  physical  exercises  continues  to  improve  in  the  majority  of  the 
departments  of  the  schools.  Attention  to  the  posture  of  the  children  has  been  given 
by  the  teachers,  and  as  a  result,  marked  improvement  in  carriage  has  been  shewn. 
There  has  also  been  an  improvement  in  the  two  chief  features  of  the  physical 
training  lesson,  viz.,  “  finish  ”  or  “  form  ”  in  the  execution  of  the  exercises,  and 
a  better  type  of  class  activity.  The  provision  of  new  furniture  in  many  classrooms 
has  made  it  possible  to  take  beneficial  work  in  physical  training  on  wet  days  indoors. 

Senior  School  Work. 

Great  strides  have  been  made  throughout  the  country  in  physical  training  since 
the  Board  of  Education  issued  the  1919  syllabus,  and  in  order  to  keep  pace  with 
this  progressive  movement,  work  on  more  advanced  lines  was  deemed  necessary 
for  scholars  in  the  central  schools  and  senior  departments.  Whereas  the  work  of 
the  1919  syllabus  was  common  to  boys  and  girls,  it  is  now  considered  advisable 
by  the  Board  to  differentiate  the  work  in  these  departments  into  that  suited  to  the 
needs  of  boys,  and  into  that  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  girls,  so  that  the 
physical  training  of  the  sexes  will  be  developed  in  these  schools,  each  on  its  own 
lines.  The  books  issued  for  use  in  these  departments  are  the  “  Reference  Book  of 
Gymnastics  for  Boys,”  and  the  “  Supplement  for  Elder  Girls.”  Before,  however, 
the  physical  training  work  can  be  taken  as  recommended  in  these  books,  the 
following  conditions  are  necessary  : — ( a )  Teachers  with  a  knowledge  of  the  work 
outlined  ;  ( h )  a  room  set  apart  for  physical  training  ;  (c)  sufficient  time  allocated  to 
the  subject  ;  (d)  the  provision  of  portable  apparatus  ;  (e)  suitable  shoes  and  clothing. 
Owing  to  lack  of  these  conditions,  only  four  out  of  the  twelve  senior  departments 
in  Hull  are  attempting  work  on  these  more  advanced  lines.  The  work  of  the  senior 
girls’  departments  is  greatly  in  advance  of  the  boys’,  chiefly  because  the  women 
teachers  have  taken  special  training  through  local  and  summer  vacation  classes. 

Playing  Fields. 

In  addition  to  the  public  parks,  six  of  the  Committee’s  playing  fields  were 
available  for  use.  The  condition  of  five  of  these  fields  was  a  great  improvement 
upon  the  previous  year,  due  to  the  regular  cutting  and  rolling  of  the  grass.  There 
is  still  much  work  to  be  done.  Cricket  pitches  are  still  very  scarce.  With  regard 
to  the  use  of  the  fields,  field  lessons  shewed  some  improvement.  More  attention 
was  paid  to  the  training  of  the  fundamentals  of  play,  and  more  training  given  in  the 
tactics  employed  in  the  major  games.  A  weakness  exists  in  the  inadequate  marking 
out  of  the  fields  for  various  games,  especially  for  running  practice,  rounders,  long 
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ball,  etc.  It  is  essential  that  such  pitches  should  be  kept  marked  out,  so  that 
classes  may  start  work  immediately  they  get  to  the  field,  and  play  a  more  accurate 
game.  It  is  hoped  that  at  least  four  more  fields  may  be  brought  into  use  in  1932. 
This  depends  upon  the  erection  of  shelters  thereon. 

Swimming. 

The  bath  accommodation  for  the  teaching  of  swimming  has  not  changed, 
therefore  big  classes  are  still  a  necessity.  Only  one-third  of  girl  applicants  for 
swimming  lessons  can  be  accommodated.  At  the  end  of  the  season,  1 ,707  certificates 
were  awarded  to  boys,  and  1,097  to  girls  :  an  increase  of  123  boys  and  172  girls. 
When  it  is  remembered  that  the  number  of  boys  attending  the  baths  is  twice  the 
number  of  girls  doing  so,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  girls’  results  stand  out  in  a  very 
favourable  manner. 

Special  Demonstrations  and  Teachers  Classes. 

It  is  considered  that  the  provision  of  teachers’  classes  is  of  very  great  importance 
in  relation  to  the  progress  of  the  work.  It  is  always  found  that  those  teachers  who 
attend  teachers’  classes  are  in  a  strong  position  to  keep  their  work  thoroughly  up- 
to-date,  and  to  give  their  pupils  the  benefit  of  all  recent  developments.  It  is  pleasing 
to  report  that  Hull  women  teachers  welcome  such  classes  and  their  attendance  is 
full  and  regular.  I  regret  to  add  that  there  is  no  response  from  the  men  teachers. 
Two  classes  arranged  for  them  during  the  year  had  to  be  cancelled  owing  to  an 
insufficient  number  of  entrants. 

Six  special  demonstration  lessons  were  held  at  the  baths  for  training  college 
students  and  teachers  and  six  teachers’  classes. 

Games  Equipment. 

There  is  need  for  more  careful  supervision  of  apparatus  with  regard  to  its 
preservation.  Ropes  are  allowed  to  fray  too  far  before  being  withdrawn  for 
repair — footballs  are  allowed  to  get  soft,  and  have  even  been  found  unlaced.  A 
soft  ball  for  good  practice  is  of  as  little  use  as  a  scratchy  pen  for  good  writing. 
The  games  equipment  should  have  exactly  the  same  care  bestowed  upon  it  as  any 
other  school  apparatus.  Team  leaders  can  be  particularly  helpful  in  this  matter, 
if  well  trained.  Captain  Hamilton  has  again  most  willingly  allowed  his  pupils  at 
the  Nautical  School  to  assist  the  schools.  This  year’s  work  is  a  record — 939  ropes 
repaired  and  72  nets  made  for  netball. 

Play  Centres — (a)  Winter,  ( b )  Summer. 

(a)  Six  play  centres — one  a  new  one,  for  boys  only,  opened  in  January — 
maintain  their  popularity  throughout  the  winter  season.  The  new  boys’  centre 
has  been  amply  justified,  and  some  interesting  handwork  from  waste  material  has 
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been  made.  The  “  reading  ”  room  remains  the  most  popular  throughout  all  the 
centres.  These  are  practically  maintained  through  the  generosity  of  the  Amal¬ 
gamated  Press  Company,  via  their  Hull  representative,  Mr.  Vernon  Bate.  Other 
generous  donors  have  been  the  National  Health  and  Cleanliness  Council,  Day 
Street  Girls’  Centre  and  Lambert  Street  Junior  School.  The  help  given  by  students 
from  the  Municipal  Training  College,  owing  to  the  kind  permission  of  Miss  Cumber- 
birch,  is  much  appreciated  by  the  “  leaders.” 

(. b )  The  same  centres  were  opened  as  last  year,  but  there  was  an  increase  of 
5,153  children  this  year. 

The  average  attendance  per  evening  for  the  winter  play  centres  was  364  and 
the  summer  165. 

Sports  Days. 

The  Annual  District  and  Final  Sports  were  held  as  usual,  and  were  very  well 
organised  by  a  committee  of  teachers.  Twenty-five  departments  held  their  own 
sports  day.  These  individual  sports  days  are  excellent  in  that  they  give  opportunity 
for  all  teachers  and  all  children  to  take  an  active  part.  It  is  hoped  that  all  schools 
fortunate  enough  to  be  allocated  to  one  of  the  Committee’s  fields  will  make  use  of 
it  in  this  way. 

Voluntary  Games  Associations. 

The  work  done  by  the  various  associations  is  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the 
children.  Every  association  increased  its  membership.  I  desire  to  express  my 
sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  those  teachers  who  give  their  leisure  in  the 
interests  of  the  children.  Particularly  would  I  like  to  thank  the  Secretaries  of  the 
various  organisations.
